@@Ahereas THe PiLanters’ ASSOCIATION OF CEYLON Preamble. 


(hereinafter referred to as “‘ The Association ’’) has 
applied for the privileges of incorporation, and it will 
be for the public advantage to grant the application : 
Be it therefore enacted by the Governor of Ceylon, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative

(b) The date at which the name of any person was inscribed 
in the register as a member, 


(c) The date at which any person ceased to be a member, 

5. The annual subscription of individual members is Rs. 15 
or such sum as shall be decided upon at the Annual General 
Meeting, payable before registration and on the Ist day of 
January in each year and shall entitle such subscriber to vote, 


No member may exercise more than one vote except on 
a poll. 


An Assistant Superintendent of less than seven years’ plant- 
ing experience (including war service, if a planter before the 
war) may join as an Associate on payment of a subscription of 
Rs. 5, which will entitle him to stand for election to the Super- 
intendents and Assistant Superintendents’ Committee, but will 
not entitle him to stand for election to the General Committee 
or to vote at General Meetings of the Association. 


Assistant Superintendents of more than seven years’ experi- 
ence are eligible for full membership on payment of the full 
subscription. 

Any person eligible for membership shall alternatively be 
eligible for election as an Associate at his option, but no one shall 
be eligible to vote on matters appertaining to the Superinten- 
dents’ and Assistant Superintendents’ Committee unless he be- 
comes either an Associate or a full private member. 


“Votes shall be in the names of either proprietors, frms, super- 
intendents of estates and members, and ali proprietors, super- 
intendents of estates, and firms shall register with the Sec- 
retary the names of the persons entitled to vote. Seven 
days’ notice of any alteration of the Register must be made 
to the Secretary. 


6. Any firm (which includes any Joint Stock Company where- 
ever the context so permits) may be admitted as a member of the 
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Association, and the provisions as well of these Articles as of the 
bye-laws relating to persons being applicants for membership 
and to persons being members of the Association shall, where 
not excluded by the context apply to firms mutatis mutandis, 
subject nevertheless to the following conditions and to any other 
conditions which may from time to time hereafter be imposed by 
the bye-laws :— 


(a) Any firm which is an applicant for membership of the 
Association will send, with the application provided for by 
clause 3 of these Articles, a written statement of the names 
and addresses of the persons constituting the firm or in the 
case of a Joint Stock Company of its Directors. 


(4) Whenever any change shall take place in the membership 
of any firm or in the Directorship of any Joint Stock Company, 
whether by the addition thereto or the death or retirement 
therefrom of any partner or partners or director or directors 
as the case may be, the particulars of such change and the 
name of each additional partner or director shall be notified 
in writing to the Secretary of the Association. 


(¢) The Secretary shall enter the names and addresses of the 
partners for the time being constituting a firm, and of the 
directors for the time being of a Joint Stock Company, in 4 
register of firms to be kept for that purpose, which shall be 
in a like form and contain in addition the same particulars 
as the register of members referred to in clause 4 of these 
Articles. 


(d) All persons whose names shall appear in the register of 
firms shall be entitled to attend the meetings of the Association, 
but only one member of a firm or one Director of a Joint 
Stock Company shall be entitled to vote. Any votes given 
in contravention of this rule shall be null and void. 


7. The Association may, in General Meeting, admit to 
the honorary membership or life membership of the 
Association persons distinguished in statesmanship, diplomacy, 
commerce, or finance, or who have. in the opinion of the Asso- 
ciation, merited such distinction by reason of the services rendered 
by them to the planting community or planting interest. Such 
persons shall not be required to sign the application mentioned 
in clause 3 hereof, or to pay any subscription, or be under any 
liability, in the event of the Association being wound up. 
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Life members are entitled to the full privileges of membership, 
including membership of all Committees, but other honorary 
members shall not be entitled to vote. 


8. A member must give written notice to the Secretary, 
not less than one calendar month before the 3lst December in 
each year, of his wish to retire, or he will be liable for the subscrip- 
tion for the ensuing year. A member, whose subscription is in 
arrears, cannot vote on a poll, and when his subscription is 
twelve months overdue his membership shall cease. Subscription 
in arrears shall be treated as a debt due to and recoverable by the 
Association. 


9. A majority of members present and voting at a meeting 
of the Committee of the Association may, by resolution, expel 
any member whose conduct in their opnion renders him unfit 
to be a member of the Association. Any such person shall, from 
the passing of the resolution, cease to be a member of the Asso- 
ciation and shall be ineligible for fresh nomination, provided that 
any such person shall have the right to appeal against such reso. 
lution at the next General Meeting. 


10. There shall be an Annual General Meeting of the Association 
on or before the last day of March in each year for the purpose 
of— 

(a) Receiving Reports of the General and other Com- 
mittees ; 

(6) Receiving the Statement of Accounts of Receipts and 
Expenditure for the preceding year ending 31st December; 

(c) Electing a Chairman and Committees for the ensuing 
year ; 


(d) Considering, and, if necessary, taking action with reference to 
any business or motion, of which not less than 20 clear days’ 
notice shall have been given in writing to the Secretary 
of the Association ; 


(¢) To elect Auditors for the ensuing year; 
Notice of the Annual General Meeting and of the business 


to be transacted thereat shall be given fifteen days previously 
by advertisement in the Press or by circular to all members. 


P. A. 
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11. The general business of the Association shall be 
managed by a Board, to be styled the General Committee, which 
shall be composed of elected members and nominated members, 
as follows :— 


A.(1.) Elected Members.—Not more than 15 members shall be electeed 

‘out of the general body of members at the Ari al Gen ral 

Meeting by ballot. Members to be proposed by one member 

and seconded by another. Their names to be sent to the 

Secretary 10 days before the meeting. Ballot papers with 

the names duly proposed and seconded to be handed to members 
attending the meeting. 


(2.) Nominated Members.—Every District Association affiliated 
to the Association shall be entitled to nominate one member 
with an additional member, when the membership of such 
District Association consists of 50 members, and an additional 
representative in addition to these two for every additional 
50 members. 

Provided, however, that if a Committee member nominated by a 
District Planters’ Association cannot attend a meeting of the 
Committee, the Chairman of his District Planters’ Association 
may delegate another member of that District Planters’ Associa- 
tion to attend in his place at the meeting which he is unable to 
attend, and such delegate shall have the same rights of discussiag 
and voting as a regular member. 

The Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association shall be entitled to 
nominate five members. 

The Superintendents’ and Assistant Supe 1interndents’ Committe 
shall be entitled to nominate five members. 


(3) Ex-Officio Members. 


(a) The Rural Member of Council, or in the event of there 
being no Rural Member, any member of the Legislative 
Council representing the plantmg community. 


(b) The Chairman of each District Association affiliated to 
the Association. 


(c) Life Members of the Association. 
(d) The Legal Adviser of the Association. 
(e) Past Chairmen of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon 
while resident in Ceylon. 
11B. There shall be a Committee of the Planters’ Associa- 
tion which shall be called the Superintendents’ and Assistant 
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Superintendents’ Committee and which shall deal with all 
matters and questions that concern Estate Superintendents 
and Assistant Superintendents. This Committee shall consist of 
one member elected from each District by the Superintendents 
and Assistant Superintendents of that District who are members 
of the Association. This Committee shall elect its own Chair- 
man and frame its own rules. 


12. The Coast Agency business of the Association shall be 
managed by a Committee, to be styled the Coast Agency Committee, 
which shall be composed of elected members and nominated mem- 
bers, as follows :— 


(1) Elected Members.—Not more than 30 members shall be 
elected out of the general body of members at the Annual 
General Meeting, in accordance with these Articles 
and bye-laws. 


(2) Nominated Members.—Every District Association affiliated 
to this Association shall be entitled to nominate its 
Chairman and one other memker of its Association. 


(3) The Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association’s nominees- 
upon the General Committee shall be ex-officio mem, 
bers of the Coast Agency Committee. 


If any casual vacancy occurs on the General and/or the other 
Committees it may be filled up forthwith by the Committee on 
which such vacancy occurs. 


13. The General and Coast Agency Committees shall lay before 
the Annual General Meeting a report of their proceedings and accounts 
of receipts and disbursements during the preceding year ending 
3lst December. Provided, however, that in the event of it being 
impossible for the Auditors to complete the audit of the accounts 
relating to the Coast Agency Commission in time for a duly audited 
account of receipts and disbursements to be laid before the Annual 
General Meeting, such accounts shall be printed and circulated 
to every member of the Association as soon as possible after the 
completion of the audit. The accounts shall be duly audited 
by an Accountant or a firm of Accountants, who shall be appointed 
at the Annual General Meeting of the Association which shal] 
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also fix their remuneration. Any Auditor or Auditors quitting 
office shall be eligible for re-election. The Auditors may be mem- 
bers of the Association provided that no member of their firm is 
a member of either of the Committee at the time. If any casual 
vacancy occurs in the office of Auditor or Auditors the Committee 
shall forthwith fill up the same. 


14. It shall be lawful for the Association, by resolution passed 
at any General Committee Meeting, to remunerate the services of any 
Chairman and member or members of the Association, and from 
time to time to fix the amount of such remuneration, and to 
require such security from such Chairman and member or members 
so remunerated as may be deemed sufficient. 


15. Candidates for the office of Chairman of the Association 
must be nominated, proposed, and seconded by members. Such 
nominations, together with the names of their proposers and secon- 
ders, shall be in writing and enclosed in envelopes addressed to the 
Secretary, and must reach the registered office of the Association 
not less than twenty clear days before any meeting convened for 
the purpose of nominating a Chairman. 


16. Special Meetings of the Association may be convened 
by the General Committee or five members thereof, or by eleven 
members of the Association, and shall be convened on a requisition 
in writing stating the object for which such meeting is to be con- 
vened, signed by the persons desiring to convene the meeting, 
and forwarded to the Secretary ; and if such meeting shall not be 
convened within thirty clear days of such a requisition being re- 
ceived by the Secretary, the requisitionists may themselves convene 
such meeting, and the expense of so convening the same shall 
be defrayed by the Association, but any meeting so convened 
must be held within sixty clear days from the date of such receipt 
by the Secretary. At least fifteen days’ notice specifying the 
time and place of such meeting, and the object thereof, shall be 
given by circular to all members of the Association, and such notice 
shall be advertised three times in the Press. 


17. Questions at all Annual and General Meetings of the Asso- 
ciation shall be determined by the majority of the members present 
and voting, but a majority of the members then present or any 
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thirty members may, within three days after the date of such 
meeting, demand in writing a poll of the Association on any reso- 
lution passed at such meeting, and thereupon voting papers shall 
be sent out to each member of the Association, and the final decision 
of the Association taken accordingly on the resolution mentioned 
in the demand for a poll, provided that no poll may be demanded 
on any resolution appointing a Chairman, Office-Bearers and for 
Honorary or life members, whose election shall be decided by a 
show of hands. No voting paper shall be accepted, unless the 
same is received by the Secretary of the Association within ten 
clear days of the despatch of the paper. 


18. The quorum for an Annual or Special General Meeting 
of the Association shall be fifteen members personally present. No 
business shall be transacted at any Annual or Special General 
Meeting, unless the requisite quorum be present at the commence- 
ment of the business. If at the expiry of half an hour from the 
time appointed for the meeting a quorum is not present, the meet- 
ing if convened upon such requisition as provided by article 16 
shall be dissolved, but in any other case it shall stand adjourned 
to the same day in the next week at the same time and place, 
and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not obtained those 
members who are present shall be a quorum and may transact 
the business for which the meeting was called. 


19. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Articles, 
the Chairman may at any Annual or Special General Meeting 
of the Association propose any motion without previous notice, 
provided that the majority of those present at such meeting con- 
sent thereto. 


20. Each meeting of the Association shall be presided over 
by the Chairman or, in his absence, the meeting shall elect its own 
Chairman. The Chairman presiding at any meeting shall have 
an original and also a casting vote. 


21. The Chairman of the Association, and the General and 
Coast Agency Committee, shall be elected at the Annual General 
Meeting of members of the Association, and shall hold office until 
the next Annual General Meeting. 
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22. lf the Chairman elected at the Annual General Meeting 
is unable or unwilling for any reason to continue in office until 
the next Annual General Meeting, it shall be lawful for the General 
Committee to appoint another Chairman in place of the Chair- 
man so unable or unwilling to act. and the Chairman so appointed 
shall continue in office until the next Annual General Meeting. 


23. The General and Coast Agency Committees of the Asso- 
ciation shall meet in the second week in March and of each alternate 
month thereafter. Special Meetings of these Committees may 
be convened by the Chairman or on the requisition in writing 
of any five members thereof. Notice of such meeting stating the 
time and place thereof, and the objects for which it is called, must 
be given by circular to each member not less than seven clear days 
previous to the meeting. Seven members of these Committees 
personally present shall form a quorum. No business shall be 
transacted at a Committee Meeting, unless the requisite quorum 
be present at the commencement of the business. If at the expiry 
of half an hour from the time appointed for the meeting a quorum 
is not present, it shall stand adjourned to the same day in the 
next week at the same time and place, and if at such adjourned 
meeting a quorum is not obtained, those memners who are present 
shall be a quorum and may transact the business for which the 
meeting was called. 


24. All meetings of the General and Coast Agency Committees 
shall be presided over by the Chairman of the Association or, if 
he shall be absent, then by one of the members thereof elected 
by those present at the meeting. The Chairman of each meeting 
shall have an original as well as a casting vote. Three clear days’ 
notice of any question on any subject other than those on the 
Agenda to be asked at any of these Committee Meetings shall be 
given to the Secretary in writing, and no question shall be asked 
of which such notice has not been given except with the consent 
of the Chairman. 


25. The General Committee shall have power from time to 
time to appoint such Sub-Committee of its members to consider 
and deal with special matters as may be necessary. All such 
Sub-Committees shall report the result of their inquiries for con- 
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sideration to the General Committee who will decide as to what 
decision shall be come to on the subject under consideration. In 
no case shall any such Sub-Committee have power to bind or 
commit the Association to any course of action or decision unless 
specially empowered to do so by a majority of the members of the 


General Committee present at the meeting appointing such Sub- 
Committee. 


26. The General and other Committees shall have power 
from time to time to make such bye-laws for the furtherance 
of the purposes for which the Association is established and for 
carrying on the business of the Association as they may from 
time to time think necessary ; provided always that such bye-laws 
are not repugnant to the Memorandum of Association or to these 
Articles. Those Committees may also by resolution revoke or 
alter any bye-laws framed at any time. 


27. In furtherance and not in limitation of and without prejudice 
to the general powers conferred by these rules, it is hereby expressly 
declared that the General and Coast Agency Committees shall 
have the powers following, that is to say— 

(a2) To institute, conduct, defend, compromise, settle, or 
abandon any legal proceedings on behalf of the Asso- 
ciation, and also to compound and allow time for payment 
or satisfaction for any debts due to or from the Associa- 
tion, and any claims or demands by or against the 
Association. 

(6) Torefer any claims or demands by or against the Associa- 
tion to arbitration, and observe and perform the awards. 

(r) To make and give receipts, releases, and other discharges 
for money payable to the Association, and for claims 
and demands by the Association. 

(d) To act on behalf of the Association in all matters relating 
to bankrupts and insolvents. 

28. The Association shall be capable in law to take and hold 
any property, movable or immovable, which may become vested 
in it by virtue of any purchase, grant, gift, testamentary disposi- 
tion or otherwise, whether absolutely or in trust :— 

(1) For the collective benefit of the members of the Association 


or one of the members of any District Association the 


whole of whose members are members of the Associa- 
tion ; or 
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(2) For any object in which the members of the Association 
or of such District Association are interested ; or 


(3) For the benefit of any local community or body of 
persons which is, wholly or mainly, composed of 
members of the Association. 


29. Correct Minutes of the Proceedings of the Association 
and of every Committee, Executive Committee and Sub-Committee, 
shall be kept in suitable books. 


30. If any doubt, difference, or dispute shall at any time 
arise between any members of the Association, such members 
may, if they so desire, refer such doubt, difference, or dispute to 
the arbitration of the Association, each party to the dispute to 
appoint one member of the General Committee as his arbitrator, 
and the Chairman of the Association to appoint an umpire 
who may, if he thinks fit, be himself. 


31. The members of the Association desirous of referring such 
doubt, difference, or dispute to arbitration in the manner men- 
tioned in article No. 30 shall sign an agreement in the form 
approved of by the General Committee whereby they agree to be 
bound by the award of the arbitrators, and.that the award shall 
be final and conclusive and may be made a rule of a com- 
petent Court of the Island of Ceylon in accordance with the 
provisions in that behalf contained in ‘‘ The Civil Procedure Code, 
1889,”’ or any then subsisting statutory modification thereof. 


32. A notice may be served by the Association upon any 
member personally or by sending it through the post in a prepaid 
fetter to such member at his registered address in Ceylon. 


33. Any notice if served by post shall be deemed to have 
been served on the third day following that on which the letter 
containing the same is put into the post, and in proving such 
service it shall be sufficient to prove that the letter containing 
the notice was properly addressed and put into a post office or 
post box. :

2. It is understood that the complaints of the Kelani Valley Planters’ 
Association do not concern the rates levied upon estates, portions of which 
are included within the limits of the Avisawella Sanitary Board, but the 
inclusion of these portions within Sanitary Board Limits. As the question 
at issue would, therefore, seem to be one of boundaries—a matter for deci- 
sion by His Excellency the Governor in Executive Council—it is not apparent 


' what useful purpose would be served by the appointment of a member to 


represent the Planters’ Association. Moreover, such a member would re- 
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present only a single town and that one of only moderate size, while much 
larger towns in the Colombo District inclusive of the large and important.

CONVEYANCE OF Martts—KoTMALIE DISTRICT. 


With reference to your letter dated the 19th January, 1923, in which 
you suggest the desirability of replacing the system of conveyance of mails 
from Nawalapitiya to Kotmalie by tappal runners by that of a motor mail 
service, I am directed to inform you that the Postmaster General to whom 
your letter was referred reports as follows :— 


(a) Kotmalie is at present served from Nawalapitiya by a runner 


(b)

service costing Rs. 45/- per mensem as against Rs. 200/- per 
mensem proposed for motor conveyance. At present the mails 
reach Kotmalie at 7.25 a.m. while under the motor service pro- 
posed they would arrive at 6.30 a.m. at present they leave at 5.15 
p.m. whereas under the motor service they would leave at 6 p.m. 
The runners carry tarpaulins in wet weather but the bags would 
be better protected in a lorry. 


I doubt whether the added advantages are worth the extra ex- 
pense in present financial circumstances. The mail is a compara- 
tively small one averaging 4 bags of correspondence of total 
weight 36 lbs. despatched, and 4 bags of correspondence of average 
total weight 45 lbs. and I bag of parcels, received daily. 


In these circumstances it is regretted Government is unable to 


change the present system.

I have the honour to inform you that fifteen names of Jurors are drawn 
by lot and summonses issued at least ten days before the date on which the 
Juror is required to attend and if, as often happens any are not served owing 
to reasons, such as left the Island; or left the District ; in order to take their 
places supplementary names (in place of those not served or exempted,) 
are drawn and summonses issued. These supplementary names are not 
drawn until it is known how many of the first fifteen have been served. 


2. I annex overleaf copy of section 256 A. of the Criminal Procedure 
Code. Under this a Juror can claim exemption if the claim is made by 
letter addressed to the Registrar, Supreme Court, immediately after service 
as indicated in the summons, (specimen enclosed).

My Committee would therefore suggest for the consideration by your 
Association the desirability, of addressing the management of these Hotels 
on the necessity for reasonable attention being paid to the brewing and ser- 
ving of Tea on all occasions both in their own interests and in fairness to 
the Ceylon Tea Trade.

. ,Mr. F. T. Wright, speaking as a director cf alarge hotel, said 
that the difficulty lay in obiaining suitable milk. The tea pur- 
chased for the hotels was of the very highest quality obtainable 
in Ceylon, but adequate supplies of fresh milk were unavailable. 
Sterilized milk was not obtainable in quantity in Ceylon and it

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was undesirable to use milk which had not been sterilized. The 


only alternative was to use condensed milk and this spoilt the tea. 


Mr. David Scott, speaking as a director of another large hotel, 
bore out Mr. Wright’s statemcnts. 


There were, however, members present who expressed a 


‘doubt whether the tea served in the hotels was sufficiently well 


made to be palatable even if taken without milk. 


TnE CAPTURED GERMAN FIELD GuN.—A letter from the

BoaRD OF IMMIGRATION AND QUARANTINE.— A letter from the 
Hon’ble the Colonial Secretary notifying the resignation of Mr. 
David Scott from his position as Planting Representative on this 
Board was read. 


The Chairman referred to Mr. Scott’s departure from the 
Island in the near future and alluded to Mr. Scoti’s regular atten- 
dance of a meetings in Kandy, and to his valuable services to the 
Planting Community in forwarding their interests in Colombo. 


These remarks were received with applause. 
Resolved.—That Mr. A. P. Waldock’s name be submitted 


to Government as planting representative on the Board of Immi- | 
gration and Quarantine. 


THEFT OF GREEN TEA LEAr.—The following resoluiion which 
had heen passed at the Annual General Meeting of this Association 
held on the 9th February last, wasread, and it was resolved that 
the Chairman should approach Government in this matter after 
obiaining from Mr.8.C. Traill the valuable facts and figures which 
he had collected—‘ That this meeting is in favour of steps being 
taken to check the theft ofleafand will direct the attention of the 
General Committe to the question.” 
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STRIKES ON THE RatLway.—A telegram from the Hon’ble 
the Rural Member enquiring whether it would be practicable for 
low- country districts to supply some coolies was read, and a dis- 
‘cussion followed. 


Mr. Graeme Sinclair was of opinion that it would not be 
abvisable to send estate coolies to Colombo at present, as 
they would become infected with the strikers’ attitude of 
mind. 


Mr. Oldfield suggested that it might be possible for the 
Goverment unskilled labour employed by the Public Works 
Department and the Railway to be to some extent replaced by 
labour lent by estates and thereby released for use by Government 
in Colombo. Mr. Oldfield undertook to call upon Mr. Wright 
in Colombo in the evening. 


Correspondence regarding the confidential circular sent out 
by the Planters’ Association on July 18th 1922, and address:d to 
the Chairmen of those Districts which bordered upon Railway 
stations was read. The circular contained the words ‘“ This will 
be part of the records of each District Planters’ Association to be 
handed on by each Chairman to his successor.” From the corres- 
pondence it appeared that in several cases this had not been done, 
and the newly-elected Chairmen were unaware of this organi- 
zation for helping the Railway in case of strikes. The new Clair- 
man of one Association was informed that these papers had been 
destroyed. The Chairman expressed a strong opinion on 
the inefficiency displayed by some, in this matter. , 


A resoluticn was moved by the Chairman and unanimously 
passed congratulating Mr.G. P. Greenc, General Manager of ihe 
Ceylon Government Railway, for the efficiency with which the train 
service had been maintained despite the strikes, and the Secretary was 
directed to write to him conveying this Association’s thanks. 


The following letter from the Secretary of the Railway Accounts 
Committee was read, and members were asked to send to the 
Secretary as early as possible any suggestions they had to 
make.

A letter dated the 8th March, 1923, from Mr. J..8.. Patterson. 
suggesting that the services of a whole time man would be required 
for the adequate arrangement of the exhibits at the British Enipire 
Exhibition, 1924, was read. 


The Chairman pointed out that the Planters’ Association 
had not funds for this purpose. 


Mr. H. A. Webb, said that advertisement was most essential 
and that a cess should be imposed upon tea for this purpose. This 
cess should not be considered as expenditure, but as an investment 
which would produce returns to the estate. He asked that a 
resolution should be passed by this Committee. 


The Chairman ruled that discussion of the tea cess at this 


point was out of order and proposed that action by Government 
should be awaited. 


Mr. F. T. Wright enquired whether he would be in order in 
stating at the next meeting of the Ceylon Estates Proprietary 
Association that the Planters’ Association of Ceylon will be pre- 
pared to find a man vo take up organization work at the Exhibition 
provided that Proprietors find the money to pay for him; and 
it was decided that this represented the views of this Association.. 
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RUBBER INDUSTRY. 


Mr. F. T. Wright reported the results of standard production, 
annual exportable maximum, and monthly exportable maximum 
of Rubber for the period November 1922 to October 1923. The 
standard production was 156,150,040 lbs ; the annual exportable 
maximum was 94,396,622 Ibs., and the monthly exportable maxi- 
mum 7,807,502. Mr. Wright pointed out that this annual export- 
able maximum of 94,396,622 Ihs. was only about 10% less than the 
rubber exported during last year. He also drew attention to the 
fact that the Estates under 10 acres had been allowed. 18,000,000 
Ibs. and estates over 10 acres 75,690,024 lbs., the allowanve on 
account of forward contracts being 706,598 lbs. He explained that 
in his opinion it’ was quite impossible for Estates under 10 acres 
to supply the quantity ofrubber allowed to them. He also stated 
that asa result of this allocation many estates over 10 acres were 
producing as inuch rubber as they could, and selling the surplus 
quantity over and above the certified allowance to dealers, who 
had purchased certificates from small holders unable to produce 
their certified amount. He was of opinion that both sets of estates 
had been over assessed and that the procedure now adopted was 
not in accordance with the true spirit of the Ordinance 


Mr. Oldfield gave some very interesting statistics which 
supported Mr. Wright’s views, and are included in the minutes,

Itis evident from this that a minority 
of estates will not only produce their average of the past 3 years 
but in addition the 20% to 40% shortage from the majority of 
estates.

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Mr. Sydney Smith said that in his opinion the scale imposed 
upon Ceylon from London was to blame, and it was not applicable 
to conditions in Ceylon.

Mr. Coles described how this 
had been oriyinally a private report to the Chairman, who had 
approved of it and referred it to the Sub-committee appointed 
to consider the question of pensions and insurance schemes. The 
members of this Sub-Committee had unanimously approved _ of 
it and had requested the Chairman to bring it hefore the Standing 
Committee of the Planters’ Benevolent Fund. This had been 
done at the January meeting and the Standing Committee had 
at that meeting expressed approval of the report without any 
dissentient. Subsequently to this, the report, which was private, 
had by misadventure found its way into the press, and Mr. Still 
had been made the object of much unwarrantud: and ignorant 
criticism. Ata subsequent meeting of the Standing Committee 
the report had been unanimously adopted, and it had teen decided 
for the remainder of the current year, at any rate, to proceed upon 
the principles laid down in the report. 


He further pomted out that certain individuals who had 
been present at the meeting which approved of this report had 
subsequently at District Association meeting. violently attacked 
it, and in this respect he instanced the late Chairman of the Pus- 
sellawa Planters’ Association, who had not the courage of his 
opinions at the meeting at which the report was laid. Mr. Coles 
strongly stigmatized this action and his remarks were received 
with approval. 


Mr. Chas. Gibbon supported Mr. Coles with equally strong 
criticism of this abuse of the rights of criticism and this anonymous 
mud-slinging in the press. 


The remarks of these two members met with the approval 
of the Commictee. 


A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting.

The Chairman informed the meeting that on medical advice 
he was proceeding to England in June and would be away four 
months certainly, and possibly longer.

The Hon’ble Mr. T. Y. Wright proposed, and Mr. J. B. Coles 
seconded, the name of Mr. Chas.

ANCHYLOS'TOMIASIS. 


The Chairman introduced Dr. Docherty of the Rockfeller 
International Health Institute to the meeting, and Dr. Docherty 
gave a short lecture on the new treatment of Anchylostomiasis 
by Carbon Tetrachloride, a summary of which is given.. 


Dr. Maurice C, Hall of the United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry, Washington D.C. after treating animals for intestinal 
parasites with Carbon Tetrachloride published an article on the 
possible value of Carbon Tetrachloride in the treatment of hook- 
worm. 
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Dr. Hampton of Ceylon immediately followed the sugges- 
tions outlined in that article and obtained, exceedingly good results 
with dosesfrom 3to 10c.c’s. but due to our lack of pure supplies 
we could not carry on extensive treatment until January, 1923, 
the supplies received contained a dangerous amount of Carbon 
bisulphide and Carbonyl chloride. 


The treatment differs from the other anthelmintics in general 
use in that only two treatments are required ; the patients present 
themselves without food on the morning of treatment and to an 
adult a dose of 3 c.c or 45 mins. is administered, followed in two 
hours by a purge of epsom salt. After an interval of 10 days a 
second treatment is given and 85% cures are cbtained while the 
remaining 15% harbour less than $% of the original number of hook- 
worms which is a very negligible amount where reinfection takes 
place with any degree of rapidity. | 


Those excluded from treatment are the same as your dis- 
pensers have listed, and in addition all persons who have taken any 
alcohol 24 hours previous to treatment, since the drug produces 
with the alvohvol a very serious lesion of the liver. 


As stated above, the maximum dose used in Ceylon is 45 mins. 
although it is reported from Philippines that a dose of even 160 
mins. produces no mal-effect. This we have ascertained in Ceylon 
to be quite dangerous since even a 75 mins. dose will produce a very 
slight degeneration of the liver whereas a 60 mins. dose produces 
no effect whatever. In addition we have shown in Ceylon that 
two doses of 45 mins. each at an interval of 10 days are quite 
sufficient to cure 85% of the patients. 


The cost of llb. of Carbon Tetrachloride as received in Ceylon 
in January is Rs. 2.50 which amount is quite sufficient to treat 50 
adults or 75average-coolies including children. From the standpoint 
ofadult the cost per cooly is only 5 Ceylon Cents for the drug and 
five cents for epsom salts (approximately) ; i.e. a treatment will 
‘cost 10 cents per cooly. If we treat 1000 coolies 1/10th of whom 
are treated daily by two dispensers whuse salary is 9@/- each-the 
total time for treatment ought not to exceed 25 days-the cost will 
be as follows :—

or Rs. 1/- per cooly, which is vonsiderably less than the cost of 
treatment with Chenopodium, Thymol or Beta-naphthol. 


In respect of the four drugs, the following two tables obtained 
from the results of treating 300 prisoners give you a good idea of 
the comparative value of the four main vermifuges. I may state 
that to date we have not sufficient Carbon Tetrachloride to be dis- 
tributed among estates but is is hoped that as we have now found 
a source of pure supplies, we will be able to stock at the Civil Medi- 
cal Stores sufficient for all requirements.

At the termination of the lecture Mr. Chas. Gibbon enquired 
whether it were necessary for coolies to fast before the treatment. 
The lecturer replied in the affirmative. He said that its effects 
upset them so little that they could work in the afternoon after 
being treated in the morning. 


Mr. A. F. B. Smeaton said that he did not believe in the treat- 
ment of estates surrounded by villages which were not treated, 
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but that he was in favour of treatment if whole blocks of country, 
villages and estates included, could be treated in one and the same 
time. 


Dr. Docherty mentioned that the treatment by Carbon Tetra- 
chloride was very recent, and infinitely cheaper to apply than the. 
old treatmen, while at the same time it was both more effective 
and less troublesome. He stated that the first exper’ments, made 
with Carbon Tetrachloride were carried out in Kandy in Jan. 1922. 


The Chairman enquired whether the meeting wasin favour 
of diverting the Anchylostomiasis Campaign from villages to estates. 


Mr. J. Fergusson spoke in opposition to this unless villages were 
treated at the same time. 


Mr Coles supported the views expressed by Mr. Smeaton 
and opposed the treatment of estates surrounded by unreated vil- 
lages. 


Mr, A. T. Sydney Smith took the same view. 


Mr. J. L. Tancock said that on his estate treatment had done 
a great deal of good and that very little re-infection had occurred 
through the employment of villagers although he utilised their 
services considerably. 


Mr. M. J. Cary expressed his opinion that Estate Agenis should 
be guided in this matter by those in charge of labour on estates. 


The Chairman undertook to inform the Colonial Secretary 
that this Committee approves re-treatment of estate coolies pro- 
vided that villages in the same area were simultaueously treated. 


Mr. Cary wished to take the sense of the meeting as to whether 
those present were, as individuals in charge of labour, in favour 
of anchylostomiasis treatment being carried out an all estates, 
33 voted in favour of this and 18 voted against it. 


The Chairman then asked for a vote on the question whether 
this meeting was in favour of estates being treated if villages 
were treated at the same time, and the opinion of the meeting was 
nnanimously in favour of this. 
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A hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Docherty was passed. for his 
interesting lecture. ;

District ASSOCIATIONS. 


MATALE P.A.—-D.M.0O.’S DUTIES.—The following correspondence 
with the Colonial Secreatary was read and in the opinion of the 
meeting the reply of the Colonial Secretary was extremely satis- 
factory.

Sir, 
I have the honour to inform you that the question has been raised by 
certain District Planters’ Associations as to what precisely are the duties 
of the District Medical Officer in respect to estates which are scheduled to 
an outdoor dispensary in charge of an Apothecary-in-charge. 


Cases have arisen where the views ofthe dispensers have not concurred 
with the views of the Superintendents of Estates, that medical cases among 
Tamil coolies have been sufficiently severe to warrant sending for the Dis- 
trict Medical Officer. 


In one case an instance was given at the last meeting of the General 
Committee of this Association of a Superintendent calling in a European 
Doctor to attend to a cooly woman at a cost of Rs. 150 to the estate. 


f am desired to enquire whether a Superintendent has the right to demand 
the attention of the District Medical Officer to labourers on his estate even if 
the apothecary-in-charge does not consider this necessary. 

It is felt that while some apothecaries are competent men, there are 
others whose opinion is less likely to be of value than the opinion of an ex- 
perienced manager of labour. : 


The above difficulties have arisen in the Matale District.

In continuation of the acknowledgement addressed to you from this 
office of your letter dated the 16th March, 1923,I am directed to state, in 
reply to the enquiry contained in paragraph | of your letter, that the duties 
of a District Medical Officer in respect of estates scheduled to an Outdoor 
Dispensary in charge of an Apothecary are practically those of a consultant. 
He may. be summoned either by the Superintendent or by the Apothecary- 
in-charge in cases requiring special knowledge or skill or in cases of such a 
nature as may be considered to be beyond the professional capabilities of an 
unqualified officer. Surgical emergencies, Multiple injuries, child-birth 
complications, acute bowel disease, symptoms suggestive of poisoning or 
of cholera infection, &c., acute continued fevers, eruptive fevers, epidemics 
of enteric fever, dysentery &c., may be regarded as such cases. 


2. As regards your enquiry as to whether a Superintendent of an estate 
has the right to demand the attention of the District Medical Officer even 
if the Apothecary in-Charge is of another opinion,I am to state that the ans- 
wer is in the affirmative. It is hoped, however, that this right will not be 
exercised without due and sufficient reasons for which the person summoning 
the District Medical Officer will be held responsible. The area under the 
professional care of a District Medical Officer is generally considerable, and 
any abuse of the right to summon him in cases where the Apothecary con- 
siders his personal attention unnecessary is bound to react detrimentally 
on other sections of his area where his presence may be required.

In continuation of the acknowledgment of your letter dated the 16th: 
March, 1923, on the subject of the Jury service I am directed to inform you: 
that the names of persons who have done jury service are not mixed up 
with the names of those awaiting to be summoned. Discs representing those: 
who have done jury service are placed in a separate compartment in the 
ballot box and are neither mixed up with the discs in the other compart- 
ment representing those who have yet to serve, nor drawn again until the 
undrawn compartment is exhausted. 


2. The reason for short notice to serve as jurors and the issuing of 
summons on more than one occasion on the same person within a short period 
in certain cases is as explained by the Fiscal, Central Province, in his letter 
to you No. 838 of the 7th of March andl amto add that it frequently happens 
that owing to the inability of Fiscals to serve summons on jurors due to 
their temporary absence from the station or from the Island altogether, 
the person who is at the station at the time the summons is served is called 
upon to serve a second time. 


3. In such cases jurors should claim exemption from service by addres- 
singalettertothe Registrar, Supreme Court in the manner indicated in the 
section of the Criminal Procedure Code quoted by the Fiscal.

Two members 
present had been respectively for 24 years and 25 years on the 
list and had never been summoned, while another member had 
been summoned 3 times in 27 months. 


Ran@atna P.A—Carpamom THetTrs The following reso- 
lution passed by the Rangalla Planters’ Association was read :— 


“That in view of the prevalence of cardamom stealing and the 
frequent complaints of growers, both native and European, the 
Parent Association be asked to request the Hon’ble the Rural!

UDAPUSSELLAWA P.A. Train & Motor Car AcctpEntT.—The 
following resolutions forwarded by the Udapussellawa Planters’ 
Association were read :— 


“That through the Parent Association the Hon’ble the Rural 
Member be requested to ask the following questions in Council :— 


(1) Whether an inquiry has been held about the train and 
motor car accident on the Udapussellawa Government 
Railway on February 2st. reported by the Chairman of 
this Association on February 24th, if so, what was the 
result of the inquiry. 


(2) Whether the Government proposes to take steps tomake 
the Udapussellawa road between Kandapola ‘and Ragalla 
safe for traffic. 


It was resolved that the member on the Railway Advisory 
Board should be asked to take this matter up before the Rural 
Member was asked to make it a matter of questions in Council. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


No. 2 commirrEE.—The following resolution from the No. 2. 
Committee was read :— 


‘That Proprietors be asked to recognize the principle of 
giving commission on profits as part of the remuneration of Super- 
intendents.”’ 


Mr. Cary stated that in bad years planters had asked that their 
commision should be done away with and remuneration given 
entirely on a salary basis. 


Mr. Chas Gibbon spoke strongly in favour of the co-operative 
principle of profit sharing, which in England was in course of devel 
oping to become the legal right of the worker. 
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Mr. H. A. Webb, speaking as a Proprietor, said that he believed 
strongly in profit sharing and in the Superintendent enjoying 
a share of the prosperity of the times. 


Mr. Cary speaking again said that he approved of a bonus, 
but that the question of a commission on profits was a very diff- 
erent matter and was a difficult subjeci, for estates were so 
differently situated that recipients’ remuneration would tend to 
be unfair in its incidence. 

Mr. Coles said that he thought it a mistake interfering between 
employer and employee, and that such questions had better be 
left to individuals. 

Mr. Smeaton strongly supported Mr. Coles. 

Mr. H. J. D. Stokes said that he was of opinion that a planter 
should share both profits and losses, good years and bad, and that 
he was prepared to stand by this. 

Mr. Coles wished to obtain an expression of opinion from the 
meeting as to whether this Associat’on was in favour or not of 
mediating between employee and employer until the employee 
had first approached the employer. He considered this an unde- 
sirable and dangerous position to take up. 


Mr. Sydney Smith supported Mr. Coles. 


Mr. Brereton opposed putting this in the form of a resolution, 
and suggested that the members from Colombo present should 
use their good offices in forwarding the interests of planters. 


Mr. Carson Parker opposed Mr. Coles’ suggestion as one liable 
to nullify the work done by No. 2 Committee. 


Mr. EK. C. Elliott pointed out that No. 2 Committee had brought 
forward and had obtained the support of this Committee in raising 
the question of pay and passages. 

Mr. Chas. Gibbon said that all that was ee as should be done 
to encourage No. 2 Committee. 


The Hon’ble Mr. T. Y. Wright suggested that the resolution 
should be referred back to No. 2 Committee with an expression of 
opinion that the General Committe does not wish to approach 
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Proprietors in this matte: ,and it wasresolved that this should be done.

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ADVERTISEMENT OF Tea & OFHER PRODUCTS. 


A letter from Mr. H. A. Webb proposing the following 
three resolutions was read :— 


(1) “fhat in the opinion of this Association funds should 
be raised for Lhe purpose of advertisement and for research work.”’ 


(2) ‘‘ That these funds could best be raised by a cess.”’ 


(3) ‘The funds for the different products to be’ ‘kept 
separate.” 


Mr. Webb spoke at some length in support of his resolutions 
and was seconded by Mr. M. S. Milne. 


Mr. H. J. D. Stokes mentioned that in the case of rubber ad- 
vertisement in research work was already well cared for by the Rube 
ber Growers’ Association. 


Mr. A. Dyson Rooke enquired whether it was not a matter 
rather for Proprietors than for the Planters Association. 


Mr. Patterson stated that in his opinion the British Empire 
Kixhibition would prove the most valuable advertisement for Cey- 
lon Products and he advised concentrating on that for the present. 


Speaking of research work Mr. Sydney Smith pointed out the 
curious fact that although rubber is a comparatively new industry 
we have already more scientific knowledge regarding that product 
than we have concerning tea. | 


Mr. R. G. Coombe said that this Association could not do bet= 
ter than support the Director of Agriculture in his endeavours to 
obtain facilities for research work. He observed that the present 
Director was the best man who had ever held that position in 
Ceylon. 

Mr. Cary said that a cess on tea for the purpose of advertise- 
ment was probably a good measure, but that the present was not a 
good time to institute it. Already there was much new taxation 
and he would prefer to get the labour question settled before 
going to Government and asking for legislation to adveriise tea. 
He said that it was easier to collect money for such a purpose than 
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to spend it to advantage. He proposed that this Committee 
supports the proposal for a cess for the purpose of advertising 
Ceylon tea, and is of opinion that it should be taken up when a 
favourable time comes. This resolution met with the support of 
the meeting.

Mr. R. G. Coombe expressed his thanks to Messrs. Sinclair 
and Cary for the information they had given.

Rute No. 19 or THE Post OFrFricE GUIDE, 1922. 


Dear Sir, 


At a meeting of the above Association held on the 25th ultimo, it was. 
considered that the recent discussion by the Pussellawa Planters’ Asso- 
ciation on the above rule should be referred to the Parent Association. The 
Pussellawa P.A. wishes for a ruling as to whether the Post Office were legally 
correct in their action, and in any case to suggest that the Hon. the Rural 
Member be asked to press for the removal of the rule quoted above. 


The facts of the case are as follows :— 


On December the 28th. I received the usual V..P. notice stating that 
on receipt of Rs. 8.19 a parcel would be delivered to me. I sent the money 
and received the parcel. On the 5th. of January I received a notice to say 
that owing to a mistake I must send a further Rs. 23.76. As this was con- 
siderably more than the parcel was worth, I naturally refused to pay the 
amount pointing out that had the Post Office not made a mistake, I would 
not have taken delivery of the parcel. The P.M.G. then wrote referring 
me to the above rule, which states :— 


“Tf a person after taking delivery of an article on which postage or other 
sum of customs duty is payable, refuses to pay the amount marked as due, 
it will be recovered from him in the same way as a fine imposed under the 
Post office Ordinance, and the Post Office has further the power of with- 
holding from him, until such charge be paid or recovered, any article addres- 
sed to him, not being on His Majesty’s Service.” 


I thereupon sent a cheque asking for a receipt marked as paid under 
protest. The matter was then taken up by the Pussellawa P.A., who 
suggested that we should write to the Colonial Secretary for a ruling. 
He upholds the P.M.G.’s action. 


I contend that I had already paid the sum marked as due, viz :—Rs. 8.19, 
and therefore the Post Office should be responsible for their own mistake. 
In any case the Pussellawa P.A., would like to press for the removal or alter- 
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ation of this rule, as it would appear when enforced to inflict considerable 
hardship on people, who having paid postage on a letter are not entitled to. 
have them delivered to any one, who may owe the Post Office money under 
Rule No. 19.

Mr. Allan Coombe spoke in support of the resolution, 
and stated that he believed that the transferring of licenses from 
one driver to another was a common practice. 


Mr. Juhn Horsfall pointed out that the Ordinance which 
governed speed limit covered three-ton and larger lorries, but did 
not provide for the control of small lorries. 


Mr. M. 8. Milne said that there were far too many examiners 
for licenses. A man who was refused by one examiner merely 
went to the next examiner.

SALE AND TRANSFER OF CATTLE. 


Sir, 

1 have the honour to inform you that it has been brought to my notice 
that the Superintendents of the various estates in the Province buy and sell 
cattle on chits, without getting proper vouchers executed. This action is 
contrary to Ordinance No. 10 of 1898 regarding branding, sale and transfer 
of cattle. Any person contravening the regulations made thereunder shall 
be guilty of an offence against this Ordinance and shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding Rs. 20 or to imprisonment, rigorous or simple, for a period 
not exceeding 14 days. The headmen of the various places are put intoa great

deal of inconvenience in the execution of their duties, as persons who buy and 
sell cattle do not confine to these regulations. When cattle are to be sold 
or bought the proper course would be to get the respective Arachchies and 
get the sale vouchers executed. When once this rule is known there will 
be no difficulty in getting the sales done on proper vouchers. 

2. I have therefore to request you to be good enough to advise the 
superintendents of the various estates in the Province to conform to the 
regulations made under the Cattle Ordinance and to see that they buy and 
sell cattle on proper vouchers,

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ADULTERATION OF TEA.—Various letters were read describing 
an industry practised in the bazaars whereby tea, rubber, mango 
and other leaves are pounded with a kind of clay and used for 
adulterating tea. 


It was decided to consult the Superiniendent of Police, Central 
Province, in this connection. 


BritisH EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 


The following letter from Mr. Herbert Bois to Mr. J. S. Patter- 
son, representative of this Association on the British Empire 
Exhibition Ceylon Committee, was read, and it was decided to 
publish it in the minutes :-—

Dear Sir, 


In order to take advantage of the present time when exceptionally nice 
looking tippy teas are being made, I intend shortly to put an advertise- 
ment in the papers inviting proprietors and superintendents of estates to 
send down samples for exhibition at the British Empire Exhibition next 
year. In the samples sent, the principal grades must be adhered to, i.e., 
there should be broken orange pekoe, broken pekoe, flowery orange pekoe, 
pekoe, fannings and dust, and with the samples should be sent a guarantee 
that they have been drawn from the bulk of an invoice or invoices, the 
only allowance boing that these samples may be picked over to eliminate stalks, 


The samples will be divided into three classes, viz., “‘ High Grown” 
3,000 feet and upwards; ‘“‘ Medium,” 1,500 to 3,000 feet; ‘“Low’’ up to 1,500 
feet. A five pound sample of each grade should be carefully packed in 
lead, and in addition four quarter pound samples of each grade should 
be sent down, the five pound samples being for transmission to London and 
the four quarter pound samples for the use of local judges in Colombo. 
The best sets from each of the three elevations will be selected by judges 
for transmission to London without delay in order to avoid deterioration in 
Colombo ; they should therefore be most carefully packed, and perhaps final 
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firing would be advisable. The local judges who select a certain number of 
samples for transmission to London, will take into consideration both 
appearance of leaf and quality of liquor. It ‘is also proposed to obtain, if 
possible, special samples of golden tips, silver tips, and white tips, and oT 
these only small samples are necessary.—

Tea PROPAGANDA IN THE U.S.A. 


Correspondence, on this subject was read and a considerable 
discussion followed. 


Mr. H. A. Webb was strongly of opinion that the present is 
the time to start advertising Ceylon tea vigorously. 


Mr. M. J. Cary suggested bringing it up early next year, as 
at the present time considerable funds had already been provided 
for advertising and companies were not prepared to spend more 
on this at present. | 


Mr. Webb pointed out that it would be some time before any 
Ordinance could be passed, and that it was necessary to start pre- 
paring for this at once if it were to be brought into action in 1924. 


‘The Chairman pointed out that before any legislation was 
passed it would be necessary to get the concurrence of all proprie- 
tors, and that this unanimity was not probable. He suggested 
that Ceylon tea should be given free at the British Empire Exhi- 
bition. 

Mr. J. S. Patterson said that this point had already received 
the attention of this committee, and that the difficulty was that 
the catering for the whole Exhibition would almost certainly be 
in the hands of one large firm. 
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In voting to the question of a cess upon tea Mr.Cary said chat 
opinion in London had been against this, but that it was now some- 
what modified. He also proposed that the Planters’ Association 
should ask the British Empire Exhibition Committee in Colombo 
to request that no tea should be sold in the Exhibition except 
Brit’sh grown tea and the Secretary was directed to write to this 
effect. 


The following resolution was then proposed by Mr. Webb, 
seconded by Mr. Carson Parker, and was passed nem con :— 


“This Association is of the opinion that initial steps should 
be taken to start a tea cess and that the Ceylon Association in 
London be asked to give this their support.”

LABOUR.

Such action tending,in the opinion of the Council, to re-introduce 
many of the evils of the old “'Tundu ” system, and members be 
asked to advise their Local Agents with a view to obtaining some 
concerted action.”

Extract referred to :— 


Lapour. Several points having arisen in connection with 
labour matters, on which the Labour Committee had been unable 
to reach unanimity, the Chairman stated that he would ask the 
ruling of the Meeting on such points. The following decisions 
were come to :— 


(a) That an Estate which withdraws from the Discharge 
Ticket agreement cannot be allowed to rejoin when- 
ever jt suits it to do so. 


In reply to a question from a member arising out of this point, 
the Chairman stated that approximately 92% of the cultivated 
acreage controlled by the Association still adhere to this agreement 
after allowing for the recent withdrawls as published, and it was 
agreed that there should therefore be no question of discontinuing 
the whole Federation at present. 


(6) A bolter is to be defined as any cooly who leaves the 
Estate on which he has been duly registered as a 
worker without giving proper notice. 


(c) That the stigma of beingabolter is removed from any 
cooly as soon as he is in possession of a correct Dis- 
charge Ticket. 
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(d) ‘That in the event of an Estate changing hands, the 
new Proprietor is not bound’to adhere to the Dis- 
charge Ticket Agreement although the estate has been 
federated by the former Proprietor. 


(e) That it is permissible for adjoining Estates under the 
same Superintendent, whether under the same Pro- 
prietor or not, to be, one a Federated Estate and the 
other a non-federated estate in this Agreement. 


Mr. F. W. Le Feuvre enquired why the resolution E had been 
passed. 


Mr. Cary replied that this was the strict legal interpretation 
of the rule. 


The Chairman said that there was no doubt that this was not 
planting etiquette, and would not be agreed to by this Association. 


The Secretary was directed to write to the Ceylon Estates 
Proprietary Association and point this out, and ask that the deci- 
sion might be reconsidered. 


The particular point objected to was that one and the same 
proprietor whether an individual or company was under the pro- 
posed ruling able to federate one of two or more adjoining neigh- 
bouring estates. It was not considered by the Planters’ Associa- 
tion that two or more estates belonging to one and the same Pro- 
prietor should be dealt with in different ways. 


Correspondence between Mr. F. W. Le Feuvre and the Secre- 
tary was read. 


Draft Rules under the Labour Ordinance No. 1 of 1923. 


A letter dated 30th June, 1923, from the Controller of Indian 
immigrant Labour addressed to the Chairman of this Association 
was read, and the Chairman went though the rules carefully 
and explained them to the meeting. He stated that they would 
shortly be published and that it was very necessary that all planters 
should study them very carefully as otherwise they would land their 
kanganies in difficulties at the Coast.

Mr. Allen Coombe spoke in support of the request for telephones, 
and the first resolution in the Kelani Valley letter was put to the 
meeting and unanimously supported. 


Speaking to the second resolution various members gave 
descriptions of how the road might be improved, and Mr. Dunlop 
undertook to send full particulars to the Secretary, so that the Road 
Advisory Board might be consulted. 


MINUTES OF MEETINGS 59: 


Nuwara Extva P.A—Four’ resolutions sent in from the 
Nuwara Eliya Planters’ Association were taken seriatim.:— 


(1) “ That Government be asked to build and equip a eer 
with at least sixty ‘beds at or near Welimada.” » : 


Mr. Eliott said that within eight miles of Welimada there were 
18 estates, whose population exceeded 5,000 persons, and that in 
addition the neighbourhood contained a large Sinhalese popu- 
lation. At Welimada there was a dispensary and a small hospital 
belonging to the ies a Mission. 


The Chetan centireed Mr. Elliott’s.contention Hat a hos- 
pital was very necessary, and the resolution ee with the unani- 
mous support of the meeting. 


(2) ‘“‘ That Government be:asked to re-build the bridge over 
the Uma Oya at Welimada Town, suitable for cart traffic.”’ 


Mr Elliott said that prior to 1913 there had been a cart road 
bridge over this river. In 1913 it was washed away and had not 
yet been reconstructed. At the present only a small foot bridge 
spanned the stream, which cut the district in two, and cut off 
direct approach to Udapussellawa. 


Mr Horsfall said that as far he knew there were only three 
estates affected, and of these one was adjoining the bridge and 
not much handicapped. 


It was resolved that this question should be referred to the Road 
Advisory Board. 


(3) “Thatinthe opinion of this meeting Government should 
be asked to establish a permanent police force at Nanuoya owing 
to the prevalence of theft and crime. ”’ 


Mr Elliott said that Nanu Oya’ was a very important centre 
and theft of rice was very prevalent there. 


Mr. Sydney Smith and Mr. Owen supported this contention. 
The Chairman also supported the resolution, and it met with 
the approval of the Committee. 
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| (4) ‘* That Government be asked to erect a telephone ex- 
change at Ramboda Post Office witha view to the neighbouring 
estates connecting therewith. ” 


Mr. Eliott mentioned that Ramboda was very isolated and that 
a telephone exchange there would be a great boon to neighbouring 
estates. 


Mr. Windus was of opinion that any reasonable guarantee would 
be forthcoming. 


Mr. Gorton said that he believed the Postmaster-General was 
willing to put in exchanges, but only in towns.

Association having a membership of, or over fifty should be entitled to ap- 


point a representative to the Estate Products Committee of the Board of 
Agriculture.”’

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Mr. Windus spoke in support, and pointed out that districts, 
as such, are not at present represented on the Estate Products’ 
Committee. 


Mr. Tait supported the proposal. 


The Chairman was in doubt whether the Committee would 
not thereby be rendered too large. Of its 38 members at present 
16 were planters. However, if the meeting wished it, he would 
approach the Director of Agriculture. 


Mr. Chas. Gibbon said that in his opinion the Planters’ Asso- 
ciation did not give enough attention to agriculture. He sup- 
ported the proposal and did not think that the Committee would be 
harmed by being larger. 


Mr. Webb suggested that districts should be allowed to 
appoint visitors, not members, to the committee who would be able 
to listen to the discussions, but not to join in them. 


Mr. Tait and Mr. Windus objected to this, as not only would 
visitors be unable to ask questions, but there would be no obli- 
gation upon them to attend meetings. 


The Chairman said that he hoped a sub-Committee for coco- 
nuts would be established, and, that if this was so, the Estate 
Products’ Committee would be reduced in size and consequently 
might be able to absorb more members. 


Mr. Foote said that the Estate Products’ Committee suffered 
from the lack of a proper meeting room, and the Chairman re- 
plied that there was no objection to the Director of Agriculture 
using the Victoria Commemoration Buildings if he wished to. 


Mr. du Pre Moore suggested that the Pussellawa resolution 
might stand over until the next meeting at Matale, where the sub- 
ject had been initiated. 


Finally the Pussellawa resolution was put to the meeting and 
was adopted. The Chairman undertook that it should be 
conveyed to the Director of Agriculture.

62 PLANTERS’ ASSOCIATION YEAR BOOK 


 Katorara P.A. Motor. Drivers’ LIcENSESs, 


At the last meeting, the Kalutara Planters’ Association had 
raised the question of motor drivers’ licenses. The Chairman 
said that he had interviewed the Inspector-General of Police, 
and had cleared up a good many points, but that the sentences 
inflicted upon persons convicted of rash driving, etc., were frequent- 
ly inadequate, and he gave some instances. 


It was unanimously felt by the meeting that in some cases 
the punishments were’ ridiculously inadequate to fit the 
crime. 


The Chairman also referred to the overloading of charabancs 
and hoped that members who noticed passengers being carried 
on the foot-board would report the matter to the Police. 


Mr. Allen Coombe said that this was all very well, but delay 
in the Courts was so frequent that it might mean making six 
or eight journeys to a Police Court and wasting a great deal of money, 
only perhaps to get a man _ fined. a_ ridiculously small 
amount. ah | 


Uva | Puanters’ (Association.—The following resolution 
forwarded by the Uva Planters’ Association was read, and the 
Secretary informed the meeting that he had already forwarded a 
copy of the covering letter and of the resolution to Government 
and asked for the opinion of the Registrar General on this 
question :— 


“That the Parent Association be asked to consult with the 
Government with the object of securing a more satisfactory method 
of registering estate births.” 


It was resolved to await a reply before proceeding any further 
in the matter. 


Several members pointed out that receipts should be given 
by Registrars for notifications. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


District Roaps.—Mr. J. B. Coles, planting member on the 
District Road Committee, Kandy, and the Provincial Road Com- 
mittee, C.P., stated that the District Road Committee, Kandy, 
had in its charge 344 miles of metal roads and 1603 miles of other 
roads. The amount available for upkeep for the current year was 
Rs. 15,439 which came to Rs. 78 per mile, and if the roads were 
to be maintained even in their present unsatisfactory state at 
least Rs. 22,500 would be required for maintenance alone. In addi- 
tion to this Rs. 7,500 was urgently required for repairs to flood 
damages such as culverts, retaining walls, etc. The District 
Road Committee gets an annual grant of Rs. 6,164 from Govern- 
ment of which Rs. 5,000 is exclusively used for the Nugatenne- 
Bintenne Road, which is really a trunk road and should be kept 
up by by the Public Works Department. The District, Road 
Committee, had applied to Government for Rs. 7,000-for, flood 
damages, but Government had refused their request. The posi- 
tion now was that unless Government could give assistance, 7 cart 
roads would have to be abandoned. Rs. 14,500 at least was re- 
quired this year of which Rs. 7,500 was for flood damages, and in 
future years Rs. 10,000 per annum would be required. The amount 
available for these D.R.C. roads in 1920 was Rs. 17,221 and in 1923 
it was Rs. 15,439, the decrease being caused by the increased cost 
of tools and the higher salaries. 


‘The Chairman mentioned that the roads in question although 
they were used by estates were used a very great deal more by 
Sinhalese villagers. 


It was resolved that the matter should be represented to 
Government. 


BriTIsH SOLDIERS’ AND SarLors’ InstiruTE.—Mr. Cary des- 
cribed:- the Institute and asked for support. Lists he knew 
had been sent to all district Planters’ Associations and he 
hoped that subscriptions would be forthcoming. He mentioned 
that the Institute had an old building which could be sold and that 
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the funds derived from that and Government’s help would enable 
it to carry on, once it hada gocd start, free of debt. About Rs. 
30,000 was still wanted. 


Mr. Chas. Gibbon enquired what had become of the balance 
of the War Memorial Fund which had been collected, as he under- 
stood that some of this was to be devoted to the Soldiers’ & Sailors’ 
Home. 


The Chairman expressed a hope that planters would support 
this appeal. 


THE JOSEPH FRASER MEMoRIAL Nursing Homst.—The Chair- 
man informed members that the rates at present charged at this 
Home involved a very considerable loss and appealed to members 
of the Planters’ Association to become subscribers. 


Mr. Cary said that the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association 
was heartily supporting the Home on behalf ofall employees of its 
members. If the fees were not to rise, funds were required. The 
Home had been founded by the money left by a notable European 
and since added to by his family in a most liberal manner. It was 
run, staffed, and supported by Europeans only. Steps were being 
taken to obtain from England a resident doctor, and he greatly 
hoped that all members of the Planters’ Association would become 
regular subscribers. 


RELIEF Maprs.—The Chairman mentioned that the Planters’ 
Association was anxious to complete the Relief Map in so far as _ it 
covered planting districts, but that funds were not available for 
this purpose. , 


Mr. L. A. Wright proposed that District Planters’ Associations 
should be asked to subscribe. 


Mr. Sydney Smith seconded and this resolution was passed. 


LEGISLATIVE Counc, Marrers.—A letter from the Hon. the 
Rural Member giving an account of his work on the Finance 
Committee of the Legislative Council was read. 
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THe PLantinc Wark MEmorIAL.—The Secretary informed 
the meeting that the bronze plates for the War Memorial in 
Kandy were shortly expected. 


RUBBER. 


Mr. F. T. Wright mentioned that on the Ist of November, 
1923, the Restriction Scheme would have to be renewed. There 
were two alternatives. One was that the production of estates 
should be reconsidered, and the other was that the old allotments 
of crop should stand, but that in the case of young estates their 
allotments should be advanced by one year under the Stevenson 
Scheme. He asked the meeting which of these two alternatives 
members preferred, and it was unanimously decided that the latter 
alternative was preferable. 


Mr. Wright then mentioned a curious fact that stocks of 
rubber while held in Colombo increase in weight as much as $%. 
This increase, due no doubt to moisture, disappeared before the 
rubber reached New York, butin the meantime a difficulty arose 
for exporters as their export licences did not cover the full weight 
after the increase. 


It was the opinion of those present that the export licence 
should be made to cover this increase. 


TEA, 


Tea BLENDING QuEsTION.—The Chairman informed the meet- 
ing that a Tea Blending Committee had been appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce and that this Association’s members thereon 
were Mr. F. H. Layard and Mr. H. A. Webb. He asked for an 
expression of opinion from the meeting as to whether or not 
facilities should be granted by Government to blend other British- 
grown teas with Ceylon tea in bonded warehouses. With one 
exception the opinion of the room was unanimously against these 
facilities being granted.

DiscHARGE TickrT AGREEMENT. The Chairman informed the 
meeting that the Joint Sub-Committee of the Planters’ Association 
of Ceylon and the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association had been 
going into the question of the Discharge Ticket Agreement. Cer- 
tain questions had been framed with the intention of ascertaining 
the general opinion in planting districts regarding the working of 
the Agreement etc. These questions were read to the meeting 

‘and were as follows. 


1. Are you in favour of a continuance of the Discharge Ticket 
Agreement ? 


2. In your opinion is this Agreement being strictly adhered 
to, and if not, have you any suggestions to offer which 
would render the working of the Agreement more effective? 
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3. If the Agreement is abolished what effect do you think 
this will have on the discipline and moral of the labour 
force and the working of the estate. ? 


4, Have you any direct evidence that Discharge Tickets 
are withheld after proper notice has been given? If 
so, please give instances. 


5. In your opinion is the Agreement passed at the meeting 
ofthe Association (C.E.P.A) held on 18th March 1922, 
that “‘ No cash payment be offered or made to any 
labourer in Ceylon as an inducement to quit his present 
employer ”’ being adhered to, and if not, can you make 
any suggestions whereby the issue wf such inducements 
can be checked. 


The Chairman invited suggestions for further questions to be 


added to these and the following was added :— 


Is the Discharge Ticket being withheld until coolies’ liabili- 
‘ties are settled to estates or any other parties ? 


Along discussion followed, and it was finally decided that the 
Chairman should ask the Joint Sub-Committee to send copies of 
these questions to all Superintendents. The Secretary of the 
Planters’ Association undertook to analyse the answers to these 
if the Secretary of the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association 
was unable to find time to do so. 


ORDINANCE No. 9 oF 1909. Mr. F. T. Wright pointed out that 
when the penal clauses had been repealed Government had over- 
looked the necessity of repealing section 19 of Ordinance No. 9 
of 1909. 


Opinions were very much divided as to whether this omission 
should be called attention to, but finally by 16 votes to 8 votes, 
it was resolved that the Rural Member should be invited to consult 
the Attorney General in the matter.

KeELant VALLEY P. A. FLoops.—A letter dated the 20th 
October, 1923, from the .Colonial Secretary on the subject of 
floods in the Kelani Valley was read, and, at the request of the 
Kelani Valley Representative, discussion was postponed until the 
next meeting. Inthe meantime the Secretary was directed to write 
tothe Colonial Secretary asking that the Ratnapura and Ingiriya 
Police Stations should be included among those which are to be 
notified of floods. 


Nouwara Extya P.A. R&-BUILDING OF THE BrRIDUE OVER 
THE Uma Oya at WetimapA.—The Chairman informed the 
meeting that since the last meeting he had taken an opportunity 
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of looking at the place where the Nuwara Eliya P. A. had 
suggested a bridge should be built. In his opinion no bridge was 
required as it would not serve any important public purpose. He 
expressed a wish that District Planters’ Associations should be 
very careful and should only bring before this Committee proposals 
which could justly be pressed upon Government. 


Nuwara Extya P.A. ImportTaTION or TEA SrEED.—The 
following resolution forwarded by the Nuwara Eliya District 
Planters’ Association was read :— 


“That Government be asked to allow the importation of 
tea seed from India.” 


The Chairman informed the meeting that the Estates Products 
Committee had dealt with this question and that its members 
were unanimously opposed to the importation of tea seed from 
India, as it was clearly realised by them that the risk of Blister 
Blight was real. In this connection he mentioned the interestnig 
article on the subject which Mr. Petch had written and which was 
to be published. After reading this the Chairman thought no one 
could possibly expect Government to permit the importation of 
tea seed from India. 


Estates Propucts’ CommirtTer.—-The following resolutions 
from the Matale Planters’ Association were read and in the same. 
connection the following letter from the Colonial Secretary :— 


“This Association is of opinion that the District Agricultural 
Committees do not afford the necessary assistance to Estate Agri- 
culture and considers— 


1, That in every planting district an Estate Agricultural

administration of the new Plant Pest Ordinance so far as estates. 
over 10 acres are concerned.”’ 
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2. “That each Estate Agricultural Committee should ap- 
point one member to the Estate Products Committee of the Board 
of Agriculture.”

1. “That in the opinion of this Association a scheme based 
on somewhat similar lines to the Rubber Research Scheme is most 
necessary and desirable for the continued welfare of the Tea In- 
dustry of this Colony. 


2. “That it is felt that the present time is the favourable 
one for the consideration and inauguration of such a scheme.”’ 


3. “That the co-operation and support of all bodies inter- 
ested in the tea industry be solicited.” 


Mr. H. A. Webb supported these proposals. 


hes TioreMer., y- Wright, rural member, supported these 
proposals and suggested the addition of coconuts as well as tea. 
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Mr. Chas. Gibbon supported the rural member’s amendment. 
Mr. Dyson Rooke spoke on behalf of the resolutions from Matale. 


The Chairman suggested that all ea should be sent 
to a Sub-Committee. 


Mr. R. G. Coombe did not think that the two subjects, tea and 
coconuts, should be mixed. He was entirely in favour of coconuts 
having a research scheme of their own, but he thought that condi- 
tions were so different that the research work of tea should be kept 
quite apart from the research work of coconuts. 


In this opinion the Chairman was in agreement with Mr. 
Coombe. 


Finally Mr. Coombe put his resolutions to the meeting with 
the addition of the following words “and that for this purpose 
a sub-Committee be appointed.’”’ The resolutions were then car- 
ried unanimously. 


The question of appointing a sub-Cummittee then arose and 
Mr. Coombe suggested the following names viz :---Messrs. C. P. 
Anderson, A. J. Austin Dickson, J. Horsfall, A. T. Sydney Smith, 
David Cameron, R. G. Coombe, H. A. Webb, George Brown, A. F.

The appointment of this sub-Committee was approved by the 
meeting, and it was resolved in addition to ask the Director of 
Agriculture if he would be kind enough to attend the sub-Commit- 
tee’s meetings and give it the benefit of his advice. 


Mr. L. A. Wright then pointed out that the Ceylon Estates 
Proprietary Association should be invited to have equal represen- 
tation to consider this matter. 


Mr. Coombe did not agree to this proposal, as he was of opinion 
that the sub-Committee would do better to have some cut and dried 
scheme to put before Colombo before asking Proprietors’ represen- 


tatives’ collaboration.

The Hon. Mr. T. Y. Wright then proposed exactly similar 
resolutions with the substitution of the words “ Coconut Industry,” 
wherever the words “ Tea Industry ” occurred. 


These resolutions were carried unanimously and the following 
sub-Committee was appointed :-—Messrs. A. P. Waldock, J. 8. 
Patterson, A. W. Warburton Gray, Chas. Gibbon, the Hon.Mr. 
T. Y. Wright, and the Chairman 2 the Planters’ Association of 
Ceylon. 


It was also decided to invite the Director of Agriculture to 
assist the sub Committee and to ask the Low-country Products’ 
Association to collaborate in its work. . 


Maturata P.A.—The following resolution forwarded by the 
Maturata Planters Association was read, and it was decided that 
the Secretary should interview the Conservator of Forests in this 
connection. 


“That in thé opinion of this meeting it would appear that 
Government is wasting valuable wood by not allowing the pur- 
chaser of a jungle tree, bought for the purpose of timber, to remove 
the branch wood, which can in most cases be of no use to the 
Government, and situated as the wood is remote from the tea 
factory, the payment of a royalty per yard would make the cost of 
the firewood prohibitive.” 


MISCELLANEOUS.

To all Medical Officers, Apothecaries and Vaccinators. 
Colombo, March 6th, 1923. 


Yn view of the recent occurrence of preventable complica tions all 
persons vaccinated by Government officers should be carefully warned by 
such officers personally that the part should be left untouched and that any 
washing of the part and or the application of any unauthorised medica- 
ment is to be strictly avoided as being liable to cause complications or disease. 


After maturation of the vasicle the part may be protected by clean 
dry rag that has been boiled or otherwise disinfected. Any discharge may 
be washed away by water that has been thoroughly boiled, or aseptic lint 
and boric lotion may be used if available. Scabs should not be forcibly 
removed. Contact with soiled clothing or bedding should be avoided. 
In bathing, care should be taken not to wet the part.

District ROAps IN THE CENTRAL PROVINCE. 
Sir, 

I have the honour to inform you that the subject of District Roads in the 
Central Province was discussed at some length at the meeting of the General 
Committee of this Association held on the 14th instant. This was due to 
the initiative of Mr. J. B. Coles, the representative of this Association on 


the District Road Committee, Kandy, and of the Provincial Road Committee, 
Central Province. 


from figures produced by Mr. Coles it appears that the District Road. 
Committee, Kandy, has charge of 195 miles of road of which 344 miles are 
metalled. It also appears that the amount available for the upkeep of 
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this considerable mileage for the current year is only the equivalent of Rs. 78 
per mile, a sum so inadequate that it would have to be more than doubled 
merely to maintain the roads in their present far from satisfactory state. 


Apart from any addition to the ordinary maintenance of these roads 
Rs. 7,500 is urgently required for repairs necessitated by flood damage, as 
many culverts, retaining walls, etc., have been wholly or partially washed 
away. 


At the present time the District Road Committee gets an annual grant 
from Government of Rs. 6,164, but of this not very large sum no less than 
Rs. 5,000 is earmarked for the Nugatenne-Bintenne road which, it is sub- 
mitted, is or should be recognised as a trunk road connecting two provinces, 
and of a general importance adequate to suggest that it might fall within the 
province of the Public Works Department and ‘not to the District Road 
Committee. 


The position has now become so acute that unless further assistance 
is given by Government in the near future, seven cart roads will have to be 
abandoned. 


These roads, although to some extent they serve estates to a considerably 
larger extent, serve the needs of villagers and small Sinhalese proprietors 
who own little plantations along them, 


Mr. Coles pointed out that the amount of money available for expen- 
diture on the roads was decreasing whereas traffic was undoubtedly in- 
creasing. In 1920 the amount available for these District Road Committee 
roads was Rs. 17, 221 but in 1923 this had sunk to Rs. 15,439 owing to the 
increase in salaries and the higher cost of tools having to be found from an 
income which had not increased. 


This Association is very much concerned in this matter and hopes 
that Government will see its way to assure the District Road Committee 
that the roads will be able to be kept in serviceable order.—

dated 4th September, 1923, received from the Dutch East Indies Govern- 
ment, as follows :— 


That a Tea Congress with a connected exhibition will be held at Ban- 
doing (Java) from the 21st June, to 6th July, 1924, at which the cultivation 
and manufacture, as well as diseases and pests and the sale, etc., of tea will 


be exhaustively dealt with by tea experts, and to which foregin visitors will 
ke very welcome. 


The exposition will include machinery and appliances used in the culti- 
vation and manufacture of tea and packing materials in use. 


It is hoped that manufacturers and planters abroad will avail themselves 


of the exceptionally favourable opportunity that will be presented by the 
Tea Congress being held in the so very important tea industrial centre in Java. 
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The President of the exposition is the well-known tea planting expert 
Mr. K. A. R. Bosscha, the Chief Superintendent of Malabar estate, whilst 
the President of the Congress is Dr. C. J. J. Bernard, Director of the Tea 
Experimental Station at Buitenzorg, and the General President of the Ex- 
hibition is Mr. E. de Kruyff, Principal of the Department of Trade at Batavia.

There are also doubts in many quarters, whether, having regard to the statis- 
tical position of Ceylon Tea, any material expansion of the present output 
could be expected. This Association, therefore, fears that the introduction 
of a cess would not receive that unanimous support which is necessary to 
obtain legislation.”

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RUBBER INDUSTRY. 


Mr. O Balean, Chairman of the Ambegamuwa Planters’ Asso- 
ciation brought forward some correspondence he had with the 
Rubber Controller. The point raised by Mr. Balean was the 
following. 


“A certain area is under tea and rubber at the time the ori- 
ginal assessment as regards rubber crop is made. Subsequently, 
after the assessed crop is fixed, the Superintendent cuts out rubber 
in outlying tea and rubber fields preferring to get his assessed crop 
from a nearer and more compact area and at the same time improve 
his tea.”’ 


And the Rubber Controller’s reply was given in the following 
letter :—

Nawalapitiya. Colombo, 4th October, 1923. 
Dear Sir, 


With reference to your letter of 3rd instant, I would reply that if the 
rubber is entirely cut out from an interplanted area, that area ceases to be a 
rubber area, and cannot be included for assessment in the total acreage. 


2. Where rubber is interplanted with other products 100 rubber trees 
are taken as equivalent to one acre for assessment purposes. 


3. The original assessment to be reduced from the date on which 
the rubber trees are cut out.

This decision was contested by Mr. Balean on the ground 
that the original assessment was made on crop totals and was not 
based on the actual number of trees. 


After some discussion it was resolved that this meeting consi- 
ders the Rubber Controller’s decision is not unjust.

District ROADS IN THE CENTRAL PRoviINcE.—Mr. J. B. Coles 
as Planters’ Association representative of the District Road Com- 
mittee, Kandy, reminded members that the present deplorable 
condition of practically all the minor roads in the Central Province 
was reported to this Committee at our September and November 
meetings. In accordance with resolutions passed the Secretary 
wrote to the Hon. the Colonial Secretary on 21st Séptember, 
pointing out that Rs. 7,500 was urgently required to repair flood 
damages alone, failing which seven cart roads might have to be 
abandoned. Then came the December deluge, so matters have 
gone from bad to worse, and the Rs. 7,500 asked for in September 
should now read Rs. 15,000. 


Mr. Smeaton related similar conditions in the Kelani Valley. 


Resolved :—‘‘ That the Acting Secretary do inform the Hon.

Tea INDUSTRY. 


TEAS UNFIT FOR Human ConsumptTion.— The following 


letter was read :— 

Sabaragamuwa Planters’ Association 
Kiriella Estate, Ingiriya, 18th December, 1923.

Kandy. 
Teas Un¥rit ror Human CONSUMPTION. 

Dear Sir, 

At a Committee meeting of my Association held on the 15th instant, 
the subject of pseudo-teas, which are being made on a considerable scale 
in the Balangoda District, out of undesirable leaf (chiefly prunings), was 
discussed. ‘These teas are being made in wayside huts under the most pri- 
mitive conditions and are sold locally as well assent down to Colombo for 
sale. 

Samples of these teas were obtained andsent to Colombo for analysis, 
and showed only 18? and 14 per cent. of total extract as compared with from 
35.0 to 45.0 per cent. from sound teas, and were also pronounced “‘ unfit 
for human consumption.’’ 

Steps were taken with a view to prosecuting both the manufacturers 
and vendors of such teas, but it was found that the Ordinance governing 
such prosecutions is so worded as to make a successful prosecution extremely 
difficult, nor are there any by-laws framed by the Sanitary Board of Balan- 
goda which would enable action to be taken. 

It was, theretore, resolved by my Committee that the matter should be 
brought to the notice of the Parent Association with the particular suggestion 
that Section | of Ordinance No. 15 of 1862 should be so amended as to make 
offences of the kind already outlined punishable by law. 

As the matter is one of importance and some urgency, my Committee 
asks that you will be so kind as to place it on the agenda for the next Com- 
mittee meeting of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon.

was tabled. 


CEYLON PLANTERS’ PROVIDENT FUND. 


The Chairman stated that as all members had been sent copies 
of the draft rules, he would like to hear their views. 


Mr. A. P. Waldock stated that he had studied the proposed 
rules and found several mistakes, which should be rectified in accord- 


ance with Ceylon law. 


Mr. T. L. Villiers, who was present as a visitor, was asked by the 
Chairman to give his views as to how the scheme would he received 


in Colombo. 


Mr. Villiers was of opinion that employers would rather look 
after their own men without the interference of a third party. 


Mr. Chas. Gibbon considered Mr. Villiers’ remarks interesting 
but destructive. For his part he could see no objection to the 
“third party.’ However, if all proprietorsand companies would start 
pension or provident funds on lines suggested in the draft rules 
direct with the planter, the object would be gained. 


Mr. Coles stated that when Mr. Garrick and he were at Home 
eighteen months ago, they were informed that London was in favour 
in prosperous times. 


Mr. Webb as Chairman of No. 2 Committee most heartily 
supported the scheme and failed to see the proprietors’ objection. 


Mr. Garrick confirmed Mr. Coles’ statement and considered 
that the “‘ prosperous time ”’ had now arrived. 
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The Chairman did not think that companies with existing 
provident funds would come in, but he thought that smaller com- 
panies and private proprietors would sooner do so than start funds 
of their own. 


Resolved :—‘‘ That the Sub-Committee do revise their rules 
and then arrange a meeting with a Sub-Committee appointed by 
the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association.”

CasH INDUCEMENTS. 


Dear Sir. 

Referring to your letter of the 2nd May, embodying a resolution passed 
by our Council of April 30th last, the question of ‘‘ Cash Inducements”’ has 
again been brought up in consequence of advices from your side indicating 
that this abuse still continues. 

With a view to assist in mitigating the evil, a Circular (No. 71) has now 
been issued to all London Proprietors and Agencies not to sanction the 
issue of any cash inducements beyond “‘ out of pocket ”’ travelling expenses, 

We are fully alive to the fact that it is impossible to control the actions 
of solvent kanganies in any way, but it is obvious that the greater the number 
of proprietors who subscribe to this Agreement, the greater the prospects 
of minimising the practice. 

I am therefore instructed to invite the co-operation of your Association 
in securing adherents tothe Agreement on your side, as it is felt that unless 
the practice of giving cash inducements is firmly checked, it will become 
& very serious burden on the whole Planting Industry. 

I am forwarding you under separate cover 50 copies of our circular 
from which you will note that Representatives of some 200 Estates have 
already signified their willingness to sign the Agreement, and in due course 
a full list of all who have actually affixed their signatures will be sent to you.

PLANTERS AND GOVERNMENT. 


Mr. Graeme Sinclair, the Chairman, said: Before beginning 
the business of the meeting I should like to welcome His Excellency 
the Governor. (Applause). This is the last. occasion on which 
His Excellency will be able to attend our annual general Meeting, 
and as he was in Kandy, I said, how pleased we would all be if 
His Excellency could attend our meeting today. I am rather 
sorry it is not one of our Committee meetings, as our general meet- 
ings are somewhat dull. It is at our Committee meetings that you 
hear Government and the Chairman abused, Sir—(laughter)—- 
and where the brains of Planters really rattle. (Renewed laughter). 
I would not like you, Sir, to think that all our meetings are as peace- 
ful as this, as you might then go away with the impression that 
being a Chairman of the Planters’ Association is the softest job in 
Ceylon. (Laughter). I can assure you, Sir, it is not. J am not 
going into the history of your career in Ceylon, Sir, or to say what 
you have done for Planters during your term of office. That would 
take tov long, but I would like to mention one thing. When you 
landed in the island in 1918, I was Chairman of this Association, 
and one of the first things you said to me was “I know that the 
planters and Government must often have differences of opinion. 
When they do, Mr. Sinclair, don’t write long letters to the papers 
abusing the Government or talk a lot of hot air at P.A. Meetings— 
(laughter)-—but come and see me.” Well Sir, I have always 
taken advantage of this, both as Chairman of the Planters’ Asso- 
ciation and as Rural Member in Council, and my friend, Colonel

Wright, has done the same, and I think he will agree with me 
that we have always found you most accessible. We have not 
by any means always got what we wanted, but anything we have 
put before you has always had a sympathetic hearing, and I can- 
not remember any occasion when I have left your room with my 
tail between my legs. (laughter.) Hven when defeated there has 
always been a little wag in it—(renewed laughter)—and I have 
felt that the time spent over the interview has not been wasted. 
Wetrust, Sir, that when you leave Ceylon you will have many 


pleasant recollections to look back upon, and that if you mean to 


take to politics when you return to England we may have you 
as our Secretary of State for the Colonies—-(hear, hear and 
applause)— and that in any case you, Lady Manning and the baby 
may have many years of happiness ahead of you (Cheers). 


His Excellency replied as follows: Mr. Sinclair and mem- 
bers of the Ceylon Planters’ Association, I have to thank you on 
this occasion for having permitted me to attend your meeting. 
As your worthy Chairman has said, I am not to run away with 
the idea that these general meetings of the Association are the type 
of meetings you hold here in Committee. In Commititee he tells 
me that there is occasionally a little more business and more heated 
discussion. (Laughter). I may call your memories back to the 
fact that [have attended a Committee meeting of this Association. 
I won’t say there was any disorderly conduct; it was 
certainly to an extent heated. You were discussing a very, very 
old thing called the tundu. You talked a lot and I talked a good 
deal, but eventually you wil! remember towards midnight we got 
away. I think on that occasion we did some very excellent work. 
I was glad to hear your worthy Chairman say that on all occasions 
on which he and other members of the Association have visited me. 
he has gone away with his tail well in the air-—(laughter)—because 
I have endeavoured—! hope you will agree with me—to deal 
with all those very important questions that have been brought 
before me first of all with common sense which isa good deal better 
than genius-——(applause)-—and then with consideration. (Renewed 
applause). I am aware, I must be aware, after my long official 
career, that there are two sides to every question, and I have en- 
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deavoured to look at the questions brought before me not only 
from the Government side, but also with consideration and sym- 
pathy from your point of view. (Hear, hear). It would take me 
along time to go through the very many matters which have 
come before me during my term of office here. I need only say 
that it is possible that during that term of office I have had 
to deal with more important, more serious and more difficult prob- 
lems than possibly has been the lot of any other Governor in later 
years. (Hear, hear). 


We have overcome those difficulties, and I wish to state 
most clearly to-day that it has been with the assistance of this 
Association, it has been with your help and your guidance, that 
we have largely overcome those very great difficulties that have 
appeared before us in the past. 


INDIAN LEGISLATION. 


I need only refer to the serious question connected with Indian 
legislation. We may not have finished with it entirely, but we have, 
I say, today reached a haven of comparative quiet and rest 
(applause)—and I hope that things may go on in the future as well 
as they are proceeding today. Things may not be entirely satis- 
factory, but we have a good hasis, a good foundation oi which 
to carry on for future years. (Applause). 


AGRICULTURAL PROSPERITY OF TuHE ISLAND. 


Since I came here, or when I came here first, I said that one 
of the matters in which I would take a great deal of interest was 
naturally that of agriculture—(applause)—and if we may not have 
been able to carry out all that we wished in regard to the improve- 
ment of the Agricultural Department here, I do say that during 
my term of office I have gone to considerable lengths towards the 
improvement of that Department, and there is not the slightest 
doubt about it that with the most able head, Mr. Stockdale—(ap- 
plause)-—-and with his very able staff—(renewed applause)—-much 
has been done, and I hope much will be done for the assistance

of the great industries of this country. (Applause). I mentioned 
some two years ago, I think it was at the opening of the Peradeniya 
Agricultural Laboratories, that you had in this country the history 
of a great disaster. There may not be many who are present here 
today who had the misfortune of being here in those dreadful 
days when coflee went out witha flash almost. Although I do 
not wish to strike a note of pessimism, or to set out any pessi- 
mistic views as to the future, you must remember that there are 
diseases which, if not taken in hand and checked at once, may 
overwhelm the prosperity of this country, and therefore above 
all things you require a Director of Agriculture capable of and able 
to deal with those serious agricultural pests which might. arise 
from day to day. It is to you, gentleman, as I have said on a 
previous occasion, as much as to the Department, that Govern- 
ment will look to see that no one of these pests gains such 
an upper hand in an industry as to destroy it. You are as much 
responsible for the maintenance of the agricultural prosperity, the 
maintenance of the industries in which you are interested, as the 
Department which presides over those great industries. By your 
co-operation, by your assistance, I trust that never again shall 
this island be placed in the position that it was at the time of the 
cotice disaster. I trust you will remember what I say because it 
is only by your co-operation, by your assistance, by your deter- 
mination to see that no such thing can happen again that we can 
puli through in the future. (Applause.) 


RewtatTions With PLANTING COMMUNITY. 


My relations generally, as your Chairman has said, with you 
have been entirely pleasant and satisfactory. (Applause.) I 
have always appealed to you when in doubt upon any point that 
may have been raised, which affected your welfare, and I have 
always received from you, as I have said already, that assistance 
and co-operation which I expected. May I ask that you extend 
the same co-operation and assistance to the one, whoever he 
might be, who is about to succeed me, because you will remember 
that in the early days of my arrival in this country there was 
hardly that friendly feeling which exists today. (Applause). 
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Now, I am going to speak about one or two minor matters. 
I have not had such an opportunity as I should have wished to 
have visited all the planting areas in the Island. I have been much 
tied to my desk with many more important matters. I always 
think of a gentleman, I think it was possibly in Kandy or some- 
where in this neighbourhood, who said to me ‘“ Will you visit 
Dimbula 2” I said, “‘ I shall be delighted.’ He said “‘ If you come 
to Dimbula you will find that it is the only planting district in the 
Island which has nothing that it wants.” (Laughter). I want to 
take this opportunity today, possibly, certainly, the last one I 
shall have, to regret my inability to visit Dimbula,  butif the 
gentleman who invited me then is present today, and if he can 
also guarantee that Dimbula wants nothing, I may be able to go 
there before I leave the island. (Applause.) 


Sm WILLIAM Mannine, M.P. ? 


My stay here may bea few months, certainly not for many months, 
If the constituency for which I am to stand allows me to come 
out alive in the elections, and places me at the top of the poll, 
I shall be happy to look after your interests in another place. 
(Applause.) You can be sure that I shall speak there with some 
knowledge, some little knowledge, of the planters of this island, 
with more knowledge certainly than some of those who have 
spoken lately. (Laughter and applause.) You have lost a very 
good friend in what I may term as the Ceylon member in the House 


of Commons. I speak of Mr. Talbot. I think I can never hope . 


to take up his cloak, but still there may be occasions when Ceylon 
matters arise in the House of Commons where a little plain-speaking 
may clear the air, and I shall not hesitate to speak plainly on these 
occasions. I thank you also for the kindly way in which you have 
received the expressions in regard to my wife and my daughter. 
I came to this country as a single individual, I am leaving it plus 


two. (Laughter,) I can only say that my stay amongst you 


has been one of pleasure. I have not only found you agreeable 
to work with, but Ihave found amongst you many frieuds and 
that for a Governor is always a pleasant situation to find. I may 
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not have always been able to see eye to eye with you, but we. have 
discussed matters in a friendly spirit, (Applause.) There has; 
been no unseemly bickering, and there has been no bitterness 
of heart. (Renewed applause.) We have got along well together, 
and T shall carry away with me the friendliest recollections of 
this Association and of all that you. have done for me during my: 
Governorship. (Loud and continued Applause.) 


THE CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH 


The Chairman said :—The preparing of the Chairman’s speech 
for the annual general meeting is no small matter. Past Chairmen 
will, I think, agree with me in this. I would therefore like to ex- 
plain, gentlemen, that I have been laid up to within a few days of 
this meeting, and I had to prepare my review with my brain not 
functioning as well as it should. Another handicap was the illness 
of our Secretary. He was to have sent me notes of anything im- 
portant, which had occurred at our various meetings during the 
year. Owing to his sudden, serious illness, he was unable to do 
this, and I have therefore had to trust to my memory. I hope, 
therefore, you will forgive me if I have omitted to mention any- 
thing of importance. 


Gentlemen, the first business. is the adoption of the. report 
and accounts for the past year. The accounts have been duly audited. 
and I had hoped to be able to say that the report had been in, your 
hands for some days. That this is not so.is due to a, misunder- 
standing, for which I apologise. You williremember that last year 
it was agreed that in future the date of the annual general meet- 
ing should be altered to March, and although I was not at the 
meeting at which this was passed: I feel quite sure that. one of 
the reasons for doing so was.to enable. the report to be in your 
hands some time before the. meeting. Unfortunately, I omitted 
to ask your acting Secretary to have sufficient copies printed, to 
send’ one to every member of the Association, and it was only pose 
sible to send copies to members of the Committee, and. leave suffi- 
cient over for those present at this meeting. It was, however, 
published in the papers on Saturday, and a special advertisement 
inserted, calling attention to it, so I trust you have all seen, it, 
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and that we may take it as read. The report is a very full one, 
and I would like to thank those members who have so materially 
helped us in compiling it by contributing articles on the various 
subjects dealt with. In reviewing the past year, I will try as far 
as possible to avoid a repetition of matters dealt with inthe report. 


TEA INDUSTRY. 


Although the past season was not by any means a favourable 
one for tea crops, especially on the 8.W. side of the island, one of 
the most severe and prolonged monsoons ever known having been 
experienced, I think that most estates made a record profit, owing 
to the unusually high prices which our teas realised both Up- 
country and Low-country. 


BONUSES. 


Most of us are interested in these abnormal profits as share- 
holders, but we are primarily Superintendents, and I trust most, 
if not all, of you have benefited in the way of increased commission 
or bonuses. You will remember that when the proposed Provident 
Fund was discussed at one of our Committee meetings, one of 
our Colombo members stated that he was of opinion that most 
proprietors would rather look after the interests of their own men 
individually than leave it to a third party. Well it is in a year like 
the past that they can substantially do so without feeling it them- 
selves in the very least. I feel strongly that a Superintendent 
should be paid a salary on which he can live comfortably, not 
extravagantly, and that his commission or bonus should be the 
means of his building up some capital of his own, without which 
the prospects ahead of a Superintendent without private means 
are not very bright. (Applause.) 


Cost Or PRODUCTION. 


Cost of production on tea estates tends to rise to an alarming 
extent, and last year’s costs were probably a recurd on many es- 
tates. This, of course, was partly due to short crops, which re- 
sulted from finer plucking, and unfavourable weather, buv also 
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to a great extent to the rise in covlics’ wages and to the fact that 
many proprietors and companies decided to bring their lines up to 
Government standard more rapidly perhaps than was actually 
necessary, so as to get as much as possible of this somewhat heavy 
expenditure finished with, during prosperous times like the present. 


RUBBER AND COCONUTS. 


Rubber and coconuts did not have such a prosperous season 
as tea did, but owing to the Restriction Scheme most rubber estates 
were able to show a profit, instead of being worked at a loss, as they 
probably would have been had restriction not come into force. 
The Rubber Control Board put in some very hard work during 
the past year, and as I mentioned at our last Committee meeting, 
this Association owes a deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Frank Wright 
for the time he gave up in attending meetings of the Board as our 
representative. 


LABOUR. 


With regard to Labour and the effect of the new Indian and 
Ceylon Ordinances, opinions seem to differ. Personally, I am of 
opinion that labour has never been in such a satisfactory state 
as it is in at present for many years, but I know everyone does not 
agree with me. Naturally some districts are more popular with 
jabour than others, but I think there is no doubt that labour con- 
ditions very much improved during the year. Recruiting from 
the Coast was very satisfactory indeed, stimulated, no doubt, 
by improved pay and housing conditions in Ceylon. 


DISCHARGE TICKET; AGREEMENT. 


The discharge ticket agreement which had done so much 
to keep labour settled, when the new Ordinance first came into 
force, gradually lost so many adherents, possibly because it was open 
to abuse, that it was decided with regret, by those still in the agree- 
ment, that it had better be cancelled. Good coolies, when they 
wish to leave an estate, prefer to give the legal month’s notice 
and get their discharge tickets and naturally Superintendents much

prefer to take on coolies with discharge tickets, and it isto be hoped 
that this will be encouraged in every way. In my opinion, it 
would be much better for the industry in general, and the cooly 
in particular, ifthe discharge ticket could be reinstated in the 
honourable position it held in Section 23 of Ordinance No. 13 
of 1889, and I am quite certain that the good cooly would welcome 
it. However, I fear this is impossible. 


CasH INDUCEMENTS. 


Quite the most serious question in connection with local 
recruiting is ““ Cash Inducements.’’ London interests have expressed 
themselves strongly against the giving of cash inducements to 
locally recruited coolies, and this Association has done the same, 
but as far as I am aware no decision has been come to by the 
Estates Proprietary Associatiou. This body does not appear to be 
unanimous as to the advisabliity, or even possibility, of stopping 
this practice, but in my opinion every etfort should be made to 
stup it, otherwise there is a very grave risk that, when rubber 
comes into its own again, we might find ourselves in a worse 
position than we were in when we competed against each other in 
advances, which were then supposed to be recoverable, and with 
just as demoralising an effect on the cooly. 


LABOUR DISCUSSIONS. 


While on the subject of Labour, I would like to mention the 
question of the advisability of having discussions on labour matters 
published in the Press. I personally am very much against it 
but I see that some quite important districts, such as Uva, Kelani 
Valley, and Dimbula, don’t agree with me, so I suppose I must 
be wrong. It is not that we have anything to hide—(applause)— 
no one is more against secrecy than I am, but what I do fear is 
the distorted accounts which get into some of the South Indian 
papers. For this reason, our Labour Commissioner is strongly 
against the publication of discussions on Labour matters, and 
he knows the conditions in 8. India considerably better than 
we do. 
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INDIAN EmiarRaTion Act. 


Since our last meeting, the Indian Emigration Act, and the 
Cevlon Ordinance No. 1 of 1923 have come into force, and both 
appear to have worked smoothly during the year. This I think 
is due, in the case of the former Act, to the tremendous amount of 
care and trouble taken, and that exercised, by our Labour Commis- 
sioner, when the Act was being passed through the Indian Council, 
and in the case of the latter, to the great care taken by the Controller 
of Labour, and our acting Labour Commissioner, in drafting the 
rules under the Ordinance. We cannot yet estimate the effect on 
Emigration, of the Rules under the Indian Emigration Act, as they 
were not administered in their entirety during the past year. The 
Madras Government adopted a very reasonable attitude with 
regard tothe institution of the rules, which have been gradual in 
their application, especially with regard to licences; this year, 
however, the rules will have to be fully complied with. 


IMMIGRATION FuND., 


The Immigration Fund is made up of (1) contribution from 
Government, (2) Acreage cess levied on Estates, and (3) contri- 
butions by other employers, in proportion to the number of re- 
cruits they obtain. This establishes a definite system by means 
of which part of the cost of recruiting labour will be borne 
by Estates which did not recruit Labour themselves, in the past, 
but which benefited entirely from the operations of those 
who did. | 


CEYLON LABOUR COMMISSION. 


The Ceylon Labour Commission is very fully dealt with in 
our report, so I will not enlarge on it now, but I would like to state, 
and to congratulate our Commissioner on it, that the fact of his 
having been made Emigration Commissioner is a great compliment 
to him, and shows the esteem in which the Ceylon Labour Commis- 
sion is held in South India. (Applause). 
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AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT, 


The experiments and investigations of the Agricultural De- 
partment are fully dealt with in our report, and I will not repeat. 
them. I seein my speech at the annual meeting in 1917 I referred 
to certain proposals of the Director, and pointed out how these 
proposals showed how much he had the agricultural interests 
of the Colony at heart. Since then he as been able to carry out many 
of them, but not all, the rest we hope will follow in time. I trust 
the Director has had the help from planters which I then pro- 
phesied he would have. 


Tea AND Coconut RESEARCH SCHEMES. 


On the initiation of this Association sub-Committees to go into 
the question of tea and coconut research schemes were appointed. 
"They met in January this year, and went very fully into the pro- 
posed schemes, with the help of the Director of Agriculture. 
Their reports have been drafted and forwarded to Government, 
and I trust the'r recommendations will be favourably 
received. 


Sorin ERosiIon. 


A Sub-Committee, under the Chairmanship of the Director ot 
Agriculture was appointed to consider the question of soil erosion, 
the preservation of our soil being a subject which the Director 
has very much at heart. It was found very difficult to deal with 
land already alienated, but we made certain recommendations, 
which I understand, are now under consideration. 


IMPORTATION OF ‘TRA SEED. 


Owing to the very serious shortage of tea seed last year the 
question of the removal of the prohibition of the importation of 
Indian seed was brought up. ‘This was fully discussed at a meeting 
of the Estates Products Committee, and as Mr. Petch was still of 
opinion that there was grave risk of Blister Blight being imported 
with Indian tea seed, this Association felt that it could not press 
for the removal of the prohibition. 
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TEA CESS. 


The question of a cess for Advertising Ceylon Tea was brought 
up at several of our Committee meetings during the year, and had 
a doughty champion in Mr. Webb. 


Although approving of it on principle, this Association naturally 
felt that it was a matter for Proprietors to decide ; it was therefore 
referred to London and Colombo. London replied that the present 
was not an opportune time to propose it, but Mr. Webb repeated 
that it was, and there I think the matter rests for the present, 
but I am sure that Mr. Webb with his usual energy will continue 
to press for it. 


RoaDs. 


I think there is no doubt that roads in the planting districts 
show signs of deterioration. This is partly due to the increased 
amount of motor traffic now carried by the roads, but I think it 
is chiefly due to the Finance Committee (our rural member is one 
of this parsimonious body) having so cut down the P.W.D. votes 
that the District Engineers simply have not got the money to keep 
the roads in proper repair. When next year’s estimates come up 
for consideration, I trust that our member will do his best so see 
that the vote for roads is largely increased. Our representative 
on the District Road Committee, Kandy, Mr. J. B. Coles, has 
continually brought to our notice the great difficulties experienced 
by District Road Committees all over the island through shortage 
of funds. In the Kandy District, for instance, there are 344 
miles of metal roads, and 1604 miles of other roads to be kept up 
for a sum of Rs. 15,000 which works out at Rs. 78 a mile. In 
addition to this, money is urgently required to repair flood damage 
to culverts, retaining walls, &¢c. I understand that roads are 
to be re-classified, which I presume means more roads being taken 
over by the P.W.D. This should solve some of the difficulties 


‘of the District Road Committees provided the votes are not 


also re-classified in the same proportion. 
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ANCHYLOSTOMIASIS. 


‘At our May meeting, Dr. Docherty gave a very interesting 
lecture on the new treatment of Anchylostomiasis with carbon 
tetrachloride, and pointed out how infinitely cheaper, more effec- 
tive, and less troublesome it was than the old treatment. In 
eradicating this disease re-infection appears to be the greatest 
difficulty, and at our Committee meeting this morning we listened 
to a very interesting lecture as to how this can best be combated. 
I am sure planters will do all they can to help the officers of the 
Rockefeller International Health Institute, as they have done so 
much to help us. 

EUROPEAN ASSOCIATION. 


Very much greater interest has been taken in the European 
Association in outstation districts during the past year. This inter- 
est has been greatly stimulated by the address given by our 
late President, Mr. M. J. Cary, by Mr. T. L. Villiers, and by Mr. 
Temple, and I think that this year there will be even greater 
keenness in outstations, now that one of our prominent Committee 
members, Mr Chas. Brereton, has been elected President of the 
Association. I am sure we all congratulate him on the honour 
thrust upon him. 

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


I am going to ask our rural member to second the adoption 
of the report, so as to give him an opportunity of giving a short 
review of what has taken place in the Legislative Council of special 
interest to the planting community during the past year. I should 
like to take this opportunity of thanking the Hon. Mr. Wright 
on behalf of the Association for the enormous amount of real 
hard work which he has put in during the past year. As your 
Chairman, I naturally come in contact with his work more than 
most of you, and I can assure you we owe him a real debt of grati- 
tude for the trouble he has taken and the time he has devoted to 
our interests. (Applause). 


I am not mentioning the Benevolent Fund, or Disabled Cey- 
lon Men’s Fund. I said all that was necessary about the former 
at the general meeting of subscribers this afternoon, and the latter 
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is fully dealt with in our report. There is however, an appeal I 
should like to make unusual though it may be to do so at these 
meetings, and that is on behalf of the Ceylon Nursing Association. 
The Ceylon Nursing Association was started 26 years ago, and has 
kept a Nursing Home at Hatton going, as well as providing a staff 
of well-trained nurses, who go to any part of Ceylon, not only Up- 
country as some people think. Unfortunately the Association has 
been worked at a loss for the last three years, and serious inroads 
have had to be made into the reserve, and unless subscriptions in- 
crease the Nursing Association will have to be closed down. The 
Chairman, Mr. Scott, tells me that the appeal he recently sent out is 
now meeting with a better response than at one time appeared 
likely, and he is very grateful for the help already given by 
companies, estates, and private individuals. I would ask you 
gentlemen, who do not subscribe or whose estates do not, to do 
all you can to keep this most useful institution going. Gentle- 
men, I now move that the report and accounts for the year 1923 
be passed, and although it is not really necessary, coming from 
the chair, I would ask the Hon. Mr. Wright to second it. 


Mr. T. Y. Wricut SEconpDs. 


In seconding the report and accounts, Mr. T. Y. Wright said:— 


Iam sure you will agree with me when I say we are very pleased 
indeed that our Chairman is able to be here today. There was a 
rumour that he might not be able to come on account of his recent 
illness. I would also like to congratulate him on the very full 
report he has made today. (Hear, hear). 


I am not going to talk to you about tea, rubber or coconuts. 
I suppose you expect me to say a few words about politics during 
the year. I think the atmosphere in the Legislative Council has 
been much quieter and more peaceful than it was the year before. 
The unofficial members have been working rather better together, 
though there is plenty of room still for improvement in this respect. 
The danger lies in this continual cry for further reforms, which 
may tend to alienate the sympathy of some minority communities. 
‘It was thought by many of us when the first news of the reforms, 
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showing what large concessions and what a large majority have 
been given to unofficials, that there would be peace for some years 
and that more time would be given to the affairs of the country. 


But unfortunately even before the reforms were published 
the Congress party were stumping the country preaching against 
them. In my opinion that is scarcely the way toimprove matters 
or bring about a better feeling between the communities and it 
really makes us believe that a few of them will never be satisfied 
with anything at all. 


THE CONSTITUTION. 


Under the new Constitution the unofficials have a clear majority 
over Government of 37 to 12. I doubt whether in any other Colony 
there is anything like it, and it is beyond one’s comprehension 
what all this grousing and agitation is about. (I shall probably 
be told by the “‘ Morning Leader ’”’ that anyone with an intellect 
or mentality like mine would of course not comprehend.) 


But, gentlemen, if anyone has a right to complain it is the Euro- 
pean community who with all their vast and increasing interests 
out here have still only got three representatives in this largely 
increased Council. So far, we have not said a word. We may be 
told that we can contest one of the Territorial constituencies. So 
we may but we have only one example in recent years of a Kuro- 
pean standing against a Ceylonese and that was in the Municipal 
Council in Colombo, and what happened. The European was 
beaten at the poll and insulted in a very unsportsmanlike speech by 
the successful candidate just because he had the temerity to stand 
against him. But I don’t know that we need notice this incident 
any further as I feel sure the successful candidate was not a 
‘mouthpiece of Sinhalese opinion. Every Sinhalese whom I have 
spoken to about it has been absolutely disgusted with what was said 
which was undoubtedly anything but Sinhalese in character. 
I feel sure it was not characteristic of the Sinhalese at all. 
(Hear, hear). 
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INDIAN ELECTORATE. 


There is one thing in this new constitution which should in- 
terest the planting community and that is the Indian Electorate. 
I see that it has been decided that two Indian representatives. 
shall be elected. Now I understand that one of the Indian repre- 
sentatives was to represent the cooly who forms by far the largest 
majority of the Indian classes in Ceylon. Now I ask you, gentle- 
men, how many coolies are goingto get a vote unde: the present 
franchise ? Practically none. Kanganies and kanakapulles undoubt- 
edly will get a vote, but I ask you again, are'the interests of the 
kanganies the same as the coolies ? To my mindand from what we 
hear they are diametrically opposedand yet afterwards we shall. 
be told that these people represent the cooly What will be just 
as bad is that the two representatives of Indians may be elected 
from wealthy people who live in Colombo and who know nothing 
about the cooly. It will then become a farce ; to my mind it would 
have been better to have divided the Indian constituency intotwo, 
Urban and Rural; elect the former and nominate someone 
who is known to be sympathetic to the cooly and who understands 
them, until they get the franchise and can elect their own man. 


The increase in Territorial elections will create any amount 
of bitterness and discord amongst the different families, castes. 
and religions in the islands, and I can’t for the life of me see why a 
communally elected representative should not work for the good of 
the country just as well as a territorially elected member. The 
Chetties, the Kandyans, in fact, nearly every one of the different 
communities are crying out to be represented by one of their own. 
race or caste, and evidently desire communal election. 


Possibly some of you don’t know that the Government agreed 
to spend any sum over Rs. 10,000,000 of the surplus balance on 
Public Works. We were told that there were 8 millions but from the 
counts of the Colonial Treasurer I see that the accumulated sur- 
plus at September 30th, 1923, amounted to over 21} millions; so it. 


seems there are 114 millions over the 10. Anyway we were asked. 


to deal with 8 millions. 
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As you all know the Government proposed that we should 
pay off the balance of the War contributions 6 million and apply 
2 million to Public Works. At first sight this seemed a business- 
like suggestion but we Unofficials met and thought that as there were 
so many public works which were urgently required and which 
had been long delayed, we decided therefore that we should pay 
off 3 million of the War contribution and keep 5 million. 


Now one begins to think why there should be all these surplus 
balances. In some departments of course there are bound to be 
balances if there is more trade than expected but why should there 
be unspent balances say in the Public Works Department, the ex- 
cuse is that they can’t spend the money voted even after deducting 
10 per cent. of the vote which the P.W.D. said they required. 


Now at the end of 1923 the P.W.D. failed to spend what was 
voted by Rs. 485,984 even after deducting 10 per cent. of the ori- 
ginal vote ; the Post Office failed to spend Rs. 155,837 yet we are 
told there is no money for Telephones, Receiving Post Offices 
etc., the Survey Department failed to spend Rs. 294,800 of their 
vote ; the Medical Department failed to spend Rs. 644,500 of their 
vote, and the Railway over 7 lakhs. 


The policy of not spending when there are urgent works re- 
quired is a wrong one and the excuse that they can’t spend it won’t 
hold water. Ifthe Departments like the P.W.D. andthe Post Office 
can’t spend the money given them, why on earth don’t they give 
out contracts to private firms? There are many firms and con- 
tractors who would do just as good work as the P.W.D. and possi- 
bly at a less cost, we could then get our bridges, roads, medical build- 
ings, telephones, which in some cases are very urgently required. 
(Applause). 

TAXATION. 


This brings us to the question of taxation. We have been 
told that there was no need to have inflicted further taxation last 
year, but I do not altogether agree, except as regards things like 
raising railway rates on produce, and especially on food stuffs 
and of the lower class fares. Railway receipts increased by 2} 
millions over the previous year. 
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In my opinion Ceylon is not a heavily-taxed country. Accord- 
ing to their standard of living the people are well off with the ex- 
ceptions of a few districts. 


I have once or twice been twitted in Council, of course, by the 
Hon. the member for Chilaw, when I have said that the impression 
of visitors to this Island was that the people were fat, smiling and 
prosperous. Surely there is no insult in that remark? I wish I 
was so myself. I don’t know what your opinion is, but Ican quote 
you the opinion of a friend of the Hon. Member for Chilaw, that is, 
the opinion of Shakut Ali, one of the famous Ali Brothers, who 
was recently ona visit to this Island. He is reported by the 
““Morning Leader” as follows :—The heading begins in large 
letters “‘ People Content and Well Off ” it continues, “‘ we were first 
of all glad to see that the Administration of the Island was at least 
25 per cent. better and more advanced than that of the Govern- 
ment of India. In every little thing we noticed the difference. 


** In one of the healthiest localitites we saw fine palatial build- 
ings which were pointed out to us as Military Barracks. Our 
surprise was great when we found that they were the quarters of 
the Sinhalese troops. Such palatial buildings were a refreshing 
sight. This we noticed practically everywhere afterwards. 


“No wonder, therefore, that people are contended and, well 
off, certainly by far more prosperous: than we people in India. 


‘* As regard education people there are better off than in In- 
dia by at least 30 per cent. We saw clean schools dotted all over 
the country and little boys and girls going to them in crowds. 


‘ Life naturally under these conditions would be a little soft 
and all the people we met recognized it.” 


The only thing that pained him was the fact that so many 
young men were walking about in European clothes, and after 
enumerating all these good things, he said: ‘‘ We must remember 
Ceylon had the misfortune to have the Portuguese first, then 
the Dutch, and now the English.”’ 
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Surely, gentlemen, that interview is a huge compliment to. 
the administration of the Island. 


I don’t know whether many of you have seen a message sent 
by His Excellency to a paper called ‘“‘ Sport in Ceylon, 1923.” 
His Excellency said he is a great believer in sport as it is a, great 
leveller and brings all classes together : we exhort people to play 
the game, though the “ game ”’ referred to. is as often as not, out- 
side the category of sport and when we say a thing ‘“‘is not cricket,’ 
no greater condemnation, is required. These words rather fit 
in with the present situation and some of the morning papers truth- 
fully and conscientiously say that they have played the game or 
played cricket when criticizing H.E.’s actions ; time after time, as 
you all know, he has been misrepresented. (Hear, hear.) Now all 
the Ceylonese who do play games are splendid sportsmen ; you 
never hear them bragging because they have beaten us at either 
cricket, tennis, boxing or other games. Just look at Pinto or de 


Saram. Could you get better sportsmen than these men are, why 


then don’t these politicians, the Press and some others play the 
game in a more sportsman-like spirit ? Sometimes one is led to 
think that some of them have never played a game of cricket in 
their lives. 


I sawrecently in the Times of Ceylon aninterview with Tarrant. 
I think you will agree with me that it was most unfortunate that 


that interview was ever published in the Press. It does noi help. 


at all when you are trying to promote a better feeling amongst 
Europeans and Ceylonese. I think it is most unfortunate that it 
ever appeared in the Press. 


I hope that everyone of us will try to promote a better feeling 
and try and make the Hon. Mr. Perera believe that the base Britan- 
nic metal which he says he meets out here is not so base after all. 


RurRaLt MEMBER. 


There is one thing which I would like to call your attention 
to and. that is under this new constitution I get no vote, and conse- 


quently I can’t stand for election to the Legislative Council and you: 
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will have to find another representative. I may say I have lived 
in the constituency for 35 years and still reside in the constituency 
but now I don’t even get a vote. 


In the future it may be that you will want someone to repre- 
sent you who has just changed his residence, say from Dimbula 
to Uva. In that case it might be advisable to ask Government 
to put the electoral district of the Rural] Electorate on the same foot- 
ing as the Commercial Electorate. The electoral district of the 
Commercial Electorate is the whole island. 


I must therefore take this opportunity of thanking you all for 
all your assistance during the time I have represented you, and I 
hope that you have been satisfied with my little efforts. I can 


assure you I have done my best for you. 


Now, gentlemen, you only have one week in order to register 
your votes, all you who have not done so, should do so at once 
both on the Territorial and Rurai Electorates—don’t delay ; the 
European vote in some of the constituencies can,{I think, be a decid- 
ing factor as to which candidate will represent you. (Applause). 


Mr. Temple then addressed the meeting as follows :— 


Gentlemen, I had occasion recently to speak to members in 
some of the districts and I have been asked to speak today. I 
take the opportunity of doing so, so as to reach a wider audience 
this time. First of all, what is the position we are faced with and 
how are we to face that position? The new Order-in-Council 
provides a Legislative Council of 49 members. In that Council 
the Europeans have been provided with three seats, and the Cey- 
lonese with 34 seats. Thirty one of these will be elected seats. 
Further than that, the Governor will no longer ordinarily preside 


at the meetings of the Legislative Council. They will be presided 


over by an elected Vice-President who, in all probahility, will be 
a Ceylonese. 


That is the position we got to face today—an elected Ceylonese 


majority in the legislative Council with an elected Ceylonese Vice- 
President. 
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Toe PLANTING INTERESTS. 


Now, gentlemen, we don’t hear very much about the British 
commercial and planting interests of this Island. We don’t hear 
very much of their importance. We don’t hear how much depends 
on the enterprise of the British ; what the development of the ac- 
tivity of British capital has been in this Island. Neither do we 
hear very much of the energy, perseverance, pluck and experience 
of the planters and commercial men of this island, or of the diffi- 
culties which have been put against that enterprise and that capi- 
tal, on which the prosperity of the Island has been founded. Al 
this enterprise and industry formed the main bulk of the revenue 
of this Island, so as to enable the country to develop. The whole 
of that enterprise, capital and energy, is to be represented by three 
seats, out of 49 in the new Council. 


There is another thing we don’t hear very much about. We 
don’t hear very much about the protection and security that this 
Island enjoys from the British Flag. We don’t hear very much about 
the soldier and the man-of-war. The people of this Island hardly 
realize the security and protection that the silent service renders 
them. For that protection, only about 2 per cent. of the whole 
revenue of this Island, is given—for that great advantage to the 
native population here. ‘Che Government servants in this [sland are 
represented by 12 seats in this New Council of 49. 


Now, I want you to bear these two facts in mind. We are 
accused of not giving sufficient representation to the Ceylonese. 
You will find that the Ceylonese have 34 seats and are having an 
elected majority. Now are we ready for that position? I must 
say it is not impossible to work under these conditions. It is by 
no means impossible. The whole thing depends upon you gentle- 
men, on every individual European in this country. 


Tor Two ALTERNATIVES. 


There are only two alternatives. You can do nothing or you 
can do something. If you do nothing, you seek the road of inac- 
tivity. What will happen ¢ Our cause will go by default. Your 
interests will go unrepresented. That will happen, if you decline 
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to take interest in the elections. There is another danger in 
apathy or indifference. There are people in this Island who want 
to introduce democratic rule into a country which is naturally 
undemocratic. It is very difficult to establish in Ceylon such 
institutions. If we don’t try to indicate the way in which the 
elections should be run, then there willbe the possibility of one or- 
ganization alone that will dominate. In a territorial constituency, 
if that does happen—it does not matter whether it is a Sinhalese, 
Tamil or any other organization—if there is one organization alone, 
which dominates in the territorial constituencies, then the whole 
idea of the Legislative Council is destroyed. You get a caucus 
outside the Legislative body dictating the policy of Government. 
That will be oligarchic Government—one of the worst things we 
can have. 


That is the position that might arise if you don’t take interest. 
Now there is no other road but to take interest. To take interest 
is to understand the position ; to understand the position you got 
to study it. The whole thing depends on the spirit on which you 
study it. I want you to study this question of politics very 
deeply. 

THE PERILS OF PREJUDICE. 


You will agree with me that prejudice is very often a cloak for 
ignorance. It is a cloak for unwillingness to understand a subject. 
There is no more certain ways of creating extremism than pre- 
judice. I do appeal to you not to approach this question of poli- 
tics in Ceylon from the point of prejudice. There is another 
point. 


It is admitted by the world that the British Colonial policy 
is the finest policy in the world because it is the most liberal. It 
is more liberal than any Colonial policy of any other Colonial power. 
Keep up that tradition. That tradition has so far been in the 
hands of the Governor or the person in high position. But under 
the democratic conditions that tradition passes on to you all, the 
responsibility is not so much on the Governor or Administrator, 
it is on every individual person here. You will have to maintain 
that tradition, which is your heritage. You must approach that 
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question with the utmost liberality. In a constituency you will 
find severai men coming forward. Examine these men, ask 
them questions and see for yourselves if these men will represent 
your interests rightly. If he is the man who ought to be assisted 


then do not question whether he is a Low-country Sinhalese, Kan-: 


dyan, Mohammedan or Tamil, but back him and support him. 
If you will use your influence in these elections, it will be to the 
advantage of the Colony and will lead to a close working and a 
closer contact between the different communities. Then you will 
see arising from that,the emergence in the near future of a Consti- 
tutional Party that will embody all the moderate men, men who 
think seriously of the welfare of the Island. Then there will be 
closer contact and the differences will be narrowed down. 


BritTIsH COLONIAL TRADITIONS. 


Mutual sympathy will arise and we will advance considerably 
towards ultimate self Government. I appeal to you because it 
is a duty which you owe to the heritage of that magnificent British 
Colonial tradition. Ceylonese actually look up to you for guidance, 
and to teach them our own spirit of courtesy and fairplay. See 
that the spirit is carried out in all constituencies and see that the 
motto “Play the game” exists among them. It is a duty you 
owe to yourselves and your race. (Applause). 


PRESENTATION TO MR. J. B. COLES. 


A certificate of life membership of the Association was then 
presented to Mr. J. B. Coles. 


In making the presentation, the Chairman said it seemed 
hardly necessary for him to say much about Mr. Coles. Mr. Coles 
became a member of the Association in 1891, and joined the Com- 
mittee in 1893, 31 years ago. He (the speaker) believed he was 
right in saying Mr. Coles had never missed a meeting of the Commit- 
tee except on two occasions, when he was down with influenza and 
when he was at Home. He supposed Mr. Coles had been asked to 
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take the Chair of the Association oftener than any other member 
of the Association. When he (the speaker) first took the chair in 
1916, he said: “I don’t see why I should I take it. Why 
shouldn’t old Coles take it’ He thought perhaps Mr. Coles was a 
very lazy man, but that was before he knew Mr. Coles very well. 
He very soon found it was not that at all. Mr. Coles was one of 
those rather rare things among planters—an extraordinarily modest 
man, and the Chairman of the P.A. was brought into the limelight 
occasionally. He did not suppose any man had done more for the 
Association during the past 30 yearsthan Mr. Coles. Every:hing Mr. 
Coles had done had been done very quietly and unostentatiously. 
Mr. Coles had been a member of the Medical Wants Committee 
which was rather a difficult and a very tedious job, ever since that ° 
Committee was started, and was the only member of the Associa- 
tion who had served on that Committee throughout. ‘here were 
many other Committees he had been on and if a sub-Committee was 
being appointed, the first name that occurred to anybody was that 
of old Coles. Another thing about Mr. Coles that made him deserv- 
ing of the honour that was being done him wasthe way he brought a 
little brightness into Committee meetings. When the Committee 
meetings were really dull. Mr. Coles could be seen scratching his 
head and saying to himself: “‘ What can I[ say to rouse Mr. Gib- 
bon ?”’ He got a very good one in at Mr. Gibbon and the meeting 
went on cheerily. (Laughter). 


Mr. Sinclair then presented the life membership certificate 
to Mr. Coles amid loud applause. 


Mr. Chas. Gibbon said he did not know why the Chairman had 
called upon him for support. He supposed it was because, as had 
been said, when things were getting a little bit dull, J.B. took the 
first opportunity of getting his knife into him. He thought some- 
times, however, Mr. Coles got his knife back. (Laughter). There 
was not vhe slightest doubt of what Mr. Coles had done for the P.A. 
If anyone wanted to know who Mr. Coles was let them turn to that 
part of the report that dealt with the Disabled Ceylon Men’s Fund. 
That magnificent fund and its splendid administration owed more 
than could be said to Mr. Coles. (Applause.) There had been 
criticism of it, but wholesome criticism did no harm whatever, 
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-and he was sure Mr. Coles was always willing to listen to it. He 
(the speaker) came out co Ceylon in 1878, and ever since had taken 
an active interest in the Association. Mr. Coles had always been 
one of their hardest and most useful working men and everything 
he had undertaken he had put his heart into and done thoroughly 
He (the speaker) supposed there was no one who had done more 
for the Ceylon Planters’ Association than Mr. Coles who had filled 
every position except that of the Chairman and member of Council. 
He hoped that one of these days they would accept the usual tradi- 
tion and instead of making the Chairman a member of the Council, 
make Mr. Coles a member of the Council, because Mr. Coles was the 
best informed man they had at the present time. He did not think 
they could gainsay that, and he would be most valuable in the 
Legislative Council (Applause). It was a unique honour they 
were conterring on Mr. Coles, because Mr. Coles had not come of 
age yet. As a general rule, a man had to be 50 years a member of 
the Association before he got a life membership—-men like Keith 
Rollo, Jimmy West and Frank Mackwood. Mr. Coles had not 
reached that age and, therefore, it was a unique honour. He hoped 
that Mr. Coles would meet with good luck. Annuitants were notor- 
iously long-lived and they hoped Mr. Coles would live for a long 
time as a life member of the Association to carry on the good work 
done in the past. (Applause). 


Mr. CoLes InN REPLY. 


Mr. Coles in reply said he could only thank them for the very 
great honour they had done him in having made him a life member 
of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon. He had to thank the 
Chairman and Mr. Gibbon for the very generous way in which they 
had referred to him. Mr. Sinclair had referred to his long connection 
with the Planters Association—.a connection of which he was very 
proud. The Association had always worked first and foremost 
for the good of the colony and the prosperity of the planting in- 
dustry upon which the prosperity of the island mainly depended. 
He had made many deep and lasting friendships in that room and 
in the old library. In conclusion he thanked them again very 
sincerely for the great honour they had done him-—a certificate of 
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life membership which would always be one of his most treasured 
possessions. (Applause). 


Mr. SIncLAIR RESIGNS. 


Mr. Sinclair then said: All that remains for me to do now 
gentlemen is to resign the chair, but before doing so, I would like to 
thank ali those who have been associated with me in the past year. 
First of all I would like to thank Mr. Garrick (I say thank because 
I should hate to offend an old friend) for the clever way he induced 
me to take the chair. In May, he said he was going Home for a 
few monchs on doctor’s orders, and someone would have to act 
for him. Iwas persuaded to consenu to do so, but the moment 
I was in the chair, I saw by the twinkles in Mr. Garrick’s eye that 
I was in for keeps, and that his sudden illness was likely to have as 
sudden a recovery. However we are all very pleased to see him 
back with us again in such robust health. I would also like to 
thank our Secretary, Mr. Still, for the great help he was to me dur- 
ing the year —we all regret his breakdown in health and trust that his 
trip Home will ensure a speedy and permanent recovery. Our 
acting Secretary also deserves my thanks. He is most thorough 
in all his work, and has, what is even more important, a vivid ima- 
gination which comes in most useful, when his or the Chairman’s 
memory fails. I would also like tu thank the members of the 
Committee for their regular attendance, we have got through a lot 
of work together. Some of our meetings have been quite exciting 
and some quite amusing. It was always my ambition to have a 
Committee meeting without ‘‘ labour ”’ on the agenda, but the fates 
were against me. Perhaps my successor will be more fortunate. If 
I have made mistakes and tried to camouflage them you have been: 
kind to me, especially Uva. I now vacate the chair and would 
ask you to appoint a temporary Chairman. 


Mr. P. R. SHaAND TAKES THE CHAIR. 


Mr. P. R. Shand was elected to the chair temporarily. 
Mr. Shand thanked the meeting for having elected him to the 
chair pro tem and said he would endeavour to show his gratitude 
by being as brief as possible, Last year Mr. Garrick had been 
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elected Chairman, Mr. Garrick had to go Home in May and Mr. Sin- 

clair took the reins of office. During the thirteen months they had 

been in office together they had done a tremendous amount of work. 

All he had to ask the meeting to do was to join him in passing a 

most hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Sinclair and to Mr. Garrick for 

the work they had done during the last thirteen months. (Applause). 
The vote was carried with loud applause. 


Mr. OLDFIELD ELECTED CHAIRMAN, 


Mr. A. F. B. Smeaton, in proposing the name of Mr. Oldfield 
as Chairman for the ensuing year, said it gave him very great 
pleasure to be allowed to do so. Everyone throughout the Island 
knew Major Oldfield, but the dwellers in the Low-country had been 
able to watch most closely the good work which he had done not 
only in planting matters as Chairman of that important district 
Kalutara, but in other matters. (Applause) He (the speaker) knew 
that the gentlemen of Up-country recognised what a great person- 
ality Mr. Oldfield had. Today Up-Country and Low-country 
were joining hands and were unanimous in electing Mr. Old- 
field, knowing as they did fully well that the traditions and 
the prestige of the time honoured Association would be most 
carefully looked after—(applause)—-and that their interests could 
not be placed in stronger or in safer hands. (Applause). 

It would be a privilege to work under such a leader and he knew 
they would do all they could to make us easy as possible the arduous 
duties of the new Chairman, so that in years to come Mr. Oldfield 
might be able to look back with the greatest pleasure to the time 
at which he was Chairman of the P.A. of Ceylon (Applause). 


THE RESOLUTION SECONDED. 


Mr. A.T. Sydney Smith, in seconding the resolution, said he left a 
privilege to do su because he knew that it was a pleasure that would 
have been willingly undertaken by so many. It was essential that 
the chair of the Association should be occupied by a man who would 
uphold its prestige, as it was only so long as that position was up- 
held and maintained that the prestige of the Association would be 
fully maintained. Mr. Oldfield, he need hardly tell them, had al- 
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ready made good and had made good at a very critical time—in 
the time of the war. (Applause). Mr. Oldfield was also very large- 
ly in an established position in Ceylon. There might be some up- 
country who did not know him, but that was their Joss. And he 
would say to them “‘hurry up and make Mr. Oldfield’s acquain- 
ance ’’ as there was something in his wonderful personality, a charm 
and magnetism that made him well worth knowing. (Applause). 
He knew that Mr. Oldfield would welcome any criticisms brought 
froward and turn them to good account. He (the speaker) could 
not refrain from mentioning one asset in Mr. Oldfield’s favour, 
und that was the charming personality of Mrs. Oldfield. (Applause). 
Mrs. Oldfield said only a few days ago that she would have her part 
to play, and she was sure that it would be welcome news to them 
that she was determined to play that part. (Applause). 


Mr. Oldfield took the chair amidst loud applause and said :— 
Mr. Smeaton and Mr. Sydney Smith, I thank you for the kind man- 
ner in which you proposed and seconded my name, although I 
fear you may have rather misled the meeting, if those present think 
for a minute that they are electing a man who comes up tu the very 
high standard you have drawn of what a Chairman of the Planters’ 
Association should be. After listening to your views I approach 
the duties of Chairman with, if possible, feelings of even greater 


trepidation that those which seized me when I was first asked to 
stand for the chair. You, gentlemen, 1 thank for the honour you 


have paid me and for the very kind and encouraging manner in 
which you have elected me. I only ask that your encouragement 
of today will be translated into your active support and co-opera- 
tion during the next twelve months. By support andco-opera- 
tion I do not mean asilent acquiescence in the views and actions of 
your Committee or Chairman; we want criticism, we must have 
criticism. but do, if possible, let it be constructive. Destructive 
criticism, gossip—I use the word with its original English meaning 
(mere idle talk)—and disparagement of the efforts or those who are 
out to do their best, is not help. I ask you for help and enthusiasm. 
The Planters’ Association of Ceylon—l1 believe, it is the oldest 
Association in the island—with 70 years of good work behind it, 
has a great prestige to uphold and also a motto which we some- 
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times forget. It is unnecessary for me to mention the work that 
this body has done in the past—you have only to look at che plant- 
‘Ing districts and the agricultural and general progress of the island, 
and after al! the agricultural industry of Ceylon is Ceylon. It 
has been often stated that the constitution of the P.A. has changed. 
This is true, in that there are fewer proprietary planters now than 
in the earlier days of the Association. Kut I maintain there is no 
change in the objects of the Association ; the present members are the 


trustees of the proprietors and have at heart the same objects which, 


the latter had in the days gone by. The interests of the working 
planter and of the proprietor are still and must remain very largely 
the same. We are still to a not inconsiderable extent proprietors, 
not of estates but of capital invested in those estates. This Associa- 
tion continues to do a work which can be done by no other body in 
the island. ‘Time and conditions have changed and are still changing 
but surely gentlemen this does not mean that we should allow the 
influence of the P.A. to wane through lack of enthusiasm. On the 
contrary, I think, there is perhaps room to extend its scopes and 
its spheres of utility, withoutit becoming in the slightest degree anta- 
gonistic to any other body in the island. Personally, I regret the 
modern trend of having separate bodies for this and that planting 
matter, be they Planters’ Unions or District Agriculture Committees 
or the like. All planting affairs of whatever description should be 
the care of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon and its children 
—the District P.A.’s. Itis my intention, gentlemen, at an early date, 
to ask your Committee to consider this question—it is a question 
which will require deep thought and sound discussion, and construc- 
tive criticism for which I have asked you. Ounce more, gentlemen, 
I thank you sincerely for the great honour you have done me.

SEVENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


Your Committee presents the 70th Annual Report. 


The Register shows a membership of 1,252 Estates, 219 Private 
Voters, and 393 Associates, a total membership of 1,864. 


FINANCE. 


The expenditure of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon for 
the year 1923 was Rs. 33,178.19, which is Rs. 2,411.13 less than in 
1922. The income for the year was Rs. 34,578.62, as against 
Rs. 33,387.46 for the previous year. The Association carries 
forward to its reserve a balance of Rs. 1,400.43. The increase 
in income is due to an increase in the associate membership and 
full membership as private voters. 

Generally speaking, it may be said that the expenditure of 
the Association has been constant for the Jast five years, and 
the income practically so, except for 1921, and the year under 
review which are the only two of these five years, in which income 
equalled expenditure. 


DISTRICT PLANTERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


The number of affiliated District Planters’ Associations was 
twenty eight towards the beginning of the year as compared with 
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twenty seven in the previous year. the additional one being the 
Allagalla District Planters’ Association, which was affiliated with 
this Association in January, 1923. Towards the latter part of the 
year this number was reduced to twenty six by the three Asso- 
ciations, viz :—Badulla, Haputale and Passara amalgamating and 
forming into one Association, now known as the Uva Planters’ 
Association. 


Your Committee have to record their cordial appreciation 
of the willing co-operation of the Hony. Secretaries and office- 
bearers of the various District Planters’ Associations. 


COAST AGENCY. 


The Ceylon Labour Commission was worked during the year 
on a cess of 30 cents per cultivated acre. The number of officers 
ont he European Staff remains the same as for 1922, viz; eight, 


THE CEYLON ASSOCIATION IN LONDON. 


Your Committee wish to thank the Ceylon Association in 
London for much useful information received during the course 
of the year, more especially on the subject of Labour. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 1923. 


The first meeting of the. year took place on January 18th. 
There were 21 sittings besides many meetings of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


The meetings have been noticeable generally for the large 
number of questions asked ; on the whole proceedings have passed 
off rather more quietly than in the previous year, the most interest- 
ing debates being on the Reform proposals and the Budget. 

The late Hon. Mr. Tillekeratne unfortunately lost his life in 
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a railway accident and his valuable services to the Council have 
been lost. 


Bills connected with agriculture which have been passed during 
the year have been carefully scrutinised with a view to seeing that 
planting interests are guarded as much as possible, such as the 
Indian Immigration Labour Bill, Employment of young women 
and children, Village Communities’ etc. 


An ordinance to make provision for preventing the introduction 
and spreading of weeds and of Pests and Diseases injurious to 
or destructive to plants has passed its second reading and has 
been referred to a Select Committee. 


Compensation has been granted to the relatives of the killed 
and to the injured in the Madawachi and Allagalla railway accidents. 


The balance of the War gratuity has been paid, and the 
Government voted funds for the British Empire Exhibition, in 
which it is intended as much as possible to advertise the agricul- 
tural products of the Island. 


The Hydro-Electric Scheme and the scheme for the prevention 
of floods in the vicinity of Colombo have both been recently ap- 
proved of by Council. 


LABOUR. (No 1). 


The Year 1923 recently come to a close seems on the whole, 
to have been a satisfactory one as far as Tamil labour on Ceylon 
Tea and Rubber Estates is concerned. 


Statistics show that 89,859 Tamil labourers have passed through 
the Ceylon Labour Commission, which can only be considered as 
very satisfactory, and goes to prove that the better conditions, all 
round now existing, are making their influence felt at Coast. This 
is especially marked in that many of the coolies who have come in 
during the year are old Ceylon coolies, who have been at Coast for 
several years, but who now come to Ceylon again, so they say, 
to make some money and because there is no longer (Cadan) a debt 
to be afraid of. This is good—but unfortunately, whilst the tundu 
has gone, yet the discharge note has in some cases been abused. 
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The wily Chetties, caddy-keepers and other parasites have here and 
there collected these discharge tickets and asked so much per 
head from affluent Head Kanganies. It was because of this that 
the insistence on a discharge ticket before a cooly could be employed 
on an Estate became so unpopular with a large number of Super- 


intendents, that eventually The Discharge Ticket Agreement was 


towards the end of the year abolished. 
Another evil and again to a certain extent connected with 


discharge ticket, but so far by no means checked, has been the evil 


known as ‘Cash Inducements.’ Though every one individually 


‘must know what ‘ Cash Inducement’ is, the term has never been 
defined, hencethere has crept into labour transaction a loose system 


of payment of batta, and travelling expenses to coolies journeying 


from one estate to another, and this has in a great many cases been 
badly abused. This particular phase of the labour problem is 


now under discussion, and possibly some remedy may be found. 


Generally speaking, during the year, housing conditions have - 
improved rapidly, very good wages have been earned, especially 
on Tea properties where crop owingto wet weather has been heavy, 
also in many cases substantial bonuses have been disbursed and thus 
a lot of money without doubt has been sent to Coast. 


The New Labour Ordinance No. 1. of 1923, relating to Indian 
Immigrant Labourers, has come into force during the year under 
review, and all estates employing Tamil labour must now pay a 
quarterly assessment to Government, and further since October all 


-coolies going to Coast to recruit have had to obtain license forms 


from the Controller of Indian Immigrant Labour before they are 
able to proceed for this purpose. The system, though too new for 
safe discussion, seems to be working very well and to a great extent 
checking the influx of undesirable coolies or coolies who have been 


misled by false statements to leave their own country. Up to 


Dec. 3lst, 1923. 4,281 recruiting licenses have been issued. 


The passage to Ceylon of all Immigrant labour is now defrayed 
by Government, and this again should tend to increase the number 


-of coolies immigrating to Ceylon. 


Thus on the whole the labour position may generally be cons 


sidered to be good at the end of 1923. 
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LABOUR. (No 2). 


Reviewing the year as a whole it will generally be conceded 
that labour has been more plentiful and settled in the Island, but 
the disturbing influences which crept in during 1922 have again 
had a demoralising effect in some districts and it is hoped a con- 
certed effort will be made to remove them. 


The Discharge Ticket Agreement, though excellent in principle, 
proved to be open to abuses which could not be controlled and it 
was abolished at the end of the year. 


This Agreement was undoubtedly being made use of by 
Kanganies as security against money advanced to labourers and 
the evils of the old advance system threatened to reappear. 


The new Immigration laws came into operation in the latter half 
of the year and have worked smoothly. They should do much to 
stimulate recruiting particularly if the bonus paid to the employer 
from the common fund is increased. 


Full advantage has been taken by labourers of the repatriation 
concessions to visit their villages and many connections have been 
opened or re-established. Altogether a more lively interest has 
been shown in recruiting. : 


Higher wages, improved living accommodation, and other 
concessions and the fact that the labourer is landed in Ceylon free 
of debt have all tended to popularise the Island, and a further im- 
provement in recruiting statistics has to be recorded. 

Ceylon may be said to offer an excellent outlet for the surplus 
population of South India and its attractions are fully recognised 
in the districts from which the Island recruits, for immediately 
adverse climatic conditions cause distress in the agricultural areas, 
as was the case in December, emigration is freely indulged in. 


The realisation of this fact should be of mutual benefit to all. 


LOW-COUNTRY LABOUR No. 3). 


Labour conditions in the Low-country have remained very 
satisfactory, most Estates have had sufficient coolies for their re-

quirements. Recruiting from Coast has been up to the average, 
but owing to so many Estates working Singhalese and with Rubber 
restriction being still in force, a good number of Superintendents 
find it unnecessary to recruit, but your Committee would like to 
impress upon all employers of labour that it is their duty to recruit 
their requirements from Coast and not offer cash inducements 
to local labour. 


Not much movement of labour has taken place, due probably 
to the fact that year by year the Head Kangany and the cash 
inducement systems are giving way to the individual family gangs 
and to cash being spent in a useful way to provide free food for 
non-working children, expectant mothers, providing cattle and goat 
sheds, fowl houses, gardens, etc.—This latter system gives you some 
return for your money and provides you with a healthy and con- 
tented labour force. Your Head Kangany and cash inducement 
system provides you with a contented Head Kangany, a discontent- 
ed labour force, which has every encouragement to roam from 
Kstate to Estate obtaining money for doing nothing. 


Your committee are glad to see that sanitation, re-building 
lines, etc, are receiving attention. 


TEA IN 1923. 


The year began with a wet January from which it was con- 
cluded that a severe drought was unlikely, but this forecast did 
not materialize and a long spell of dry weather from February to 
the end of May, except for a few showers is to be recorded. This 
was followed by one of the severest S. W. monsoons on record. 
Terrific rains commenced early in June and the rainfall for that 
month was astonishing. In some cases over 100 inches were 
registered. The rain continued without cessation, or with only 
very limited intervals, to almost the end of the year and it is be- 
lieved that records of the past 30 years have been exceeded. In 
the wet zone a fall of well over 300 inches has been registered. 
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From the flushing point of view, excepting perhaps in the 
drier districts, the season has certainly not been a favourable 
one. The usual rush of flush in April and May did not materialize 
or was only of very short duration. Miserable crops were 
harvested during the 3rd quarter of the year. There was some 
reaction during the early part of the 4th quarter but the vlosing 
month has been disappointing. ? 


Liberal manuring was resumed during the season and were 
it not for this fact very short crops would have been secured. 


There has been a certain amount of movement amongst 
labour and a feeling of uncertainty with regard to its stability, 
but on the whole we have much ta be thankful for, and the pre- 
dictions of our more pessimistic members have not been fulfilled. 
In many cases the coolies who moved when the great change took 
place have returned to their old Estates after having tested the 
truth of the rumour that they were freed from debt. 


Coast recruiting has, on the whole, been fairly satisfactory 


and on some Estates the influx of new labour has been remarkable, 


A Government Pooling Scheme for the recruitment of labour 
was established during the year, but the system has not had a 
fair trial so far, and it is hoped that a rebate on new labour will 
prove a sufficient incentive to further recruitment in the future. 


Tea prices have been very satisfactory throughout the year. 
There was a slight set-back towards the end of the season, mainly 
on account of rising Exchange. But, against this a distinct increase 
in the cost of production, mainly on account of enhanced wages, 
Line improvements, recruiting expenses, feeding children, etc, will 
be observed when the Annual Reports for various Companies are 
published next year. In many cases this has reached a point 
which would leave no margin of profit whatever if the Tea Market 
falls to the pre-War level. 


Tortrix gave a good deal of trouble during the dry months, 
but the severe S. W. monsoon appears to have almost exterminated 
it on certain Estates. 


The ravages of Shot-hole Borer are not quite so noticeable 
and appear to be, if anything, diminishing, mainly on account of 
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more liberal cultivation being adopted. The same may be said of 
Red Rust. 


Very considerable improvements with regard to Lines and 
sanitation have to be recorded and ample provision is being made 
on most Estates in next year’s Estimates for a continuation of 
this policy. | 

There is no reduction in the loss on Rice during the season 
which represents a very heavy item of expenditure. 


Generally speaking, the year has proved, notwithstanding 
the adverse climatic conditions above referred to, an exceedingly 
satisfactory one from the shareholders’ point of view, but it has, 
nevertheless, been, in a large number of cases, a very trying season, 
to those responsible for the management of Estates. 


COLOMBO TEA MARKET REVIEW FOR 1923. 


The year 1923 opened with prospects as bright as any record 
known in the history of the Tea Trade. The numerous forward 
sales of crops at prices showing very handsome profits to the pro- 
ducers, was indication enough that the existing high standard of 
price had come to stay, at any rate for some time, and that the 
prosperity recorded during the past two years would even be 
eclipsed when the time came to review 1923. That this has been 
the case is borne out by the wonderful averages that were obtained 
and which were maintained week by week throughout the year. 


The opening sale of the year showed an average of Rs. 1/12 
against 92 cents in the corresponding sale of 1922. Quality was 
good and was maintained during the first three months of the 
year. 


During April, quality began to show a distinct decline, chiefly 
owing to the rush of leaf which usually comes at this period. It 
was noticeable that in contrast with last year, when at this time 
the standard of leaf showed little, if any, deterioration, that stalk 
was becoming very conspicuous and leaf generally falling rapidly 
away in appearance. ‘ 
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May/June teas were very poor. particularly as regards leaf 
vhich in many cases had become very stalky. 


August/September quality showed improvement, but again 
fell away and to the end of the year was disappointing. 


Taken as a whole, the best quality teas came from the Uva 
side but this was only in the first half of the year, after which they 
dropped to the level of other districts. Nuwara Eliya teas, with the 
exception of a few invoices, were very indifferent and lacking in 
the fine flavour which is to be expected from this district at certain 
times of the year. 


In spite of poor quality and indifferent manufacture, averages 
fluctuated very little, and throughout the year followed the rise 
and fall in quality, as will be seen from the following :—

There were only 17 sales during the year in which the average 
fell below Rs. 1/-. 


It must be recorded that climatic conditions this season were 
phenomenal, and practically all districts suffered from an excess of 
wet weather, and to this fact must be attributed to a very great ex- 
tent, the poorness of quality, and the quantity of stalky teas. 
There is, however, little doubt that coarse plucking in many cases 
was again in evidence and care wanting in manufacture. Ex- 
perience has shown how disastrous it has been to coarse pluck, and 
it is of the utmost importance that the manufacture of Ceylon Tea 
should be of the highest standard. The Trade are prepared to pay 
a good price for carefully manufactured tea, and it is only playing 
into the hands of our competitors (chiefly Java) to manufacture a 
poor commodity. 


GREEN TEA—1923. 


Shipments total approximately 2,315,000 lbs. against 2,150,000 
lbs. in 1922, and out of this figure approximately 2,000,000 lbs. have 
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been shipped to Canada and U.S.A., prices having been on too high 
a level for India which is normally one of the principal markets 
for Ceylon Green Tea. 


The manufacture on the whole has been maintained though in 
the last quarter of the year under review some falling off was notice- 
able in this respect, and we cannot too strongly emphasise the im- 
portance of the utmost care being taken. 


Turning to 1924, it does not at present seem as if the output of 
Green Tea will be as large as usual, prices being on such a high level. 


RUBBER 1923. 


1923 can be safely described as one of the most momentous 
years the industry has so far passed through in that what looked 
like a grave disaster was averted by the successful working of 
the first year of restriction. Surrounded as the administration 
of the Ordinance was by numerous difficulties, it was only to be 
expected that certain leakages would occur, and that other imper- 
fections would show up, all of which have been readily utilised for 
destructive criticism by those who cannot have paused to consider 
what the position would be like without curtailment of output 
equitably applied. The following table sets out what restriction 
has done for us on the local market, ,

Estates harvesting 500 lbs. per acre and making 10 to 15 cts 
per pound profit by economising on very necessary field works 
before the enforcement of the Ordinance, are now securing 300 lbs. 
per acre at 40 cts. profit whilst resting and thereby benefiting 
portions of their areas, saving an appreciable amount of machinery 
wear, and last but not least, releasing a certain proportion of labour 
for a little cultivation and soil conservation operations. 


With the improvement in the outlook generally the financing 
of Estates presented less difficulty, and care was usually taken to 
see that the coolies, wages were kept at a level proportionate to the 
cost of living, which, it must be noted, has shewn no signs of declining. 
A comparison with the last few years would disclose a marked 
increase in Check Roll averages, so that the enhanced cost of living 
is really being borne by Estates. The working of the new Ordinance 
has come up to expectations and most Estates have all the labour 
they require. 


Weather usually comes in for a good deal of blame for bad 
results, sometimes unfairly, but in the case of 1923, from the 
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burst of the South West monsoon onwards, no maledictions can be 
too severe, as excessive rainfall in sudden squalls at all hours, 
absence of sunshine, and floods, all combined in making the working 
-of rubber Estates as difficult and uncomfortable as possible, whilst 
simultaneously setting up conditions more than usually favourable 
to the development and spread of fungoid diseases in general and 
the Phytophthora in particular. 


Fortunately the burst of the South West Monsoon was a few 
tweeks late, which gave pods time to become rather more mature 
and consequently more resistant to the usual June and July attacks 
or this form of Phytophthora, which was quite bad enough, would 
have been immeasurably worse than it was. Besides exposing 
the trees to Diplodia attacks and exerting a weakening effect on 
rubber content of latex as well as retarding bark renewals, the 
steady attenuation of the overhead canopy is exposing the surface 
soil to the destructive effects of erosion, not only by wash but by 
direct impact of rain, which now has so little to break it. If this 
state of affairs is allowed to go on indefinitely the soils of the Rubber 
Districts, whicheven at their best were never very ffertile, must 
become seriously deficient in plant food. Whilst the surface feeding 
habit is becoming steadily more pronounced,this most unwelcome 
legacy of this ‘no manure’’ policy is being regarded as apparently a 
matter of little or no consequence. 


Poria attacks appear to be dwindling to the vanishing point 
whilst the two forms of Fomes, though calling for constant vigi- 
lance, are no more numerous than usual, but Ustulina, especially on 
old Estates with exposed and sun cracked roots, is on the increase 
and still continues to be responsible for many more deaths than 
any other disease, and this fact should be taken as a warning 
-against any further soil losses with resultant root exposure. 


The supplying up of Vacancies caused by the various des- 
_tructive fungi is proving a failure owing to the fact that supplies 
-come on so slowly as to make the undertaking unattractive as a 
business proposition. 

Though Bark Rot attacks are more frequently noticeable 
these cannot be said to have reached any very serious percentages 
_and the disease responds readily to timely treatment. 
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On all but the youngest Estates Canker outbreaks are more 
numerous than usual as a result of continuous rains, and are likely 
to call for more than ordinary attention in the dry months of next 
year. Though common bark canker if left unattended to seldom 
casues the death of a tree, it is now certain that Ustulina and 
Diplodia can become established in untreated Canker patches, 
and when this happens, which fortunately is not often, the chances: 
of recovery of the affected trees are small. 


As regards Brown Bast, no effective cure can yet be claimed. 
Prevention is therefore apparently more likely to repay study 
than cure ; and in this connection it is noticeable that the Estates 
with the smallest incidence of Brown Bast are those on which all 
forms of “‘ sweating ’’ or pressing for Crop are studiously avoided, 
whilst simultaneously maintaining the trees vitality by the adoption 
of suitable cultural methods. 


Though we are still able to claim that diseases generally are 
not seriously on the increase, and that the destructive fungi are 
now more easily identified, as well as being better understood as 
“regards control, it must be admitted that several years of enforced 
economy combined with 1923 weather are beginning to tell on the 
vitality of the trees, especially on the older Estates, with the result 
that it is more than likely susceptibility in the near future will be 
increased. 


Little or no change has taken place in the method of manu- 
facture of Crepe and Sheet except that rather more air drying 
is being done, with satisfactory results. 


With the improvement in market conditions it was noticeable 
that buyers were less particular as to colour and tintsthanthey were 
in 1922, but the necessity for Ceylon Rubber being sold in thick 
blanket form whilst that of other countries is marketable as lace, 
remains as inscrutable as ever, especially to those who have 
watched the handling of the raw product by the manufacturer. 


Though the position of the industry is sounder than it was a 
year ago, its future prosperity is dependent upon the industrial and 
financial condition of Europe being successfully repaired. 
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COCONUTS IN 1923. 


The year particularly during the last 6 months has _ been 
an extremely wet one, even in the Puttalam, Negombo, Chilaw, and 
Kurunegala districts and crops for 1924 may be expected to benefit 
accordingly. 

The 1923 crop is generally short of 1922 and so far as exports 
are concerned is considerably short of the average for the previous 
3 years as shown by the following table :—

1923 exports thus showing a decrease of 22,000 tons compared witb 
the average export of the 3 preceding years, 


When, however, it is considered that Tea exports for the year 
amount to 82,000 tons and Rubber exports to 37,000 tons, the 
magnitude of the Coconut exports will be realised, and the consump- 
tion of Coconuts and Coconut produce in the Island is a very large 
one, so that it is evident that the industry is of the greatest econo- 
mic value to the Island and it is therefore very satisfactory that a 
definite proposal for a Coconut Research Scheme has been put 
forward during the year under review, a Sub-committee representing 
‘the Planters’ Association of Ceylon and the Low Country Products 
Association, with the Director of Agriculture on the Committee, 
having been appointed to formulate a scheme to lay before Govern- 
ment. 


The history of the serious damage done to Coconuts by disease 
in other countries stands out as a warning of the rapidity with 
which such diseases work in tropical countries once they become 
established. The prevalence of Leaf Break, Nut fall, Leaf Droop and 
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Bud Rot in Ceylon is increasing yearly and can no longer be ignored, 
and it is time that the cause was determined, so that effective steps 
to check their spread, whether caused by Diplodia or Phytophthora 
may be taken. Coconut Caterpillar (Nephantis Serinopa) which 
has done so much damage in the Batticoloa district appears to be 
spreading into other Coconut districts and considerable damage is 
done by the Rhinoceros Beetle and the Red Weevil. The establish- 
ment therefore of a Coconut Experiment Station in the heart of 
the Coconut Planting districts with a full scientific staff of it’s own, 
appears to be a real want, and the Industry is large enough with 
Government assistance to obtain and retain the services of highly 
trained Mycologists, Entomologists and Botanists, who will devote 
their whole time to the study of the Coconut Palm and the diseases 
and pests which so readily attack it. Experiments in cultivation 
and manuring will also be carried out and in every way the Industry 
will be greatly benefitted. 


The price of Copra for the year has been very steady and 
averages about Rs. 86/- or fully Rs. 10/- per candy above the 
averages for the past 10 years. 


COCOA 1923. 


The year under review cannot be considered a satisfactory one. 
Last season’s Autumn Crop was late in ripening and ran on 
well into January and February. 


The Spring Crop was late in setting and although the setting 
was satisfactory the greater part of it was lost during the dry weather 
in April and May. 

Weather conditions were favourable for the Autumn Crop 
and exceptionally good settings were reported. 


The South West Monsoon which broke in June was an excep- 
tionally wet one and continued practically without a break until 
the end of September. 


The Cocoa generally was looking healthy and vigorous until 
about December when owing to the prolonged South West which 
merged into the North East Monsoon, wet weather, with the ex- 
ception of a few brief spells of sunshine, was experienced from 
June to the end of December which brought on a severe attack 
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of Pod and Stem Canker which is considered one of the worst 
experienced in Ceylon. <A great deal of the young settings rotted 
off while a very large percentage of the Autumn Crop was gathered 
as “* Blacks.” 


A great deal has recently been said and written about the 
deterioration of Cocoa produced in Ceylon. Although this is no 
doubt due to the Cocoa in Ceylon becoming more Forastero in 
type and less of the finer Criollo variety being now produced, it was 
considered advisable to investigate the matter and the Agricultural 
Department are now carrying out experiments with a view to as- 
certaining if the quality of Forastero produced in Ceylon can be 
improved by longer periods of fermentation. 


Thefts have not been more numerous than in previous years. 


Prices were exceedingly poor with practically no demand 
during the earlier part of the year. There was considerable im- 
provement towards the closing months of the year when prices 
rose to 112—116 Shillings, the year closed with prices ruling from 
85 to 105 Shillings for Estate Cocoa, 


CARDAMOMS 1923. 


Reviewing the year under this heading, the general experience 
for the whole Island is a shortage. The severe drought experienced. 
in 1922 undoubtedly affected the early spring crop from January 
to March, especially for those estates situated on the eastern slopes 
-of our Cardamom Hills. With continuous S. W. and N. E. rains 
this year, however, the autumn crop from September onwards 
resulted in a better harvest ; but the heavy rains of December 
must have restricted picking to a considerable extent, and the 
ungathered crop should come in more plentifully during the early 
months of 1924, if labour is available. The shortage has created 
‘a demand, and high prices have been maintained throughout in 
favour of the grower. Commencing at Rs. 2.00, prices have steadily 
mounted to Rs. 2.50 and Rs. 2.75 per lb. locally, while in the London 
market over 5 shilling averages have been secured for good parcels. 
But these figures are not now quoted in the local prints so frequently 
as they used to be. 
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It should be noted in the annals of the Planters’ Association 
that the green dried fruit has, this year, obtained equal value 
with that of the bleached product for the first time within the 
memory of the present generation. 


Exports show a gradual decline since 1921.

Compared with 1922, the U. K. has maintained her shipments, 
and mention may be made of Germany coming again into this. 
market, although not to any appreciable extent, taking, however, 
nearly double the quantity she did last year. The U.S. A. ship- 


ments have dwindled very considerably. Egypt is a bigger im- 


porter than ever. Possibly the product is being re-exported to. 
Turkey, for the latter, like Russia, does not appear in the distri- 
bution lists of exports. Japan shows an increase, as also other 
countries in, and out of Asia, with the exception of India. It is. 
noteworthy to observe that this last country has only taken a. 
quarter of her usual shipments.

It can safely be predicted again that the present 
market has not yet reached its limit; for the demand for Cardamome. 
at the close of 1923 is a very strong one indeed. The year’s exports. 
are the shortest on record for the past 25 years. 
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THE PLANTERS’ BENEVOLENT FUND OF CEYLON 


Subscriptions received in 1923 totalledRs. 27,811.32, while. 
donations in Ceylon and in London respectively amounted to 
Rs. 37,640.82 and Rs. 1,009.88. The gross expenditure on “‘ assist- 
ance granted”’ was Rs. 76,957.67, but the repayment of Rs. 10,424.04 
by various recipients brought the nett “assistance granted ” 
to Rs. 66,533.63. Working expenses were Rs. 3,158.61 being 3.9% 
of the gross expenditure. 

The Pension list shows that 36 persons in England have re- 
ceived pensions totalling Rs. 45,466.25, and in Ceylon pensions 
totalling Rs. 21,312.00 have been paid to 24 persons. These 
pensions are in every case granted either to planters no longer 
capable of earning their living, or to the dependents of planters 
who are in a like position. (By dependents, the wives and children 
of planters are to be understood.) In addition to these pensions 
2 children were being educated at a cost of Rs. 3,185.01 approxi- 
mately. Temporary assistance of various kinds totalling Rs. 
5,274.41, includinga considerable amount expended on medical 
expenses, has been granted. In addition to the above, Rs. 1,720.00 
was granted as loans. 


Your Committee tender their grateful thanks for the invaluable 
help given by various members of the District Planters’ Associa- 
tions, and to Mr. A. O. Whiting, Secretary of the Ceylon Associa- 
tion in London, in collecting and remitting subscriptions and making 
the necessary payments. 


Under section 13 of the Ordinance incorporating the Fund, 
it is laid down that the books of accounts shall be open at all reason- 
able times to the inspection of members of the Corporation, and 
it may be added that such inspection would be welcome.

EXPERIMENTS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 


Your Committee is indebted to the Director of Agriculture 
for the following notes with regard to Experiments and Investi- 
gations in planting products during 1923. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


EXPERIMENTS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 


The experimental work with tea, rubber, cacao and coffee 
have been continued at Peradeniya Experiment Station and with 
limes, sisal and oil-palms at Anuradhapura, with cotton at Amba- 
lantota and with coconuts at Chilaw. 


Special attention has been give during the year to the question 
of soil erosion and the introduction of several new legu inous 
cover plants made. ‘There is no doubt that this question f soil 
erosion deserves the most serious attention by all in rested in 
the agricultural welfare of Ceylon and that every possible step 
should be adopted towards preventing further loss of the finer and 
more fertile portions of our soils. 


The experiments in connection with the control of Shot-hole 
borer of tea have been brought to a conclusion on Sarnia Estate 
and a fresh series has been commenced on New Peradeniya. The 
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results of experiments indicate that good cultivation and liberal 
manuring are the most practicable means of controlling the spread 
of this pest. Tea termites have received considerable attention 
during the year and there appears to be reason to suppose that 
these pests are now the most serious pests affecting the tea crop. 
The chief disease of tea which attracted attention was the Witches 
Broom disease. This is at present under investigation. 


Considerable difficulty has been experienced by the tea industry 
in securing supplies of tea seed. The Island’s crop was very short 
during the year and in many cases germination was poor. The 
question of withdrawing the prohibition against the import of tea 
seed from India was discussed by the Estates Products Committee 
of the Board of Agriculture but it was decided that such a course 
could not be recommended, as the risk of introducing the leaf 
blister blight from India was too great. 


Gliricidia macuiata continued to give excellent results on the 
Experiment Station, Peradeniya, as a green manure and the demand 
for cuttings exceeded the supply. 


The analyses of the yields of individual tree obtained from 
the tapping of rubber trees grown on the Experiment Station, 
Peradeniya, from the well-known No. 2 tree of the original Hena- 
ratgoda plantation have been continued. The latest figures avail- 
able lead tc the conclusion that yield is an inherent character 
independent of vegetative vigour and that no special cultivation 
or treatment can convert a poor yielder into a goodone. ‘This 
is a fact of considerable importance and may lead to some modi- 
fication of the views previously held in regard to the manuring 
ofrubber. Full details of the results as analysed by Messrs. Bryce 
and Gadd are to be found in Bulletin No. 68. Work on Brown 
Bast has been carried out by officers of the Rubber Research Scheme 
and a census has been made on certai_ estates by the Physiological 
Botanist of that Scheme and by Mr. Reeve, Plant Pest and Disease 
Inspector, Southern. These investigations showed that the 
incidence of Brown Bast is influenced very considerably by environ- 
mental conditions. 


The yields of coffee varieties on the Experiment Station Pera- 
deniya, have been considerably higher during the year, probably 
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the result of a liberal manuring. Sisal was prepared at Anuradha- 
pura Experiment Station during the first half year and a good 
product has been prepared, and the lime and oil-palm areas con- 
siderably improved by systematic cultivation and attention. 


The caterpillar pest of coconuts continues to do serious damage 
in the Batticaloa district of the Eastern Province, and has also 
been recorded from several new localities in the Central, North- 
Western and Western Provinces. The Department recommends 
that all growers should keep this pest under close supervision 
and that it should not be allowed to become a serious pest in several 
localities. An outbreak of black beetle occurred in the Matara 
district and has been brought under control in certain sections of 
the affected area by means of a vigorous campaign. 


The Cotton experiments at Ambalantota have been encouraging 
and good yields have been again secured. Over 500 acres have 
been planted in cotton in the Hambantota district this year and 
smaller areas are being grown in the Matale district of the Central 
Province, the Province of Uva and in the North-Western Province. 


A special Committee considered during the year the equipment 
of the Experiment Station, Peradeniya, and has recommended 
the provision of adequate factory accommodation for dealing with 
its crops. Provision has been made for a small dairy attached 
to the Agricultural School at Peradeniya and for the building of 
a Chemical Laboratory for the Department. 

The amendment and consolidation of the Plant Pest and 
Disease legislation has received special attention during the year 
and the amending Ordinance, as approved by the Board of Agri- 
culture, is now before the Legislative Council. 

Detailed reports on Pests and Diseases from the Mycological, 
Entomological and Inspecting Divisions of the Department are 
appended. 


Report oF MyconoacicaL DrtvIson. 
TRA. 


The chief disease of tea which has attracted attention during 
the year is that known as the Witches’ Broom disease. ‘This 
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is characterised by the production of shoots in clusters fiom the 
old wood, usually after pruning. Some of the shoots die, and 
others arise from the main stem at their bases, ultimately forming 
a brush of dead and living twigs up to a foot or more in length. 
The disease is apparently of slow development, and its full course 
has not yet been observed. It is prevalent on the Eastern side 
of the hills, though examples have been received from other dis- 
tricts. The cause has not yet been ascertained. Investigations 
on this disease were carried on by Dr. Bryce up to the time of his 
departure from Ceylon, and they are now being resumed by Mr. 
Park. 


The tea seed crop of 1923 was to a large extent a failure. This 
was the case, not only on the western side of the hills, where 
the failure was usually attributed to the excessive rainfall, but 
also on the eastern side where the usual dry weather prevailed. 
In the latter case, the failure appeared to be due to the fact that 
the husk did not dry and split when the seed was ripe, with the 
consequence that the seed remained on the tree until it was too 
old to germinate, 


RUBBER; 


Leaf fall and pod disease were prevalent during the prolonged 
rains, but opinions appear to differ as regards the severity of the 
disease compared with previous years.. A comparative study of 
the Phytophthoras on Hevea, cacao, breadfruit, papaw, Dendrobium 
and Odontadenia has been made by Mr. Gadd. Though there are 
differences between the strains from the different plants, it would 
appear that they are all to be regarded as biological forms of one 
species, viz. Phytophthora Fabert. All of them can attack Hevea 
fruits. 

Cases have been observed of the occurrence of Fomes lucidus 
on Hevea roots under conditions which suggest that this fungus 
can cause root disease. It is known to cause root disease of coconuts 


and other palms in Ceylon, and of tea in Northern India. Investi- 
gations on this have been begun. 


A. L. 
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Coconuts 


The number of disease specimens of coconuts has shown an 
increase during the year. These have been chiefly Grey Blight, 
but the increase is notable as indicating a greater interest in diseases. 
of the coconut palm, especially among the smaller estate proprietors. 


Mr. Gadd has continued observations on the fall of immature 
nuts, and the effect of spraying on the fall of such nuts. The 
Phytophthora nut-fall has not been found during these investi- 
gations, and the nut-fall observed appears to have been due solely 
to physiological causes. As was to be expected under these circum- 
stances, the experiments in spraying with Bordeaux mixture did 
not show any definite advantage. An article on this subject 
will appear in the Year-book of the Department of Agriculture- 


REPORT OF ENTOMOLOGICAL DIVISION 
TRA. 


The most noticeable feature in regard to tea pests during the 
year has been the greatly increased interest in the various species 
of termites which are known to attack tea. It is certain that these 
pests are on the increase in many districts. Improved methods 
of destroying the colonies of Calotermes species in the bushes, 
and those of the scavenging termites in mounds and underground 
nests, are urgently desired. In regard to the scavenging termites 
the removal from the bushes of all dead and diseased bark and 
wood, caused by branch canker, and the eradication of dead tree 
stumps, upon which these termites feed, is urged if the damage 
due to these insects is to be reduced. 


The special investigation of Shot-hole borer (Xyleborus fornt- 
catus) has been continued and particularly promising results have 
been obtained in regard to the control of this pest by cultural 
methods. New experiments have been commenced near Peradeniya 
with individual manures to confirm the results obtained in previous 
preliminary experiments. The trials with Castor (Ricinus communis) 
as a trap-tree for this pest have been abandoned as they failed 
to indicate any reduction in the numbers of borers in the interplanted 
areas. 
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Tea Tortrix (Homona coffearia) continues to be a troublesome 
pest in certain localities and few attempts have been made to 
establish flight breaks preparatory to controlling this pest by 
spraying with lead-chromate. Several outbreaks of other leaf- 
eating caterpillars have occurred in various districts but none of 
them have been of a serious nature. 


Green bug (Coccus viridis) and brown bug (Saissetia hemis- 
pherica) have been prevalent during the year particularly in the 
Haputale district where they are considered to be on the increase 
and to be the cause of a considerable loss of crop. 


Coconvurts. 


The coconut leaf caterpillar (Nephantts serinopa) is extending 
its sphere of activity and new records have been received during 
the year from Badulla, Jaffna, Kelani Valley and Peradeniya. 
This pest has been successfully controlled on certain estates by the 
pruning and burning of infested leaflets at the commencement 
of the attack and has increased where no such measures have been 
adopted. 

Severe damage was caused to young coconuts on an estate 
in the Eastern Province by the paddy swarming caterpillar, which 
has not previously been recorded as attacking coconuts. 


Few complaints have been received regarding the rhinoceros 
beetle (Oryctes rhinoceros) and the red Weevil (Rhyncophorus 
errugineus) but several minor pests of coconuts have been recorded 
during the year. 


CorTrTron. 


Outbreaks of the cotton leaf-caterpillar (Cosmophila erosa) 
occurred in the Southern and Northern Provinces but were promptly 
controlled. The leaf folder (Sylepta derogata) the boll-worm 
(Harias sp.) and the stainer (Dysdercus cingulatus) have also been 
reported as damaging this crop. 


Cais: 
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CACAO. 


Considerable damage was caused in the Kandy district to 
plants in a cacao nursery by the larvae of Huproctis sp. and other 
pests of this crop have been reported. 


GREEN MANURE TREES. 


Tephrosia candida has been damaged by Ceroplastodes cajani, 
and the pod borers Hittella zinckenella and Araecerus fasciculatus; 
Dadap by the stem borer Terastia meticulosalis and plant sucking 
bugs, Albizzia, by the Nettle grub (Thosea cana), Terias sp. and 
bagworms (Psychidae), and Gliricidia maculata and Leucaena 
glauca by the Coccid (Pseudococcus virgatus). 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
PADDY. 


Several outbreaks of paddy swarming caterpillar (Spodop- 
tera mauritia) occurred in the Eastern Province towards the end 
of the year and damage by other pests has been reported. 


Plantains have been damaged by the root borer (Cosmopolites 
sordidus) and the stem borer (Odoiporus longicollis). The larvae 
of Papilio polytes have completely defoliated citrus trees and the 
fruit has also been damaged by the frutt-fly (Dacus ferrugineus). 
Green bug ((Coccus viridis), red borer (Zeuzera coffeae) and the 
Scolytid (Xyleborus compactus) have been reported from coffee, 
and grass lawns and pasture have been severely damaged, in 
many districts, by the larvae of Pachyzancla phoeopteralis. 


The snail (Achatina fulica) is extending its range to new 


districts but is considered to be less prevalent in the Kandy district 
as compared with former years. 


PLANTS PESTS, AND DISEASES INSPECTION. 
REPORT OF CENTRAL DIVISION. 
During the year 47,793 acres of tea have been inspected, 
comprising 157 estates, 196 gardens and 19 nurseries. Seventy 
two estates and two hundred and six gardens have been scheduled 
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as areas infested with Shot-hole Borer. There is evidence that the 
area in which this pest occurs is widening and that it has made its 
appearance in two districts which were previously free. Every 
care has been taken to prevent its dissemination by the sale of plants 
but, as it is exceedingly difficult to check the illicit sale of plants 
without permits, there is a continual leakage of borer-infested 
stumps throughout the tea growing area. The total number of 
plants sold under permit during the year was 2,093,500. 

Tea Tortrix was again general, especially on mid and low-country 
estates. It caused severe damage to nursery plants. Those 
estates which possessed knapsack sprayers were able to save nursery 
stock by carrying out control measures. 

From experiments carried out during the last three years it 
has been found that tea cannot be recommended as an adequate 
flight break, for, owing to the lack of uniformity of jat on all tea 
estates large and numerous gaps appear in the line of breaks. Trials 
will be made with quick growing plants of manurial value and timber 
and fuel trees. 

Helopeltis was recorded on eighteen occasions, but was checked 
before any material loss of crops occurred. 

The presence of Calotermes militaris was recorded on ten estates 
during the year. 

The Inspectorate has been in continual and close touch with 
the small cultivator. Illustrated posters in the Vernaculars of the 
major pests together with leaflets have been distributed amongst 
them. 

The Banana Root Weevil and a bacterial disease of Betel Vine 
have received special attention. 


REPORT OF SOUTHERN DIVISION. 
RUBBER. 
foot diseases—No exceptional outbreaks of root diseases 
have been noted through the year. Jomes lingnosuus is present 
on most estates and takes its yearly toll, but in most cases the deaths 
occur in or near well-known infected areas and very few new areas 
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have been seen. The various other root diseases occur chiefly 
as isolated cases. Both Ustulina zonata and Brown root disease 
are very common but neither Porta hypobrunia nor Sphaerostilbe 
repens appear to do much damage. 


Phytophthora disease—Owing to the extremely heavy rainfall 
during the past year all forms of Phytophthora disease have been 
very prevalent. Secondary leaf-fall and pod rot started with the 
June rains and carried on well into August and September. In 
districts such as Kalutara and Kelani Valley which normally suffer 
considerably from this disease the attack was no more severe than 
that experienced in 1922. Ratnapura district however, which 
normally does not experience bad attacks of secondary leaf-fall 
suffered fairly heavily this year. In the two former districts many 
estates must have lost at least 25% of the normal foliage and it was 
the exception to find a seed capable of germination. 


Owing to the almost general use of some form of disinfectant 
on the tapping cut, Bark rot was not nearly so prevalent as might 
have been expected although some cases did appear during the 
N.E. months in spite of all care in applying preventives. 


Claret canker has been very prevalent on all estates and during 
the coming dry weather this disease should receive careful attention. 


Brown Bast—This much discussed disease does not appear to 
be increasing at all rapidly and if, as is generally thought now, the 
disease is a physiological one, the resting and light tapping conse- 
quent on restriction should tend to keep new cases of this disease 
down to a minimum, 

Other Stem Diseases.—Pink disease still continues to be pre- 
valent in the younger rubber areas, i.e. rubber 3-4 years old, but 
is very seldom met with in older rubber. The damage caused by 
Dieback (Botryodiplodia theobromae) during the past year has been 
very slight. 


C.M.R. AND C.P.R.C.

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CEYLON MOUNTED RIFLES. 


The Ceylon Mounted Rifles completed its thirty-first year 
of formation in July 1923, maintaining its reputation of being 
able to supply for the needs of the Colony and the Empire a trained 
body of volunteer cavalry, with a first hand knowledge of the 
Island and its inhabitants, and of modern warfare. 


The weapon training for 1923 was an improvement on previous 
years as the General Musketry Course was of a higher standard, 
the revolver records were well maintained, and great interest was 
shown in Vickers gun elementary training.

The Volunteer Horse Insurance and Horse Loan Schemes were 
well supported in the year. 


The Regiment has regrettably lost several of its members in 
the year, amongst others the Colombo Troop Commander, Lt. 
G. Barclay Leechman, M.C., whose memory will live with us all. 


The upkeep cost of horses and the ever increasing substitution 
of the motor cycle and car is the only reason for the lack of the 
normal supply of recruits in the past, the present, and probably 
in the future. 


Like all Volunteer Regiments all over the World at present, 
the aftermath of the Great War still keeps the spirit of previous 
preparedness for the protection of the greatest Empire the World 
has ever seen, dormant, despite the conspicuous warnings and 
sacrifices of the Great War. 


C.P.R.C.

Saner, O. C. ). Bayonet training, an important branch of modern 
_musketry, also shewed improvement. The Corps was successfully 
represented at the C. V. R. Annual Meet at Hunupitiya Ranges, 
Colombo. 


Lewis Gun (Active & Reserve) teams completed their annual 
training, and the standard of Vickers machine gun efficiency showed 
a marked improvement, some excellent scores being obtained.

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MEDICAL WANTS ON ESTATES. 


Your Committee is indebted to the Principal Civil Medical 
Officer for the following notes on Medical Wants on Estates. 


ESTATE MEDICAL AID. 


1. There has of late been a considerable amount of progress 
made in line construction and reconstruction and in the provision 
of latrines. Moreover a definite programme of future work in 
this direction has been definitely laid down in many cases. 


2. This is to be attributed to the concern shown by the 
Indian Government over the matter of the welfare of Immigrant 
labourers as evinced by the appointment of a member of the Indian 
Civil Service to reside in Ceylon in order to investigate on the spot 
the conditions of Estate Life—and also to the fact that the pros- 
perity of the Tea Industry has provided the necessary funds to 
meet the cost entailed. 


3. The necessity for the proper housing of Estate Labour that 
will now generally be insisted upon is bound to have a material 
effect in the way of lessened mortality and sickness and the 


expenditure on the same will be shown to be a good investment 


apart from its humanitarian aspect, provided that the maintenance 
of lines, latrines, and surroundings in a satisfactory sanitary condi- 
tion is duly carried out. 


4. ‘The Medical Aid Ordinance has been amended and pro- 
vision made that no new lines are to be erected onany estate without 
the plans and specifications being duly approved by the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer. Rules have been passed giving details and 
suggestions regarding line construction, &c. 


5. The Inspecting Medical Staff of Estates has been doubled 
as each of the three Senior Inspecting Officers has had a junior 
appointed to assist him. 


6. Infantile Mortality on Estates (as elsewhere, in Ceylon) 


is unduly high and it is hoped that more qualified midwives will be 
employed. 
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The practice of providing a free cooked meal for non-working 
children is slowly gaining ground and is much to be commended. 

7. It is to be hoped that a more efficient and better educated 
class of dispenser will seek employment on Estates. 


DISABLED CEYLON MEN’S FUND. 


Three meetings of the Standing Committee have been held 
during the year in Colombo. 


Towards the beginning of the year a few new applications were 
considered and dealt with, but at the meeting in May it was resolved 
that no new applications of any kind could be considered. 


The statement of receipts and payments from the inception 
-of the Fund to the 3lst. December, 1923, 1s appended. 


The following letter was forwarded by the Hony. Secretary 
of the Fund in London.

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According to the figures supplied, the total assessed amount 
of the Fund on 3lst October, 1923, is Rs. 1,085,490.57, but this. 
sum includes payments to be made by the Government of Rs.250,000 
in October, 1924, and Rs. 100,000 in October, 1925 ; the discount 
on these sums at 5% amounts to Rs. 16,440, and the present value 
of the Fund at 3lst October, 1923, 1s consequently reduced to. 
Rs. 1,069,050.57. 


It is proposed that, after providing for an Emergency Fund 
of Rs. 30,000, the first charge on the Fund is to be the liability for 
pensions of definite amounts to 70 dependents and 44 children 
as set out in the schedule you furnished, and that the remainder 
of the Fund shall be applied in providing pensions for 56 disabled 
men. The latter pensions are to be related to each other mm the 
proportions shown by the scale of relative points given in the 
schedule supplied. The amount of the individual pension is, how- 
ever, not definitely fixed, but is to depend upon the amount of 
funds available, subject to the proviso that the minimum pension. 
is to be Rs. 240/- a year, and the maximum pension Rs. 4,800. 


At your request it has been assumed in the calculations tnat 
the Fund will be invested to earn a clear 5 per cent. interest, and 
that the expenses of management will not exceed Rs. 500 a year. 
It must, however, be pointed out that it appears sanguine to 
assume that so high a rate of interest will be realised, free from 
all deductions, since in thecase of a wasting fund the capital must 
necessarily be mainly invested in securities which can be readily 
converted into cash, and moreover, with fluctuations in the market 
prices in future, losses may arise on realisation. Further, the 
allowance for expenses of management appears to be very small. 


A valuation of the pensions to dependents and children has. 
been made, rates of mortality which were deemed suitable being 
employed ; but m view of Mr. Still’s letter of 7th June, no relief 
which may possibly arise through cessation of pensions to widows 
by reason of their re-marriage was taken into account. It was 
found that the present value of the future pensions payments on 
this basis amounts to Rs. 961,272. Adding to this sum Rs. 30,000 
in respect of the Emergency Fund. for which it is desired that 
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provision should be made and Rs. 8,580, the amount required 
to provide expenses of Rs. 500 a year, the total liabilities, 
apart from pensions to disabled men, amounts to Rs. 999,852. 
The balance of the Fund then remaining is only Rs. 69,198, which 
is no more than a necessary margin to provide a safeguard against 
unfavourable deviations from the assumed experience which 
may arise owing to the small number of lives involved. 


If, therefore, the proposed scale of pensions to dependents 
is adhered to, there are no funds available to provide pensions to 
the disabled men. 


For your information, I may say that an estimate has been made 
of the present value of pensions to disabled men, suitably adjusted 
rates of mortality to give effect to the degree of disability attaching 
in each case being employed, and it is found that on a 5% basis 
of interest the cost of pensions of 1 rupee per “ point,” with a 
minimum pension of Rs. 240 per annum, would be Rs. 360,000. 
In order to grant pensions on even this small scale to the disabled 
men, it would be necessary to reduce the pensions to dependents 
and children by more than one-third.

I enclose a copy of the Government Actuary’s report upon 
the grants and pensions proposed to be made by the Standing 
Committee of the Disabled Ceylon Men’s Fund.

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When this Fund was started Governor Sir John Anderson 
asked how much Government was going to be called upon to con- 
tribute, and the Chairman of the Fund replied that the total sum 
aimed at was Two million Rupees. Government thereupon agreed 
to pay up to One million Rupees, an amount equal to that contributed 
by the public. Up to the 3lst December. 1922, Government 
had subscribed Rs. 450,000/-, and promised te subscribe another 
Rs. 550,000-/. Within the same period the public subscribed 
Rs. 1,127,518/77. The Fund therefore exceeded the Chairman’s 
estimate of Two million Rupees by one and a quarter lakhs ; and 
for a long time no new collections were made, as it was considered 
that the available money would suffice. 


But calls upon the Fund were very greatly larger than had 
been anticipated. On the Register of the Fund are the names 
of 777 men who served, and of these all who required assistance 
have received it. In addition, very many dependents of those 
who lost their lives have been helped, and the present value of the 
Fund is estimated by the Actuary at Rs. 1,069,050/57. 


This does not suffice for the allotment of pensions to disabled 
men and to dependents of the killed, or for the education of their 
children, upon the scale the Standing Committee, after prolonged 
consideration, deemed adequate. 


To enable the Committee’s scale to be reached will involve 
the collection of at least another Rs. 500,000/-, and the Committee 
is confident that the money will be forthcoming. There must 
be few in Ceylon who will read this who have not some relation, 
or friend, or acquaintance who has been assisted by this Fund. 
To illustrate the great need there is, I may state, that in every 
case the allotments made by the Committee to dependents have 
had to be cut down by one-third. Those widows who were to have 
received £150 a year, the maximum, will now get £100 a year; 
and, perhaps an even harder matter, those mothers and widows 
at the other end of the scale who would have received Rs. 225/- a 
year will now get only Rs. 150/-. And the education grants for 
children are affected to the same degree. The case of the dis- 
abled men themselves is perhaps even more noticeably hard. 
At the time the Actuary’s report: was made 20 men, whose degree 
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of disablement was 50% or over, received between them 
Rs. 3,137/- monthly ; they have now had to be allotted pensions 
which aggregate Rs. 10,020/- annually, or Rs. 835 a month. 
Permanent pensions are being allotted to no one except (a). 
~men whose degree of disablement has been assessed at 50% or up- 
wards ; and (b) widows, and in some cases mothers, fathers, or 
other dependents of men who were killed or died on service.

TEA INDUSTRY. 


THEFT OF GREEN TEA LEAF. 


Extract from the proceedings of the meeting of the Legislative Council 
held on the 27th. February, 1923. 


The Hon. T. Y. Wright asked :— 


Would the Government be pleased to state the number of prosecutions for 
theft of green leaf (tea) for 12 months, 1921, 12 months, 1922 ; and the month of 
January, 1923 ? . 


The Reply. 


The Colonial Secretary replied :—The number of prosecutions for that of 
green tea leaf has been as follows :—1921, 7; 1922, 27; January, 1923, 5; 


Kandy, 28th. April, 1923. 


Theft of Green Tea Leaf. 
Sir, 


With reference to the question asked by the Hon’ble the Rural Member 
.at the meeting of the Legislative Council of Ceylon held onthe 27th. February 
1923, | have the honour to inform you that the subject has been before this 
Association and that it is considered that the evidence of Tea Leaf Thefts 
warrant some amendment of the law in that respect. 


I enclose a copy of a report made to the Government Agent, Central 
j Province, by Mr. L. B. Warakaulle, from which it will be seen that the demand 
Po for some amendment of the law does not only come from planters. 
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A planter from an estate near Gampola informs me that within a radius 
of five miles from his estate, Alpitakande, about five million pounds of green 
leaf from village properties is handled annually, of which nearly three million 
pounds pass through the hands of professional buyers. Many of these men 
are trustworthy dealers, but others, less scrupulous, buy from anyone who 
offers leaf without making any enquiry as to its origin. Their trade is there- 
fore not only a menace to the large European Estates, but even more so to 
the small Sinhalese gardens, for it is impossible to identify tea leaf. 


I enclose a copy of the proposals for dealing with this matter which have 
been made by Mr. S. C. Traill, the planter whom I have quoted above, and shall 
be greatly obliged if you can let me know whether Government con- 


siders these proposals feasible, or if not, what steps seem preferable to attain 
the same ends.

Sir, 
Theft of Green Tea Leaf. 


I beg to report that since the day of my arrival here, almost every day I 
am getting complaints both from Superintendents of Estates and from 
Headmen regarding theft of green tea leaf. I find that leaf is stolen from my 
own land at Pileewala. I had a conference with the 4 Koralas of Udapa- 
lata. They say they are quite helpless in the matter. These thefts even 
when detected are very difficult to prove in a Court of law. Thefts are com- 
mitted at night and that too once or twice a month on one estate in some nook 
or corner. It is quite impossible to detect thefts on large estates of 100 or 
200 acres. My Headmen think that legislation is the only remedy against 
it. I too agree with them. The Superintendents of Orion and Sinnapitiya 
Estates are also of the same opinion. 


They suggest that all buyers of green leaf should be licensed and that 
such buyers be compelled to keep a daily record of persons from whom they 
buy leaf, and the name and extent of such estates. 


All owners of small gardens who wish to buy leaf should likewise obtain a 
license and keep a detailed register of parties from whom they buy leaf and that 


y 
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nobody should keep green leaf in his possession between the hours of 7 p.m. 


and 7 a.m. except in a factory,and that anyone caught with leaf who cannot 
give a satisfactory explanation as to how he came to be in possession of same 
be liable to be prosecuted for being in possession of stolen property.

Copy of proposals referred to :— 


‘‘ It is to safeguard the interest of Estates that I bring forward the resolu- 
tion that all buyers of leaf should be duly registered and licensed and no one 
else but licensed buyers to be allowed to buy leaf. Licenses to be granted 
only to people of approved good character and of some substance. This will 
keep out the unscrupulous bad buyers who visits a district for a short time only, 
preferably when the moon is up and leaf thefts most frequent, buys from 
any one and often clears owing money to villagers in all directions. Every 
buyer should keep a daily register stating whom he bought leaf from and what 
quantities. This register to be open to inspection at all times by persons 
appointed by Government. I should suggest that Koralas and Peace Officers 
be appointed, and that in each district some leading planter, for preference a 
J.P. & U.P.M. be the deciding factor in the event of any case arising. Any 
buyer found not keeping his register properly or putting down false entries to 
be severely punished and his license removed. 


I would also suggest that all factories dealing in village leaf do keep their 
register as well. This however could only show their direct suppliers’ name 
and not the names of the original suppliers to the buyers. Legislation should 
be passed in the same lines as the Rubber, Cocoa Thefts Ordinance and 
punishments for the thief of green leaf, and the direct receiver of same, be 
made exemplary. Action of this kind willdomuch to preserve the tea indus- 
try and also safeguard the properties of well managed Estates who frequently 
suffer from the raids of leaf thieves on moonlight nights.” .

I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 29th June, 1923, 
and in reply to your letter of 28th April, 1923, am to draw your attention 
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to the fact that a bill for the prevention of tea thefts was introduced in the 
Legislative Council in 1919, but was not proceeded with owing to the strong 
opposition it evoked. It is not considered desirable or feasible at the present 
time to introduce another bill on similar lines. A copy of the report of the Select 
Committee ofthe Legislative Council on the bill isannexed for your 
information. 


2. It is however felt that the situation might be met by the more vigo- 
rous enforcement of the Protection of Produce Ordinance No. 38 of 1917, 
and instructions have been given with this object in view. I am to sug- 
gest that you should bring the provisions of Sections 2, 3, 4, and 5 of this 
Ordinance to the notice of the Planters who are interested in the matter. 

3. I am also in this connection to draw your attention to Ordinance 
No. 4 of 1891, which has been proclaimed in respect of the following Courts :- 

Nuwara Eliya—Hatton; Kalutara; Gampola; Kandy; Kurunegala ; 
Matala—Panwila; and Panadura.

1. The Committee have carefully considered the various clauses of the 
Bill, and have come to the conclusion that those dealing with the licensing 
of tea manufacturers would tend seriously to hamper the carrying on of 
this important industry. 


2. On the other hand, if there were no system of licensing it would be 
‘difficult to enforce other provisions of the Bill dealing with inspection, keeping 
of books ete., 


3. We therefore think that it would be advisable to withdraw the Bill 
as its remaining provisions are to a large extent covered by the existing law

(3) Every person found loitering or lurking about in a plantation, 
unless he can give a satisfactory reason to the Police Magistrate before whom 
he is tried for such loitering or lurking, shall be guilty of an offence, and shall 
be liable on conviction before such Magistrate to imprisonment of either 
description for any term not exceeding six weeks, or to a fine not exceeding 
twenty five rupees. 


4. Whenever any one is found in possession of any of the following 
descriptions of produce, that is to say : 


(a) Any tea plant, tea stump, tea seed, or tea leaf (whether in a natural 
or manufactured state) ; 


{b) Any rubber plant, rubber stumps, or rubber seed ; 
(c) The fruit of the coffee plant ; 
(d) The fruit of the cardamom plant. 


under such circumstances that there is reason to suspect that the same is 
not honestly in his possession, and he is unable to give to the Court before 
whom he is tried a satisfactory account of his possession thereof, such per- 
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son shall be guilty of an offence, and shall be lable, on summary conviction 
before a Police Magistrate, to imprisonment of either description for a period 
not exceeding six months, or to a fine notexceeding two hundred rupees, or to 
both ; and in the event of a second or subsequent offence shall be liable on 
conviction to imprisonment of either description for a period not exceeding 
one year, or to a fine not exceeding five hundred rupees, or to both. 


5. (1) It shall not be lawful for one to purchase or take in barter or 
exchange or receive any produce from any labourer employed on any planta- 
tion, except under the written authority of the owner or other person for the 
time being in change of the plantation. 


(2) Any person committing a breach of the provsions of this section 


shall be guilty of an offence, and shall be liable on conviction before a Police: 
Magistrate to rigorous or simple imprisonment for a period not exceeding six. 


months, or to a fine not exceeding one hundred rupees.

ADVERTISEMENT OF Tea AND OrneR PrRopvcts. 


A letter from Mr. H. A. Webb proposing the following three 
resolutions was read :— 


(1) ‘‘ That in the opinion of this Association funds should 
be raised for the purpose of advertisement and for re- 
search work ”’. 


(2) That these funds could best be raised by a cess ”’, 
(3)°° That the funds for the different products be kept separate ’ 


Mr. Webb spoke at some length in support of his resolutions 
and was seconded by Mr. M. S. Milne. 


Mr. H. J. D. Stokes mentioned that in the case of rubber, adver- 
tisement in research work was already well cared for by the Rubber 
Growers’ Association. 


Mr. A. Dyson Rook enquired whether it was not a matter rather 
for Proprietors than for the Planters’ Association. 


Mr. Patterson stated that in his opinion the British Empire 
Exhibition would prove the most valuable advertisement for Ceylon 
Products and he advised concentrating on that for the present. 


Speaking of research work Mr. Sydney Smith pointed out the 
curious fact that although rubber is a comparatively new industry, 
we have already more scientific knowledge regarding that product 
than we have concerning tea. | 


Mr. R. G. Coombe said that this Association could not do 
better than support the Director of Agriculture in his endeavour to 
obtain facilitiesfor research work. He observed that the present 
Director was the best man who had ever held that position in 
‘Ceylon. 


Mr. Carey said that a cess on tea for the purpose of advertise- 
ment was probably a good measure, but that the present was not a 
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good time to institute it. Already there was much new taxation 
and he would prefer to get the labour question settled before going 
to Government and asking for legislation to advertise tea. He 
said that it was easier to collect money for such a purpose that to 
spend it to advantage. He proposed that this Committee supports 
the proposal for a cess for the purpose of advertising Ceylon tea, 
and is of opinion that it should be taken up when a favourable 
time comes. This resolution met with the support of the meeting.

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Extract from minutes of a meeting of the General Committee of 
the Planters’ Association of Ceylon held on the 13th July, 1923. 


Tea PropaGaANDA IN THE U.S.A. Correspondence on this 
subject was read and a considerable discussion followed. 


Mr. H. A. Webb was strongly of opinion that the present 
is the time to start advertising Ceylon Tea vigorously. 


Mr. M. J. Cary suggested bringing it up early next year, as at 
the present time considerable funds had already been provided for 
advertising and companies were not prepared to spend more on this 
at present. 


M:. Webb pointed out that it would be some time before any 
ordinance could be passed, and that it was necessary to start 
preparing for this at once if it were to be brought into action in 
1924. 


The Chairman pointed out that before any legislation be passed 
it would be necessary to get the concurrence of all Proprietors, 
and that this unanimity was not probable. He suggested that 
Ceylon Tea should be given free at the British Empire Exhibition. 


Mr. J. 8S. Patterson said that this point had already received 
the attention of this Committee, and that the difficulty was that 
the catering for the whole Exhibition would almost certainly be 
in the hands of one large firm. 


In voting to the question of a cess upon tea, Mr. Cary said 
that opinion in London had been against this, but that it was now 
somewhat modified. He also proposed that the Planters’ Asso- 
ciation should ask the British Empire Exhibition Committee 
in Colombo to request that no tea should be sold inthe Exhibition 
except British grown tea, and the Secretary was directed to write 
to this efiect. 

The following resolution was then proposed by Mr. Webb, 
seconded by Mr. Carson Parker, and was passed nem, con, :— 

“This Association is of the opinion that initial steps should be 
taken to start a tea cess and that the Ceylon Association in London 
be asked to give this their support. ”

In reference to your letter of 17th July, the question of Tea Propagan 
da was considered by my Council and after discussion the following Re- 
solution was carried :— 


‘* That although this Association is not opposed in a general way to a 
Cess as a means of pushing Ceylon Teas, they consider that the present 
moment is not an opportune time to propose it. It is fully expected 
that the Exhibition of 1924 will present many opportunities to advertise 
the article. There are also doubts in many quarters whether, having 
regard to the statistical position of Ceylon Tea, any material expansion 
of the present out-put could be expected. This Association therefore 
fears that the introduction of a Cess would not receive that unanimous 
support which is necessary to obtain Legislation. ”’

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Tea Research Scheme. 


Report of the Sub-Committee appointed by the General Commit- 
tee of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon to consider the question 


of a Tea Research Scheme. 


Your Sub-Committee composed of Messrs. A. J. Austin 
Dickson, John Horsfall, A. T. Sydney Smith, R. G. Coombe, 
H. A. Webb, George Brown, Allen Coombe, L. A. Wright and the 
Chairman of the Association met on the 9th January 1924,* and 
considered in consultation with the Director of Agriculture the 
following resolutions passed at the meeting ofthe General Committee 
of the Planters’ Association held on November 9th. 1923 :— 


1. “ That in the opinion of this Association a Scheme 
based on somewhat similar lines to the Rubber Research 
Scheme is most necessary and desirable for the continued 
welfare of the Tea industry of this Colony. 


2. “ That it is felt that the present time is the favour- 
able one for the consideration and inauguration of such a 
scheme. 


3. “* That the co-operation and support of all bodies 
interested in the Tea industry be solicited, and that for 
this purpose a Sub-committee be appointed.” 


Your Sub-Committee is strongly of the opinion that a Research 
Scheme for the Tea Industry is most essential for its continued 
welfare, and is of opinion that a Scheme along the lines of the ex- 
isting Rubber Research Scheme should be organised with the least 
delay possible. 


It recognises that in view of the prosperity of the tea industry 
the present time is most opportune for inaugurating such a scheme 
and it is assured of the support of the Department of Agriculture. 


*Messrs. C. P. Anderson and David Cameron were also members of the 
Sub-Committee, but were unable to attend the meeting. 


CaLEG: 
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Any such scheme should be controlled by an Executive Com- 
mittee representative of the Tea-growing industry of Ceylon and 
the Government should be approached with the request that the 
Director of Agriculture should be Chairman of such a Committee. 


The Sub-Committee recommends that the scheme should be 
financed both by the Industry and by Government. It considered 
in detail the present system of financing the Rubber Research 
Scheme, but is strongly of the opinion that the financing of any 
such Research Scheme for the Tea Industry should be supported 
by the whole Industry and should not be dependent for its funds 
upon voluntary contributions. On behalf of the Industry it 
recommends that an additional export duty at the rate of 5 cents 
per 100 lbs. should be collected at the Customs and credited to a 
Special Tea Research Fund and that Government be asked to credit 
annually from General Revenue an amount equal to that 
contributed by the Industry by the special export duty above 
referred to. 


It is estimated that such a basis of contribution would produce 
annually about Rs. 90,000/- from the Industry and an equal amount 
from Government. The contributions to the present Rubber 
Research scheme are on the basis of Government contribution 60% 
and the Rubber Industry contribution 40%. Your Committee 
considered the adoption of a similar basis for contributions for the 
proposed ‘Tea Research Scheme, but concluded that contributions 
of equal amounts are more equitable than the 60 ; 40 basis of the 
Rubber Research Scheme. It recommends that the Planters’ 
Association should adopt the basis of 50:50 for recommendation to 
Government for the Tea Industry Research Scheme. 


The funds which it is estimated would be obtained from con- 
tributions based on the above recommendations should be sufficient 
to secure without delay the following research officers for the 
Scheme :— 


One Chemist, 

One Mycologist, 

One Entomologist, 

One Technologist for factory investigations, 
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Two travelling Advisory Officers—one for the South West 
side of the Island and one for the Uva side. 


It would also allow for an annual surplus balance which should 
to placed to reserve account and accumulated until sufficient funds 
are available for the purchase of a suitable Experiment Station 
and for the equipment with the most modern machinery of a small 
factory. It is estimated that such a Station would pay interest 
on the capital invested. 


An Agriculturist would also then have to be secured for the 
supervision of cultural and other agricultural experiments which 
are essential for the industry. 


It is estimated that within three years from the inuagura- 
tion of the scheme sufficient funds would have been accumulated 
for the purchase of one experiment station of about 100 acres and 
for the building of bungalows abd laboratories. This period will 
enable the Research Staff to become fully acquainted with Ceylon 
conditions and the problems of its tea industry. It is recommended 
that at the beginning the Chemist, Mycologist and Entomologist 
for the Tea Research Scheme should be allowed to work in the new 
Laboratories at Peradeniya in the closest possible co-operation with 
the officers of the Department of Agriculture. The Director of 
Agriculture informed us that arrangements could be made for the 
laboratory accomodation for such officers without undue inter- 
ference with the work of Departmental officers. 


The Officers of the Scheme would be under the general direc- 
tion and control of the Director of Agriculture in the same manner 
as the present officers of the Rubber Research Scheme. 


The Revenue from the Experiment Station would be credited 
to the funds of the Scheme and it is estimated that in a few years 
from the purchase of the Experiment Station, if the present satis- 
factory prices for tea are maintained, it would be possible to open 
out subsidiary experiment stations in other districts. 


L 7 
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Your Sub-Committee are of opinion that the ultimate aim of 
the Research Scheme should be one main experiment station for 
up-country tea and threesubsidiary stations—one for the Uva side 
of the country, one for mid-country and one for low-country. It 
would desire to emphasize this opinion in order that such an ob- 
ject should be kept closely in view by the Executive Committee 
responsible for the control of the Scheme if this opinion is endorsed 
by the Planters’ Association. 


Your Sub-Committee did not think it necessary to go into 
details over the research problems which require immediate atten- 
tion. Members thought it desirable to leave such matters to the 
Executive Committee of the Scheme and to the Department of 


Agriculture which will be represented on the Committee by its 
Director. 


It further recommends that (if the Planters’ Association agrees 
to the proposals submitted in this report) immediate steps be taken 
to secure the support of the proprietary interests in the Tea Indus- 
try through the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association and the 
Ceylon Association in London and that Government be approached 
with the request that it approves of a grant-in-aid to the Scheme 
being placed in the Estimates for the Financial Year 1924-25.

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Report by Mr, T, Petch on Importation 
of Tea seed, 


I have the honour to submit the following report on the ques- 
tion raised by the Chairman of the Badulla Planters’ Association. 


1. Disinfection of tea seed was proposed on the supposition 
that spores of Blister Blight were likely to be conveyed only on 
the exterior of the seed, to which they might adhere accidentally. 
The method of disinfection, on being tested, was found to be in- 
efficient not because it was inefficiently carried out, but because 
fungi were not eliminated by the treatment. 


2. Further, Gadd, in the course of his experiments on dis- 
infection of tea seed, found that fungus spores occurred within 
the seed coat or the micropyle, and suggested that these spores 
entered when the seed dried. ‘‘ The seed coat of the tea seed is 
hard and does not shrink on drying. As the seeds dry, the coty- 
ledons shrink from the seed coat, so forming an air space within 
the seed. It is suspected that the spores which have entered this 
air space are not affected by the formaldehyde vapour ”’ (Disin- 
fection treatment of the tea seed, P. 2). 


3. While this question was under investigation, the Mycolo- 
gist of the Indian Tea Association pointed out that ‘“ The methods 
of disinfection are at fault, as no known method disinfects the in- 
side of the seed coat without killing the seed. As fungi (? spores, 
T.P.) are frequently found inside the shell and we have no proof 
that Hxobasidium vexans is not amongst them it is obviously use- 
less to disinfect merely the outside ”’ (Disinfection treatment of 
tea seed, p. 8.) 


4. Under these circumstances, it was agreed that disin- 
fection was useless. Disinfection was consequently abandoned, 
because there is no known method of disinfection which is likely 
to be efficient. 


® 


5. In the report of the meeting of the Badulla Planters 
Association in the daily press, the Chairman is reported to have 
read a passage from the Journal of the Indian Tea Association 
to the effect that plants attacked by blister blight do not bear 
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seed. I do not find that statement in the Journal referred to, 
but it is probable that he was incorrectly reported, as his letter 
of November 18th to the Director of Agriculture quotes the correct 
version i.e. ‘seed attacked by the disease never mature’”’ By 
‘* seeds ’’ the writer evidently means fruits. 


6. The two statements quoted are not identical. It is not 
alleged that bushes attacked by Blister Blight do not bear seed, 
but that fruits which are attacked by the disease do not mature. 


7. The latter fact could be predicted by anyone with a 
field knowledge of mycology. It had already been taken into 
account and the general effect of an Exobasidium on a fruit was 
described on p. 5 of the paper on “ Disinfection treatment of tea 
seed.”’ It was never supposed that seeds attacked by Blister 
Blight could be collected. The possible danger of the introduction 
of Blister Blight depends on the chance adherence of spores to the 
seed coat, and their occurrence within the seed coat, drawn in 
during the contraction of the cotyledons. Hither of these might 
occur while the mature seeds were enclosed inthe split capsule on 
the bush, or after the seeds have fallen to the ground. They only 
require the presence of Blister Blight in the district where the 
seed is grown. 


8. Consequently the fact quoted by the Chairman of the 
Badulla Planters’ Association does not afford any new reasons 
for reconsidering the question. It had been anticipated in my 
previous report. 


9. To obviate possible misunderstanding with regard to 
Blister Blight, it would appear advisable, in view of recent publi- 
cations on the subject, to deal here with some further details, viz. 
the history of the disease, its possible method of distribution and 
its probable source. 


HistorRY OF THE DISRASE. 


10. It may be accepted that blister blight has been known in 
India for nearly 60 years. It was recorded by Peal in 1868. - But 
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it was apparently not then wide-spread or very serious, as it was 
not mentioned by subsequent writers on tea, with the exception of 
Baildon, in “Tea in Assam ”’ (1877). According to Watt and 
Mann, it was next noted in 1895, it was then becoming serious 
in Assam, and was considered of sufficient importance to warrant 
the sending of specimens to Kew for identification and advice. 
It was continued to be serious in Assam for at least the next 
ten years. It is said to be not so severe in that province at the 
present time, but that may be merely a periodic lull] such as occurs 
in the case of many diseases. 


11. The disease appeared in Darjeeling in 1907 or 1908 and 
in the latter year had spread all over that district. It caused 
severe damage almost immediately, and it still continues to be a 
serious disease there. 


12. In 1920 the disease appeared in Japan and Formosa, 
where it now occurs all the year round, though it is most serious 
from March to April. 


13. Thus the History of Blister Blight is not exceptional. 
The disease at first was confined to one district, was not particu- 
larly serious, and did not show any tendancy to spread. After 
nearly thirty years, it assumed epidemic proportions, and caused 
considerable damage for several years. Ten years later, having 
established its reputation as a serious disease, it began to spread, 
and appeared in another district in the same country several 
hundred miles distant, where it caused severe damage from the 
outset. And finally (it is hoped) it is recorded from another country 
thousands of miles away. 


14. It is urged that as the disease has been known in India 
for 60 years, it is improbable that it will now after that lapse 
of time, spread to Ceylon. Exactly the same argument might have 
been applied to Darjeeling. It is scarcely possible that the disease 
existed in Darjeeling before 1907 without attracting any atten- 
tion: indeed, it is generally accepted that the outbreak of disease 
there in that year was due to its introduction from some outside 
source. But it had then existed in Assam for forty years. The fact 
that blister blight can spread to distant countries must now be 
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regarded as proved. Evidently it is impossible to deduce, from the 
fact that a disease has existed in one locality fora number of years 
without spreading, that it never willl spread. The history of 
diseases in general affords no support for such a conclusion. 


SOURCE OF THE DISEASE. 


15. Whenever any fungus disease attacks a cultivated plant 
it is an obvious assumption that the fungus has previously existed 
on other cultivated plants, or on the same plant growing wild in 
the jungle, if a native of the same country or on allied jungle 
plants, if a new introduction, and has spread thence to a new 
host. On several occasions it has been claimed that blister blight 
has been found on jungle plants in India, but on investigation 
it has always been found that either the blisters on the jungle 
plants were not caused by fungi, or, if caused by fungi, were not 
caused by Hxobasidium vexans, the fungus of blister blight. Up 
to the present time nofungus ona jungle plant has been found 
which fulfuls the necessary condition to prove its identity with 
Exobasidium vexans, viz. that its spores, when applied to tea 
would produce Blister Blight. 


16. Species of Hxobasidium are obligate parasites, i.e. they 
do not live except as parasites, and each species is restricted to 
a few closely-allied host plants. Thus the most evident assump- 
tion as regards Hxobasidium vexans is that it originally occurred 
on wild tea in the jungle. Indeed, even if it first occurred on 
other jungle plants, it would be expected to occur on wild tea 
also for it is improbable that the wild tea would escape 
infection while the cultivated tea was severely attacked. This 
assumption would explain its first appearance in Assam, where tea 
is ‘‘ wild ’’ in the jungle. 


17. Recently it has been suggested that Hxobasidium vexans 
occurs in the jungle Rhododendron and that that plant is the 
source of disease on tea. Now, species of Exobasidium on _ 
Rhododendron are well known in most countries where Rhododen- 
drons occur. But Rhododendron (Ericaceae) and Tea (Teons- 
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troemiaceae) belong to widely different families, and the sugges- 
tion that an Hzobasidium can pass from the one plant to the 
other is so contrary to our knowledge of the habits of Hxobasidium 
that it should not have been put forward without definite evidence 
based on cross-infections. At the present time it is not sup- 
ported by a vestige of proof or probability. It may be noted 
that an EHxobasidium occurs on Rhododendron in Ceylon, but it 
has not spread to tea. 


PROBABLE METHOD oF DISTRIBUTION. 


18. It would appear most probable that the original infec- 
tion of cultivated tea in Assam was due to spores from tea in the 
jungle, whether wind-borne or conveved by seed. Except for the 
original experiments with China tea, the Assam estates originated 
from jungle seed. 


19. McRae who investigated the outbreak in Darjeeling, 
suggested that the spores had been introduced into Darjeeling 
from Assam with seed, as small quantities of seed are so trans- 
ferred periodically (Agric. Jour. India v, p. 132), and up to the 
present time there is no evidence in support of any other ex- 
planation. It could not have been introduced from tea in the 
jungles above Darjeeling, as according to the available infor- 
mation, tea does not occur in a wild state in those jungles. 


As already noted, the theory, has been put forward, by those 
who do not admit the possibility of | conveyance by seed, that it 
spread to tea from Rhodendrons in those jungles, but even on that 
theory there is no adequate explanation of how the transfer took 
place, the Rhododendron forests being several days’ journey from 
the present tea gardens. The improbability of this theory has 
already been pointed out. 


20. It is stated that Blister Blight ‘very rarely survives 
the journey from Darjeeling to Assam ”’ (Quarterly Journal of the 
India Tea Association, 1922 p. 38). It is not necessary that it 
should have survived the reverse journey on many occasions 
in order to establish the disease in Darjeeling.- 
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21. Itis also urged that “ It is extremely unlikely that the 
disease was carried in tea seed, as Assam tea seed from infected 
gardens has been exported to many places for many years without 
any break of blister blight following.’”’ With regard to this it 
may be said that the greater part of the tea area of India and Cey- 
lon was planted up before blister blight began to be serious in 
Assam. Moreover, as blister blight apparently flourishes only in 
a cool climate, much of this seed would be planted in districts 
unfavourable to the disease. Further we do not know why the 
disease became capable of spreading in 1907. It is by no means 
expectional that a disease should remain restricted to one area 
for many years, and then suddenly begin to spread elsewhere. 


THE VIABILITY OF THE SPORES. 


2. It isclaimed that there is no danger of transmitting 
blister blight by spores, because the spores soon die. Butler 
states that “the spores early lose their vitality, few surviving 
even the journey by post from Assam to Darjeeling (perhaps two 
to three days.) ’’ Tunstall states “‘ Isolated spores of both kinds 
only survive a few hours, and no resting stage of any kind seems 
to be produced. It is very difficult to get the live blister blight 
fungus from Darjeeling to Assam.” No data of any experiments 
on this point have been published, and the nearest approach to 
a definite trial which has been recorded, viz. that by McRae 
in 1910. (Bull-18, Agric. Research Institute Pusa), would appear 
to be in conflict with the opinions quoted. As already pointed out, 
if only a few spores survived they would suffice to spread the dis- 
vase. As this point is animportant one it appears advisable, 
even at the risk of unduly extending this report, to include a few 
details concerning the germination of fungus spores in general. 

23. A fungus spore correspond biologically to the seed of a 
flowering plant, i. e. it is the normal means of propagation. But 
whereas the seeds of flowering plants in general will germinate under 
suitable conditions of warmth and moisture, a very large propor- 
tion of fungus spores cannot be made to germinate by any known 
method. That they do germinate is evident from the fact that the 
species persists and spreads, but the conditions which control 
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their germination remain undetermined in spite of prolonged in- 
vestigation. Numerous cases of this kind are known to all My- 
cologists. As an instance, we may cite the large family of Basi- 
diomycetae, of which the common mushroom is the type. Up to 
a few years ago, the germination of the spores of nearly all these 
fungi could not be effected in culture. It was believed, for ex- 
ample, that the spores of the common mushroom would only ger- 
minate after they had passed through the alimentary canal of a 
horse, and it was claimed that others required to be digested by 
slugs. Recently, it was found that the spores of some Basidiomy- 
cetae could be made to germinate, if a small piece of the fructi- 
fication was included in the culture with the spores ; but the method 
is not universally applicable. Again in the case of the Mycetozou 
is is sometimes found that the spores when immersed in water will 
not germinate ; if however they are dried off and re-wetted, they 
may germinate rapidly. The latter case has an interesting paral- 
lel in the flowering plants. Seeds of the Water Hyacinth were 
kept in water for two years without germinating ; when however 
they were dried and again immersed in water they germinated in a 
few days. | 


24. Many other examples might be cited. The present state 
of our knowledge may be summed up as follows. Many fungus 
spores will germinate in water, others will germinate in special 
solutions or after special treatment, while very many have resisted 
all attempts to make them germinate, though it is obvious that 
they must germinate in nature. It follows that, when fungus 
spores do not germinate under experiment in the laboratory, the 
only conclusion which can_ be drawn is that they do not germinate 
under the conditions of the laboratory methods tried. 


It cannot be deduced that they will not germinate under 
natural conditions. 


25. It is necessary to emphasise this phase of the question, as 
at the present time there is a great tendency to draw, from labo- 
ratory experiments, deductions which are scarcely in harmony 
with field experience in mycology. 
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26. As an illustration, recent investigations of the disease 
may be cited. In this particular case the fungus has three kinds 
of spores,—conidia, pycnospores, and ascospores. As a result of 
laboratory experiments, the first investigator of this disease stated 
that the pycnospores did not germinate. The next investigator 
stated that the ascospores are few in number, many of them die 
naturally, and the remainder survive drying only for three or four 
hours, sothat their share in desseminating the disease is negligible ; 
that the pycnospores germinate readily, but the germ tube remains 
short and therefore these spores are of no significance in spreading 
the disease ; and that the conidia lose theirpower of germination 
in 12 to 18 hours. Ifthese facts apply in nature one can only 
wonder how the fungus manages to survive. The more probable 
conclusion is that they are only true under laboratory 
conditions. 


27. In the case of the fresh spores of Hxobasidiwm vexans, 
some germinate in a few hours when placed in water, while others. 
do not ; but when the spores are a few days old (Butler) none ger- 
minate. Tunstall found that they would not germinate after 
a few hours, a result which in comparison with Butler’s indicates 
that there may bea differenee inthespores when freshly taken from 
the blister. In this respect, Sawada’s observations in Formosa 
are instructive. He found that some of the Spores germinated at 
once, but those which failed to germinate assumed a thick walled 
appearance, which is due to the thickened contents adhering to 
the wall. It may well happen that spores which are just mature, or 
not quite mature, may germinate under laboratory conditions, 
while those which are older will not, though still alive, just as, in the 
case of many flowering plants, some seeds will germinate imme- 
diately while others pass into a resting condition which may last 
for some years. The results obtained with the spores of blister 
blight strongly suggest that this happens in that fungus. In 
any case the failure to germinate the spores after a 
few days is only failure under the laboratory methods tried. 


28. It has been necessary to discuss the foregoing points 
at some length because they deal with an aspect of mycology with 
which the planter is not likely to be familiar, While positive re- 
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sults in germination experiments are of value, negative results are 
applicable only under the conditions of the experiment. It would 
certainly appear unwise, to risk an industry on the negative 
results of a laboratory germination test. 


LEGISLATION IN GENERAL. 


29. Disinfection of seeds and plants to prevent the intro- 
duction of fungus diseases has been in vogue in several countries 
for some years and has not always proved effective. Hence the 
tendency at the present day is towards complete prohibition. 
A striking example has recently been furnished by the United 
States, with regard to diseases of maize. These diseases occur 
in the Philippines, but to make certain that they shall not be 
introduced into America, the import of maize from all countries 
in the East. is prohibited. Ceylon is included in the prohibition, 
though the diseases are not known in Ceylon. Moreover, not only 
maize but the seed of numerous other related plants, wild and cul- 
tivated, are excluded. As far as is known, some of these plants 
are not attacked by these diseases, but there is a probability that 
they may be ; hence the import of their seed is prohibited. Maize 
is an important crop in the United States, and the country is not 
taking any risk. 


30. Legislation in any country is a compromise, dependent 
upon local conditions. When coffee was destroyed by leaf disease 
in Ceylon, certain British Colonies in the Western Hemisphere 
prohibited the importation of any seeds or plants from Ceylon. 
When, however they wanted to acquire Hevea, the prohibition was 
waived. The action taken depends upon existing circumstances. 
If a country considers that certain plants are necessary or desira- 
able, it accepts the risk, if any, of introducing disease ; but if those 
plants are already established in the country, it may decide, as 
in the United States, to protect its own industries by prohibiting 
further import. The import of tea seed into Ceylon during the 
past few years has been very small, and it certainly does not 
appear advisable to risk introducing disease into out best tea for 
the sake of a few cwts. of imported seed. 
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31. The following opinion has been expressed by the Direc- 
tor of the Experiment Station for tea in Java. ‘‘ It has even been 
stated that disinfection of tea seed is quite superfluous, because 
all diseases and pests of tea occur in Java. That is a very danger- 
ous mistake, and we need not be long in agreeing upon the necessity 
of protecting the estates of Java against, for example, Hzobasi- 
dium vexans which causes blister blight and Chlorita flavescens 
(Green Fly), which do not yet occur here, and have caused great in- 
jury in British India. Since these parasites have not up to now 
been found in Java, it has been concluded that they are not danger- 
ous, and that their spores or eggs cannot endure a long journey. 
On that point one must not be too optimistic. A single spore of 
Exobasidium, a single egg of Chlorita which might prove resistant 
to the journey and so arrive in Java in a living condition, would 
be sufficient to cause serious disease.”’ (No. 26, Meded. v.h. Proe- 
festat'on voor Thee, p. 4.) 


32. It is urged that seed must be introduced because tea 
seed bearers detriorate in Ceylon. I am not. aware of any valid 
evidence in support of the latter contention. If seed gardens 
are established under proper conditions there does not appear to 
be any reason why seed bearers should deteriorate. 


SUMMARY 


33. (a) That Blister Blight can be transferred over long 
distances is established. 


(b) There is no adequate explanation of this trans- 
ference except on the supposition that the 
spores are conveyed with the seed. 


(c) Bhlster Blight has not yet been found on any other 
plant except tea. 


(d) Laboratory germination experiments on spores 


do not necessarily prove what happens in 
nature. 
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(e) Disinfection cannot kill spores within the seed, 
and in any case is liable to prove 
ineffective. 


(f) Where there is no special reason for incurring the 
risk, the modern practice is to ensure certainty 
as far as is humanly possible, by enforcing 
prohibition instead of disinfection. 


(g) Under the present condition in Ceylon, it is inad- 
visable to run the risk of introducing Blister 
Blight into Up-country tea for the sake of a few 
hundredweights of imported seed.

Copy of letter from the Secretary, Rubber Growers’ Associa- 
tion, London, to the Local Secretary, Rubber Growers’ Association, 
Kuala Lumpur, dated 8th. February 1923. 


GENERAL MATTERS. 


No doubt you are aware that one of the principal activities. 
of the R.G.A. Propaganda Department has been in connection 
with the crude rubber sole. 

The general public, sports clubs, schools etc., have had the 
crepe rubber sole brought to their notice through the medium of a 
folder (specimen attached) which has also been distributed with 
appropriate covering letters to boot manufacturers, wholesalers, 
and retailers throughout the country’ A reference to the “ bulle- 
tin ’—vide pps. 130, 267, 296 and 401 Vol. III will explain the 
campaign in this country. 


The result of this publicity has been the creation of a per- 
manent and increasing demand for the product. In addition, the 
crepe sole is receiving the attention of manufacturers on the Con- 
tinent, in the United States of America, the Colonies and elsewhere. 


It is felt that in course of time the demand will be such as 
to warrant the producer directing his energies to an extended 
‘ manufacture of this special form of rubber in order to meet the 
) requirements of the world’s markets.

No doubt a good deal is being done in the countries of produc- 
tion to create a local demand for the crepe rubber sole, but the 
Propaganda Committee consider that the result of the work 
carried out in this country justifies an extension of their activities 
in the East and that the time is ripe for the launching of judicious 
propaganda, particularly in connection with a crude rubber sandal. 


m\ The Propaganda Committee are of the opinion that the pro- 
4 duction of a cheap sandal which will appeal to the teeming 
tO, population of the East must lead toa greatdemand for crepe rubber 
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if adequate propaganda is carried out. The Committee feel that 
such a. campaign could be more effectively carried out in co-opera- 
tion with Local Propaganda Committees in Malaya, Ceylon, South 
India, and Burma, as a knowledge of local conditions and markets 
is necessary to achieve the best results. 


If the proposal meets with approval in your side, my Com- 
mittee suggest that to avoid overlapping and duplication of effort, 
each Local Propaganda Committee should confine its activities 
to definite countries. for example :— 


Malaya Committee would concentrate on Malaya, Japan and China. 


Ceylon do Ceylon, Egypt and Arabia. 
India does India. 
Burma do Burma and Siam. 


The Dutch Indies would be dealt with either by the proposed 
Propaganda Department of the International Association. The 
Hague, or by the Malaya Committee. 


Attached is a rough draft of the lines upon which it is suggested 
propaganda might be developed. (See Appendix “ B.”’). 


It is further suggested that the R.G.A. should assist the Local 
Propaganda Committee in respect of expenses which would be 
incurred, but as the control of the Propaganda Fund is vested 
in the Council of the R.G.A. it will be necessary to obtain their 
sanction before any financial commitments are made. 


Before coming to any definite decision as to the nature and 
scope of the scheme and more particularly questions of finance, 
the Propaganda Committee would be glad to receive the considered 
views of your Committee on the proposals outlined in this 
letter’ 


I shall, therefore, be glad if you will bring the matter before 
your Committee as soon as possible.

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APPENDIX ‘B’ TO PROPAGANDA COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Tentative Suggestions for Propagandainthe East in connec- 
tion with (a) Crepe Rubber Soles, (b) Crude Rubber Sandals. 


(a) Crepe Rubber Soles. 


The demand for these arises from the well-to-do. 


It is suggested that this demand be fostered by approaching 
all large retail stores, bootmakers, etc., Possibly a list of suitable 
retailers and distributors might be prepared from local Directories 
and a suitable circular letter forwarded to them enclosing a folder 
similar to the R.G..A. Folder, adapted to local requirements. 


Public demand could be created by means of a circular to 
messes, clubs etc., and a circular with the folder could also be 
forwarded to all shareholders in local companies. Advertising 
by the Propaganda Department is not favoured, as all advertise- 
ments must feature a proprietary or individual brand and it is 
essential that any publicity which is undertaken shall be for the 
commodity in general and not for a particular firm’s products. 
The cost of any advertising should be borne by the individuals 
interested. 


The columns of the press should be utilised tothefullest extent. 
(b) Crude Rubber Sandals. 


It has been noted that a certain amount of experimental 
work has been undertaken by the producers in the East with a 
view to evolving a Crude Rubber Sandal. Every encouragement 
should be given to Estate Managers and others to continue this 
experimental work. 


Stores and retailers who necessarily will have an intimate 
knowledge of the local market for sandals should be interested in 
this proposition and their views as to the type of article required 
should be obtained. Steps should be taken to ascertain the price 
which will ensure a ready sale. The possibilities of developing 
an extensive business in crude rubber sandals should be brought 
home to all traders dealing in sandals. As in the case of crepe 
rubber sole, this can be effected by circulars or personal canvass 
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Points for particular emphasis are :— 
1. Ease of production—materials produced locally. 
2. Possibilities of development of big demand. 


Once a satisfactory type of sandal has been produced, the 
question of publicity will have to be carefully considered. 


The above suggestions are necessarily very sketchy, but are 
merely put forward as a ground work which may lead to practical 
propositions.

THE COCONUT INDUSTRY. 


Report of the Sub-Committee appointed by the General Com- 
mittee of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon to consider the Es- 
tablishment of a Research Scheme for the Coconut Industry. 


Your Sub-Committee consisting of Messrs. A. P. Waldock, 
J. S. Patterson, A. W. Warburton Gray, Chas. Gibbon, L. M. W. 
Wilkins, Hon’ble Mr. T. Y. Wright and the Chairman of the Asso- 
ciation together with the representatives from the Low Country 
Products Association has met, in consultation with the Director 
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of Agriculture, to consider the following resolutions of the General 
Committee of the Association passed at its meeting of November 
14th. 1923. 


1. “ That in the opinion of this Association a scheme 
based on somewhat similar lines to the Rubber Re- 
search Scheme is most necessary and desirable for 
the continued welfare of the Coconut Industry of this 
Colony.” 


2. ‘* That it is felt that the present time is the favourable 
one for the consideration and inauguration of such a 
Scheme, 


3. “That the co-operation and support of all bodies 
interested in the Coconut Industry be solicited, and 
that for this purpose a Sub-Committee be appointed.” 


Mr. C. E. A. Dias, Chairman of the Low Country Products 
Association attended the meeting of your Sub-Committee 
and stated that the Low Country Products Association had ap- 
pointed a Sub-Committee to co-operate with the Sub-Committee 
of the Planters Association. and that it had met and had come to 
certain conclusions which he was prepared to submit to the 
present combined meeting. 


All interested in the welfare of the coconut industry were 
convinced that it was necessary that a proper Research Scheme 
should be established on the lines of the present Rubber Research 
Scheme and the members of the Low Country Products Associa- 
tion were prepared to support such a Scheme and recommend 
that the basis of contribution for such a scheme should be similar 
to that for the Rubber Research Scheme viz:— Government 
contribution 60% and the industry contribution 40%. 


This Committee endorses this proposal as it has the support of 
the Low Country Products Association, which also endorses the 
proposal that the contributions from the industry should be 
collected as an additional export duty at the Customs from the 
Industry as a whole and not from voluntary contributions to 
the Scheme by subscribing estates or proprietors. 
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It is recommended that the basis of contribution should be 
10 cents per thousand nuts and its approximate equivalents, 5 cents 
per cwt. of oil, 24 cents per cwt. of copra, and 3$ cents per cwt. 
on desiccated coconut and that fibre and poonac should be 
exempted. 


It is estimated that such contributions from the Coconut 
Industry will produce annually about Rs. 75,000 and that the 
contribution from Government funds would be Rs, 112,500 
annually. These funds would enable the Scheme to supply from 
its inauguration one Mycologist, one Entomologist, one Agricul- 
turist and one Travelling Advisory Officer and to carry on one 
Central Experiment Station of not less than 100 acres in 
coconuts. 


It is recommended that the Scheme should be controlled by an 
Executive Committee representative of the Coconut Industry 
and that the Government should be approached with the request 
that the Director of Agriculture should be Chairman of this Com- 
mittee. 


It is further recommended that Government be asked to ad- 
vance an amount of Rs. 250,000 to the proposed Scheme for the 
purchase of a suitable Central Coconut Experiment Station. It 
is felt that such a station should consist of not less than 100 acres 
of coconut in full bearing and that there should be addition! land 
available up to a further 300 acres for extensions. It should be 


situated in the large coconut growing areas between Kurunegala 
and Chilaw. 


It is suggested that such a loan from Government should be 
repayable with interest within 10 years and that subsequently 
additional subsidiary stations in other districts should be opened 
up. Allrevenue from the Experiment Station should be credited 
to the funds of the Scheme. 


The officers of the Scheme would be under the general direct- 
tion and control of the Director of Agriculture in the same manner- 
as the present. officers of the Rubber Research Scheme.

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It is further recommended that this report be placed as early 
as possible before the Planters’ Association and the Low Country 
Products Association and if endorsed by those Associations it be 
forwarded to Government with the request that it approves of 
the advance to the Scheme and to the contributory Grant-in-aid 
being placed in the Estimates for the Financial Year 1924-25.

Sale of Discharge Ticket Forms. 
Sir, 


I have the honour to inform you that it is within the knowledge of mem- 
bers of this Association that a considerable traffic exists which has for its 
purpose the transferring of labourers from one estate to another. Agencies 
have sprung up and persons who have no interest whatsoever, except to make 
money, now describe themselves as Labour Agents, lure coolies from their 
employ and offer to transfer their services to new employers for a considera- 
tion. 


This matter was discussed at a meeting of the General Committee of this 
Association held oa the 9th. instant. Ido not think that there can be any 
reasonable doubt that this traffic is not for the good of the Island. It cer- 
tainly does not benefit the labourer himself, and it unquestionably damages 
the interests of the employer. I am directed, therefore, to enquire whether 
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Government can prohibit the sale of discharge ticket forms to persons other 
than the Superintendents of registered estates. It is only to employees upon 
registered estates that these forms apply, and it is believed that if it were 
possible to restrict their use to those who may legitimately use ther, the 
traffic referred to above would become more difficult.

Sir, 

In continuation of the letter dated the 23rd March, 1923 addressed 
to you from this office regarding the restriction of the sale of discharge ticket 
forms, I am directed to point out that section 24 of Ordinance No. 13 of 1889 
as amended by section 2 of Ordinance No. 43 of 1921 enacts that ‘‘ whenever 
any labourer quits the service of any employer. .....it shall be the duty of 
the employer to prepare a discharge certificate as nearly as material in the 
the form III in Schedule C and to give the same to the labourer.” 


2. There is therefore no provision in the Ordinance to prevent the dis- 
charge ticket being written out entirely by hand ; and the suggested prohibi- 
tion of the sale of blank printed forms to persons other than the Superin- 
tendents of registered estates would hardly result in putting a stop to the 
traffic to which you refer.

‘‘ There is a lot of movement in the district at present and this is caused 
by Superintendents who are short oflabour giving Rs.5 or Rs. 10 to locally 
recruited labour. So long as a coolie finds he can get cash without working 
for it he will naturally go on moving and so a vicious circleis started. Personally 
i cannot understand men doing this as there is no security that the coolie 
will stay even a day after he has got the money. However, as long as coolies 
know they can get this money from various estates they will go on moving 
to get it and any amount of work is lost by the time they wastein moving.” 


‘* Such a state of affairs amongst modern planters seem hardly credible 
tous and wouldnever be allowed in any of the Tea Growing Districts of India, 
with which we have connections. We consider this isa matter which in the 
interests of Companies and Shareholders should be taken up with some 
vigour, as thereis noknowing where such state of affairs might end. This is 
no doubt outside the province of your Association but we cannot but feel a. 
good result might be achieved by your Association bringing it to the notice 
of the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association and the Ceylon Planters’ 
Association in Colombo.”

March, 1923 from the Ceylon 
Association in London. 


The facts as related in extract from Visiting Agent’s report 
from Badulla District are already too well known to the Planters’ 
Association and to the Ceylon Estates Properietary Association, both 
of which bodies have done all they can be deal with the subject. 


The Planters’ Association has not much power to deal with the 
question, as it has only got the appeal to the integrity or honour 
of the planter to rely on, whereas the Ceylon Estates Proprietary 
Association can to a great extent control the finances of the Super- 
intendent, and by cutting short the allowance of cash for purposes 
of “‘cash inducements’”’ should be able to control the indis- 
criminate giving out of cash inducements. 


As a matter of fact most “‘cash inducements” at present 
are being paid from solvent Kanganies’ payments which are 
dealt out to the kanganies, provided that the sums given out are 
used for purposes of recruitment of further coolies. This is a well 
known fact and is more in evidence in up-country districts, where 
the greater part of the old solvent kanganies reside—very many 
estates having for years been financed by the Head Kangany and 
therefore when the abolishment of advances came into force, owed 
large sums to the Head kanganies. 


Iam strongly of opinion that this is the source of our trouble 
at present, and I fail to see how it can be got over, as cash given 
out is debited to ‘“‘ solvent kanganies account,’ which does not 
appear in “cost of production ”’ figures—hence is hard to trace. 


As regard lack of security, quite true. But even a month’s 
work from a cooly who plucks 30 lbs. of leaf a day—say 7 lbs. 
made tea sold at Re. 1 nett per pound soon recoups the estate 
for any advances made. Take the Superintendent’s side of the 
question. No coolies to work the estate properly, leads to the 
“cart road ’—too often with wife and family and no means to 
keep them. Therefore a few hundred rupees means more coolies, 
efficient work, agents pleased,—no “cart road,” large ‘profits !!! 
Where are we ?

have not joined this “ federation,”’ both local and home companies. 
We have lack of cohesion amongst planters, Colombo Agency 
firms, and London Agency firms. What can we do. 


Come down to bedrock. It is the old question of “‘ supply 
and demand.’ Can this be dealt with other than by increasing 
the supply to meet the demand ? I think not, at any rate, with- 
out cohesion amongst all concerned, and that we have never 
succeeded in obtaining.

CLC: 
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We are fully alive to the fact that it is impossible to control the actions 


of solvent kanganies in any way, but it is obvious that the greater the number 


of Proprietors who subscribe to this Agreement, the greater the prospects of 
minimising the practice. 


I am therefore instructed to invite the co-operation of your Association 
in securing adherents to the Agreement on your side, as it is felt that unless 
the practice of giving cash inducements is firmly checked, it will become a 
very serious burden on the whole Planting Industry.

The Council of this Association view with apprehension the position 
arising out of the growing practice of recruiting labourers locally by giving 
them cash inducements to leave their present employment. 


The following Resolution dealing with this matter was passed at a Council 
Meeting held on the 30th April 1923, andsympathetically received in Ceylon 
by the Associations interested :—. 


RESOLUTION. 


** Resolved that the Council of this Association views with disapproval 
the system, which is being followed on certain Estates of granting bonuses 
to Coolies on their engagement in Ceylon, such action tending, in the opinion 
of the Council to reintroduce many of the evils of the old ‘‘ Tundu’”’ system 
and members be asked to advise their local agents with a view to obtaining 


-gome concerted action.” 
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Under the present Ordinance No. 1 of 1923, governing Recruiting, 
an Assessment of 6 Rupees per acre of Tea per annum and 2 Rupees per acre 
of Rubber per annum is being made in order to form a Common Fund out of 
which the expenses of recruiting labour from India will be met. 


It is further understood that out of this Common Fund a sum of Rupees 
10 per head, until further orders, will be returned to employers who recruit 
their labour in India for each labourer so recruited. This should act as an 
additional inducement to Proprietors to get their labour from India rather 
than from local sources. It is also suggested that Superintendents should be 
given a more direct interest in Coast recruiting, either in the form of a bonus, or 
in the case of those Employers that are in the habit of giving bonuses, 
by taking into account the success of Coast recruiting when deciding 
on the amount to be granted. 


The Council is of the opinion that unless steps are immediately taken 
to combat the giving of inducements, the evil effects arising therefrom will 
increase to such an extent as to become as great a burden on the planting 
community as under the “ advance ”’ system now abolished. 

It is also felt by the Council that resolutions are not sufficient to effect 
any practical good, and it is necessary for Proprietors and Companies, 
if they wish to check the abuses alluded to, to enter into an under- 
taking with that object in view. 


It is accordingly suggested that all interested should give a written 
undertaking that for one year from the Ist January, 1924, they will not 
sanction the payment by their Superintendents or Agents of any cash induce- 
ment beyond out of pocket travelling expenses, to any labourer taken on 
by the Estates in which they are interested from any other Estates in Cey- 
lon, the Proprietors of which have subcribed to the proposed Agreement.

AFFORESTATION OF PATNA LANDS. 


Kandy 17th, July, 1922. 
Sir, 
I have the honour to inform you that the question of the re-afforestation 
of Patna Lands was discussed at a meeting of the General Committee of this 
Association held on the 14th. instant. Prior to the meeting I had been fortu- 
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nate enough to obtain much interesting information from the Superintendent 
of the Colombo Observatory which seems to support the suggestion that re- 
afforestation is advisable, and it would appear also to find support in the report 
by Mr. P. M. Lushington. Many estates at present find it exceedingly diffi- 
cult to maintain their supply of fuel and it is believed that this end could 
be attained at thesame timethat the value of theselands were being improved 
and the sources of springs conserved. 


At the end of the discussion the following resolution was unanimously 
passed :— 


“That Government be asked to allow Patna Lands above 5000 feet to 
be opened in forest or fuel trees, such lands to be on nominal rent to the Es- 
tate that opens them and that the felling of such timber shall be done on the 
advice of the Forest Department.”

Afforestation of Patna Lands for Fuel. 


Sir, 


With teference to your letter of the llth July last to an acknowledgment 
on the above subject, I have the honour to inform you that the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies has approved the relaxation of the ruling contained 
m General Order 726 as to the non-alienation of land above 5,000 feet in 
elevation so as to admit of patana land being leased to estates for the 
purpose of afforestation. The form of lease on the lines settled at our 
conference has also been approved by him, and has now been printed as 4 
type form. 


2. I propose to send you copies of this form for circulation among the 
estates in the Uva and Central Provinces, where such leases are most likely 
to be applied for.

CEYLON LABOUR QUESTION. 


In the early part of the year the terms and conditions of the 
Indian Emigration Act, 1922, which varied considerably from the 
Rules to which so much exceptions had been taken, were approved 
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by the bodies interested, and on April 11th the Labour Ordinance 
No. 1 of 1923 was enacted by the Governor of Ceylon with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Legislative Council. 


Your Council had the pleasure of receiving Major H. Scoble 
Nicholson at a meeting held on April 30th. when the conditions 
imposed upon Ceylon by the Indian Government and afterwards 
modified as a result of the Deputation to Simla, were explained. 


The Pooling of Recruited Coolies’ Travelling Expenses, a volun- 
tary measure, met with continued support, and the method adopt- 
ed proved efficient in supplementing the labour force of the island. 


The operation of the “‘Common Fund ”’ for recruiting purposes 
inaugurated by Government under the Immigration Ordinance 
came into force on October Ist and the date of the first instalment 
of the acreage fees was fixed for September 15th. 


The following rates were declared :—Rs. 1.50 per acre per 
quarter for Tea and 50 cents per acre per quarter for Rubber 
Cocoa and Cardamonis. 


Under the powers conferred by the Ordinance the recruit- 
ment allowance payable to employers is Rs. 10 per head until fur- 
ther orders. 


The abolition of the “‘Tundu ”’ and the cancellation of debts 
has proved beneficial, but your Council, in common with other 
Associations in Ceylon, felt called upon to draw attention te the 
growing practice of recruiting labourers locally by giving cash 
inducements to leave their present employ instead of coast re- 
cruitment. 


A Circular dated November 19th was issued by this Associa- 
tion to Members inviting them to sign an agreement not to sanction 
such payments by their Superintendents or Agents, beyond out of 
pocket expenses. 


Favourable replies were received from Members-representing 
380 Estates, others preferring to leave the matter in the hands of 
their Ceylon Agencies. 
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TEA. 


The quality of Ceylon Tea has fully maintained its reputation, 
and the annual export only exceeds last year’s figures by approxi- 
mately 12 milJion Ibs. 


On April Ist the ‘“ Cental System’ for weighing of teas, in- 
stituted by the Board of Customs, was approved by your Council 
and is reported as giving general satisfaction. 


Our attention has been drawn to the sale of certain packet 
teas said to be wrongly described, but it is not found possible to 
take action in the matter in view of the expenses which might 
be incurred and the difficulty of proving any intended misrepre- 
sentation.

REGULATION OF CEYLON TEA SALES. 


There has been no necessity for regulation during the year. 
The highest amount catalogued for Ceylon teas was 36,367 chests 
on May 28th, and the lowest 8,094 chests.on November 19th. 


HOMEWARD FREIGHT. 


Freight has remained steady during the year with the excep- 
tion of an increase of 5s. per ton made in March which raised the 
cost to 52s. 6d. per ton, less 10 per cent. rebat. and to which 
an objection was raised. 


A’. B. FP. 
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The Colombo Homeward Conference have agreed in future 
to give 30 days’ notice at least of any increases in rates before 
bringing them into operation. 


The question of the advisability of arranging a contract similar 
to that in existence between the Indian ‘Tea Association and the 
Calcutta Conference received the consideration of the Freight 
Committee, and, after reference to the Ceylon Chamber of 
Commerce, it was decided to continue as at present. 


BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION 1924. 


The proposal, put forward at the luncheon given to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor on January 19th (mentioned in our last 
year’s report,) that Ceylon should participate in the above Exhi- 
bition, met with general approval both at home and in Ceylon 
circles. 


A sum of £10,799 provided by London subscriptions, Ceylon 
Government grant £10,000 and Ceylon contributions, warranted the 
undertaking to erect a Ceylon Pavilion, typical of the Kandyan 
style of architecture. Your President was appointed Honorary Com- 
missioner:General by His Excellency the Governor, and Mr. E. C. 
Villiers and Dr. C. A. Hewavitarne were appointed to act as Com- 
missioners. 


Executive Committees were formed, the London Committee 
undertaking the responsibility for the erection of building, and the 
Ceylon Committees dealings with the internal fittings and decora- 
tions, allocation of space, selection and despatch cf Exhibits, etc. 


A satisfactory site has been chosen approximating 50, 250 sq. ft 
of which 9,500 sq. ft. is occupied by the pavilion itself, which is 
under the supervision of the architects Messrs. J. W. Simpson and 
Maxwell Ayrton, the contractors being Messrs. Sir. Robert McAlpine 
and Sons. | 
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| Operations at the end of the year covered by this Report are 
well advanced, and it is anticipated that everything will be in order 
at the time appointed for the opening ofthe Exhibition to the public 
on April 23rd. 


Through the initiative of two members of the Association the 
life-boat, with all its equipment which made such a sensational 
twenty-five days’ voyage of nearly 2,000 miles from the wreck 
of the S.S. Trevassa to Mauritius, has been secured for exhibition 
in the Ceylon Section.

SIXTH INTERNATIONAL RUBBER EXHIBITION. 
BRUSSELS EXHIBITION (1924.) 


The above Exhibition will be held in Brussels from April Ist 
to 16th. 


The Rubber Growers’ Association is organising Exhibits which 
will occupy about 6,500 sq. ft., and as in former years will have a 
comprehensive scheme comprising exhibits from Ceylon and 
Malaya illustrating as far as possible the history of the production 
of rubber and its application. 


A series of exhibits relating to the tropical agricultural and rub- 
ber-manufacturing industries in Ceylon and Malaya and other 
features will be displayed. 


IMPERIAL ECONOMIC CONFERENCE. 


An invitation was received from Mr. Ormsby Gore on Sep- 
tember 5th requesting that this Association should be represented 
at the above Conferences, and at a meeting of Council held on Sep- 
tember 24th, Sir Stanley Bois was duly elected as representative 
of the Ceylon Association in London. 


a: 
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A Conference was held on October 25th at the Colonial Office,. 
and several subjects were discussed relating to Commercial Intellie 


gence, Certificates of Valuation for Customs purposes, Imperial 


Shipping Committee Preference, Government assistance to finance 
public works in Ceylon, particularly the Hydro-Hlectric Scheme, 
Science and Technical Research and Legislation . 


The most important question, as far as this Association was. 
concerned, was Preference as affecting Cevlon Tea, which is receiv- 
ing the consideration of the Conference Advisory Committee with 
« view to submitting a reasoned statement to the Colonial Office as 
soon as possible. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 


A protest was lodged in the Press against the proposal to abolish, 
for financial reasons, the Exhibition Galleries at the Institute. 


The Galleries contain a very valuable collection of exhibits 
illustrating the rubber and timber resources of the Straits Settle- 
ments and the Federated Malay States. Ceylon is represented, 
in addition to a Court, by a Pavilion, erected with funds especially 
contributed by the Planters’ Association of Ceylon, and therein. 
are shown exhibits connectcd with tea, rukber and other industries 
of the Colony. 


WARSHIPS AT TRINCOMALEE. 


A question was asked in official quarters as to why certain 
ships of His Majesty’s Fleet, detailed for a visit to Ceylon, would. 
take up their anchorage at Trincomalee and not at Colombo, and. 
a reply was received to the affect that the object of visiting Trinco- 
malee was to store oil and to adjust machinery, and that the large 
number of places to be visited in the time available precluded the- 
squadron from visiting Colombo as well as Trincomalee. 
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THE EUROPEAN ASSOCIATION OF CEYLON. 


A general meeting of members of the above Association and 
others interested in its work was held in the Council Room on July 
30th at which Messrs. T. L. Villiers, H. J. Temple and H. D. Gar- 
rick were the principal speakers. 


The objects for which the Association was. formed, the diffi- 
culties in securing capable men who have the leisure to devote 
their attention to the cause, the political aspect and the necessity 
for the appointment of a fully qualified Secretary were pointed out. 


RUBBER. 


Rubber prices during the year under review have been steady, 
due to the operation of the measures for regulating rubber exports 
under the Stevenson Scheme. 


In the second quarter (February/April) of its existence, an 
increase in export of 5 per cent. was allowed but in the fourth 
quarter exports were decreased by this amount, and, with no fur- 
ther change to the end of the year, the full allowance remained at 
60 per cent. 


It is regrettable that, so far, proprietors in the Dutch East 
Indies have not co-operated in restricting output. but a word of 
commendation is due to those controlling British interests in these 
domains who have voluntarily supported the Stevenson Scheme. 


Various reasons have been put forward as to why prices have 
not reached higher figures, but it must be borne in mind that the 
pivotal price under the Scheme is Is. 3d. per lb. Owing to generous 
allowances given in Ceylon and Malaya the standard production 
was greater than anticipated when the Scheme was contemplated 
and supplies were larger than estimated. 


The surplus of manufactured rubber articles in America was 
another factor which tended to decrease sales of the raw material.

The general weakness of the world’s demand for Cocca was only 
partially reflected in the market for the Ceylon variety, which 
tends nowadays, to stand out as a speciality, not only on account 
of inherent differentiation from other cocoas but also largely by 
reason of the gradual diminution of the annual output of the island. 


The excessive rains which prevailed in Ceylon were very de- 
trimental to the 1923 crop, and in consequence the export for the 
year 60,284 cwts., shows a considerable decrease on that for the 
previous year, viz., 83,802 cwts.

COCONUTS. 


The opening three months of the year showed a rising market 
until during March prices were £2 per 1,000 over those ruling at 
the beginning of the year. With increased supplies prices fell until 
early August, when the unusually heavy rainfall in Ceylon, inter- 
fering with the means of communication and collection of nuts, 
brought about a rising market in Europe, as shippers had con- 
siderable difficulty in fulfilling their contracts already made, and 
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were not anxious to enter into further commitments. A strong 
market continued until December when as high as £10 7s. 6d. per 
1,000 c.i.f. London was paid.

The year 1923 exhibited a strong and rising market from 
January to April, until £32 was paid cif. Hamburg. This was 
followed by a steady decline, which continued until August, when 
the Market fell as low as £24 10s. c.if. Hamburg. ‘Towards the 
end of the month it became apparent that crushers had not covered 
their winter requirements and were buying from hand to mouth. 
This caused a premium on afloat parcels and a very gently rising 
market, which continued right up to the last fortnight of the year, 
when £32 was again paid c.if. Hamburg. Shipments from Ceylon 
were considerably smaller than in 1922, due to the heavy rains. 
experienced during the year, and this leads one to anticipate greater 
shipments during 192+4. 


COCONUT OIL. 


Coconut Oil fluctuated in sympathy with Copra, rising in 
January to April and declining from May to August. The market 
in Ceylon did not go below £40 c.i.f. London, but the London dealers 
sold heavily at £38 for many months ahead, and these sales had 
ultimately to be covered in at considerably more money. The 
“short ’? account in London stimulated demand in the island, 
and prices rose steadily until £47 10s. was paid in London and £48 
in Ceylon. It is interesting to note that during this year the 
battle between the steel cylinder and the old wooden pipe, as a means 
cf conveying the oil, seems to have been decided in the victory 
of the steel cylinder. If this proves to be the case, it will be the 
most important change in the Ceylon Coconut Oil industry that has 
taken place for very many years.

The General upkeep is estimated at 
Rs. 24,000 per annum.

| The Actuarics employed to elaborate the proposals of the 
Standing Committee were Sir Alfred Watson, K.C.B., and Mr.

It is greatly to be regretted that these gentlemen were oblig- 
ed to report that the funds available were insufficient to provide 
pensions for dependents on the scale anticipated by the Standing 
Committee, and at the same time to afford pensions for the 
Disabled Men themsclves. 


With great reluctance the Standing Committee were therefore 
obliged to reduce the scale of payments to dependents, and edu- 
cational grants to children, and by this means to secure small 
pensions to those men whose disability was rated by the Medical 
Boards at 50 per cent. or over.

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CEYLON ASSOCIATION IN LONDON, 


THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Thirty-fifth annual general meeting of the Association 
was held at the offices 6, Laurence Pountney Hill, Cannon Street, 
E. C., on March, 14. 1924.

The Chairman: Gentlemen, the report of the Council and 
the accounts have been in your hands for the usual time, and I 
take them as read. The accounts show a surplus of receipts over 
expenditure of about £40, whilst our investment in Government 
Stock has appreciated to a similar extent. We may take it, there- 
fore, that our financial position is quite a satisfactory one. 


During the past season the tea industry has had a period of 
remarkable prosperity. We have seen an export from Ceylon of 
about 183,000,000 lb., which is a quantity that the market can 
readily absorb. We have also seen an average price for all 
Ceylon tea during 1923 which is substantially higher than the 
price for the teas of any other country. We have always advocated 
here careful plucking and extreme attention to manufacture, and 
that policy has proved a wise one. (Hear, hear). We have heard 
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lately that certain big interests outside Ceylon intend to pluck 
very much more coarsely than they have hitherto. It is sincere- 
ly to be hoped that no interests in Ceylon will follow such an un- 
fortunate procedure. (Hear, hear). I feel certain that as long as 
we continue our present system so long may we look for a contin- 
uance of prosperity, and I think it would be a great pity, if any- 
body, for the purpose of immediate gain, were to go in for coarser 
plucking than is generally adopted at the present time. 


Rubber has been a great disappointment to all of us. We saw 
the price going above Is. 3d. in the spring, but since then it has 
dwindled away until at the present moment it is very little over ls. 
I cannot leave the subject of rubber, about which I shall not say 
much, without adverting to a very extraordinary attitude taken up 
by the London “Times” in this connection. The City Editor 
of that journal condemned the Stevenson scheme when it was first 
introduced, and subsequently he has continued to uphold that 
attitude by reasoning of a very remarkable character. According 
to that journal, apparently, the rise which took place at the end of 
1922 from 7d. to over ls. immediately on the introduction of res- 
triction, was not due to that measure, but to increased consumption. 
Now, we who are aware of the facts know perfectly well that had res- 
triction not been introduced there would have been an enormous 
increase in production, the market would have been absolutely 
overloaded, and we should have seen rubber down to a price which 
would have meant widespread ruin. From that we were saved 
by the wise recommendations of the Stevenson Committee and by 
the courage of the Ceylon and Malayan Governments, which gave 
legislative effect to those recommendations .(Hear, hear.) 


I have recently been in Ceylon, and when there 1 went over 
most of the planting districts and saw a good deal of the labour 
conditions. There is no doubt that the Tamil labourer at the pre- 
sent moment is better off than he ever has been. He is better cared 
for in every way, better fed, better paid, better clothed, and better 
housed ; and one of the most interesting things one sees is the sys-. 
tem which is now becoming so general, of feeding children gratuit- 
ously. We are building up on the estates now a labour force which 
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will be attached to the soil and be of enormous value to us in years 
tocome. I think that the system of feeding children is one that 
should be introduced on every estate in Ceylon. 


Now, in connection with housing, you are al] aware that 
Government have introduced legislation by which new lines have 
to be built to a certain pattern, and existing buildings have to be 
altered in accordance with certain regulations. Some of us may 
think that these regulations go a little too far. That may or may 
not be the case, but it is up to us to fall in with the regulations 
which have been framed, and I sincerely hope that no proprietary 
interests will adopt an obstructive attitude or fail to fall in, in a 
reasonable way, with the regulations in question. I may mention 
that the authorities do not wish to unduly press anyone to make 
alterations as regards time. ‘They are willing to agree to any rea- 
sonable suggestions as to the extension of the time during which 
this work is to be put in hand. 


The British Empire Exhibition is a matter which is of interest 
to a good many of us, and of special interest to me. We took up 
the work for Ceylon six months after anybody else ; and the Ceylon 
pavilion at Wembley has been the first one to lock its doors, the 
work having been completed. (Applause). That took place on Tuesday 
evening last, and there is not another building, apart from the offices 
in the grounds at Wembley, which can be locked up and left. (Hear, 
hear.) I think the building itself is a very attractive one. It 
strictly carries out the idea of the drawing which you see on the 
advertisement exhibited on the door of this room. ‘The exhibits 
and the interior decorations are entirely the work of Ceylon,the buil- 
ding itself being the work of us in London. It now remains to put iv 
the exhibits andso on. Two of the Kandyanchiefs came a few days 
ago, and their workmen will arrive in the docks tomorrow, so that 
we have every reason to believe the work of interior decoration 
and fitting will be started on Monday. I see no reason why the 
building should not be entirely completed by April 23, the day 
of the opening. In this connection I must thank Mr. Whiting and 
his staff for the very kind help they gave me up to the time an offi- 
cial secretary had been appointed, and I must also bear testimony 
to the work Mr. Alexander and Mr. Tarbat have done in Ceylon. 
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The shipping in Ceylon has been undertaken by Mr. Tarbat, and 
the amount of work he has done cannot be gauged by anybody who 
has not actually seen the results. (Hear, hear.) 


There is one small matter that I should like to refer to, and, 
that is the question of the supply of tea in the cup at the Exhibition 
We have the assurance of Messrs. Lyons that the Ceylon tea so 
supplied will be the very finest tea they can procure, regradless 
of expense. I took up one matter with them, that of water. As 
you are aware, the best tea can be spoiled if the water is not suit- 
able. The water in North London is very hard, and I have suggest- 
ed to Messrs. Lyons that it would be well to instal one of the inven- 
tions for softening water for tea-making, and this matter they are 
now considering. 


I come now to a matter of very great importance. to which 
I direct the attention of all present here to-day, and those in Cey- 
lon who will read these remarks. When I addressed you last 
year I advocated our hearty support being given to the European 
Association in Ceylon. Since then tbe factors which made that 
desirable are emphasised, because the new Constitution of the 
Legislative Council has just been published in a White Paper, 
which IT saw for the first time yesterday, hut of which you are all 
aware. Now the Europeans have three representatives in Council, 
there is a reduced official representation, and a very large majority 
of non-European members. It is therefore up to us to support 
our three European representatives in every possible way. After 
seeing that the best men are appointed, we must help them because 
they are busy men, to get all the information, all the facts, at their 
disposal and generally we must support them in every way that can 
be suggested. (Hear, hear.) Now, this matter was the subject 
of conversation between me and most of the leading men in Ceylon 
when I was out there, and the proposal made is as follows: that 
a competent man with sufficient leisure should be appointed as 
a secretary, his duty being to keep the European representatives 
in Council primed with all the facts and figures they require, and 
also, when the Council is not sitting, generally to further the in- 
terests with which he will be entrusted. An appointment of this 
kind cannot be made without money, and the funds of the Euro- 
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pean Association are ear-marked already for very necessary ex- 
penditure in Ceylon. They therefore put it to me that if London 
interests could find a certain sum, to be agreed upon, they thought 
the suggestion should be and could be given effect to. The name 
has been mentioned of a man who it was thought would be suitable 
but the appointment would be one made in Ceylon. We came 
to the conclusion that if a sum of £1,200 per annum could be gua- 
ranteed by London interests it would enable the appointment in 
question to be made, and I have therefore suggested that for a 
period of three years the Ceylon interests domiciled in this country 
should undertake to find the sum in question. That 1s my sugges- 
tion, and if we are ready to promise on the basis of twopence per 
acre of cultivated area, and if a substantial proportion of the mem- 
bers of this Association would fall into line more than the sum re- 
quired would be found. (Hear, hear.) I can only say that the 
more I see of Ceylon and the more I look into the matter the more 
important does it appear to me that we should bestir ourselves. So 
surcly as we adopt a laisser-faire policy, so surely as we allow things 
to drift, so surely in years to come will we regret such an attitude. 
should mention that the question of this appointment has 
come before your Council, and it was unanimously and cordially 
approved. 


I now come to another question, which came before the Council 
recently, and that is the re-establishment of the tea cess. Some 
years ago a committee called the Thirty Committee was appointed, 
and an export duty of 10 cents—subsequently raised to 20 ¢ents— 
was imposed by Government, and the money was handed over 
to the committee for the purposes of pushing the interests of Cey- 
lon tea. In 1910 the cess came to an end owing to the action of 
a certain minority. Previously a similar cess has been introduced 
by India, and it continues to this day, the bulk of the money being 
spent in America. The question comes up whether we shalt ask 
Government to re-introduce the cess or not, and certain telegrams 
have recently passed on the subject. I know important interests 
are adverse to the proposal, and the only way I can put it is this: 
Would it be advisable to institute the cess now on a very small 
basis, not necessarily spending the money now on propaganda, 
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because many of us think it is not now necessary, but the sum ob- 
tained might be useful in the future years when we have a depres- 
sion in the industry, as we have had in the past ? Ceylon industry 
has its ups and downs ; prosperity is invariably followed by depres- 
sion. The time may come when we shall be very thankful indeed 
to have established a fund of this kind to deal with such a situation 
when it arises. It is a matter entirely for the planting interests 
in this country to decide, because if we do not have practical unani- 
mity, or something approaching unanimity, there is no doubt that- 
Government would not listen to such a suggestion. 


There has been an appeal made lately with regard to the Cey- 
lon Disabled Men’s Fund. I am not going to say anything about 
that, because Mr. Denison is here, and he will speak on the subject 
in a few moments. 


In conclusion, I have two announcements to make. The first 
is that the council recently unanimously agreed to admit ladies 
as subscribers to their funds. One very leading member of this 
Association foretold terrible things as a result of this decision— 
a lady president of the Association and a Council consisting chiefly 
of ladies. (Laughter.)—but I do not think we need fear such a 
thing as that. I rather think ladies wish to be members because of 
such functions as the At Home which is to take place on June 13th 
rather than to deal with more serious matters. The other thing is 
the invitation we propose extending to certain Ceylonese gentle- 
men who are coming to this country for the British Empire Exhi- 
bition, that they should become honorary members of this Asso- 
ciation during the Exhibition (hear, hear) so that the facilities of 
this room, for writing, etc., would be open to them. That is a 
courtesy which, I am sure, will be appreciated by them, and ac- 
cepted in the spirit in which it is offered. (Hear, hear.) Gentle- 
men I propose the adoption of the report and accounts for the 
year ended December 31st, 1923. (Applause). 


Sir Stanley Bois: Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the ground 
has been so fully covered by the President in his remarks that 
there is but a little left for me to say. There are, however, just one 
or two points on which I should like to remark, and notably 
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- in connection with the subject of rubber. I agree with the Chair- 
man that the past year has been somewhat disappointing, and the 
present position is perhaps still more so, but I have a belief, a very 
strong belief, that before very long, owing to the excellent statistical 
position, we must see some improvement. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that the Stevenson scheme to which reference has 
been made, was introduced to prevent, and it has, I think, been 
effective in preventing, what might have been the ruin of a very 
great industry. (Hear, hear.) But I think everyone is agreed 
that what is really wanted is such an increased use of rubber that 
the supply shall not largely exceed the demand, and consequently 
that a reasonable value may be obtained for our product. As you 
are all aware, the Rubber Growers’ Association are directing their 
utmost efforts through their propaganda department towards 
increasing and extending the use of rubber, and towards discovering 
and introducing new uses ; and in that connection there are many 
interesting developments in sight. It has, however, to be remem: 
bered that in these days of shortage of capital, due in great 
measure to the heavy taxation under which we suffer, it is 
exceedingly difficult to get the necessary machinery to work in 
order to develop these new uses and to put the products before 
the public. That and the fact that there is a very long step 
between a laboratory discovery and the production and distribution 
on a large scale of a manufactured article makes it a slow and 
up-hill task ; but I can assure you that the utmostis being done, 
and I think that in some respects we have signs of great encourage- 
ment, more particularly in the matter of crepe rubber soles for 
footwear, the present position of which is that at the moment the 
demand exceeds the visible supply. (Hear, hear.) 


I cannot help thinking that the opportunity for advertising 
our products which will be afforded, particularly by the British 
Empire Exhibition at Wembley, and also in a smaller measure by 
the Brussels Exhibition, opening on the first of next month, may 
prove of the greatest use. 


In regard to the proposed cess on tea, whilst I have every 
sympathy with propaganda work generally, I must confess that 
at the present juncture I do feel it would not be easy to put for- 
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ward to the Ceylon Government such convincing reasons for the 
necessity of it as might have been possible, and were possible 
when that cess was first introduced. The proposal, however, 
made by the Chairman is well worthy of consideration. 


In regard to the proposed assistance to the European Associa- 
tion, I amin entire sympathy with what has been said, and I cannot 
help thinking that the appointment of a secretary will not only 
enable him to keep the unofficial Members of Council very much 
more fully informed, and thereby greatly increase their usefulness 
to the European community in general, but that he may also form 
a link witha large number of native Members of Council, and will 
in this way, I hope, if the position is fulfilled with tact and discre- 
iion, come to be looked upen as a friend, and possibly an assistant, 
to them as well as to the European community, which would all be 
in favour of gradually getting away from racial] distinctions and con- 
centrating on cbjects which would be for the greatest benefit of 
Ceylon and its inhabitants generally .(Hear, hear.) 


Before sitting down I would like to acknowledge, on behalf 
of the Brussels Exhibition and the Rubber Growers’ Association, 
the cup which is to be presented by this Association for the Rubber 
Competition which will be decided in Brussels next month. I 
think the showing that will be made there will be an intersting 
and a useful one, and that it will do our propagapanda work on the 
Continent a considerable amount of good. With these few words 
T have much pleasure in seconding the adoption of the report and 
accounts. (Applause). 


Mr. A. J. Denison: I have addressed the Council several 
times lately on the reason why the Standing Committee of the 
Disabled Men’s Fund in Ceylon has found it necessary to issue 
a further appeal, and the Council unanimously decided that a 
further appeal should be issued on this side to assist this very 
deserving body. That appeal, gentlemen, is now in your hands. 
The main point made was that a man rated at 100 per cent. disa- 
bility is only drawing some £66 a year. That is bad enough, but 
I do not know whether it actually goes down to the bottom depths 
of the situation. Take the man with 50 per cent. disability,

and in receipt of a little over £30 a year. He is in business, but 
being partially disabled he always has the fear that he may have 
to lose his job and have his income reduced to a rate which 
would not be looked at in Poplar. (Laughter.) We have had 
several letters from people who cannot find schools for their 
children on the £33 a year basis, and as the mother has pro-: 
bably not the time to look after the children’s education herself 
they have to go to the village school. I need not labour the point. 
You have the particulars before you. But I hope I have said 
enough to enlist your sympathies, and I ask you to subscribe as 
individuals and also collectively as shareholders, pressing upon the 
Directors and the Companies in which you are interested the desir- 
ability of their giving us a good donation at the forthcoming general 
meetings. (Hear, hear.) Another way in which you can help is 
by mentioning the needs of the fund to Ceylon men, many of whom 
are scattered over London, who are not members of this Associa- 
tion. I talked to one the other day and got a cheque out of him 
for £20. (Applause), 


Another matter I wish to mention is this. It has been decided 
by the Standing Committee that in future, whether this appeal 
is a success or not, the work of this sub-committee here shall cease ; 
that is, all cheques, pensions, etc., will be paid direct from Ceylon 
once a quarter instead of monthly as we do here. It is a good thing 
on the whole, but it disposes of the need for a sub-committee here ; 
and as this is the last time I shall be addressing you for the sub- 
committee I want to express my admiration for the work done by 
the Committee in Ceylon and also for the splendid work done by Mr. 
J. B. Coles, not only while he was chairman of the fund, but also 
during the time when, through sickness, he had to give up that 
office. (Applause). I want to thank my committee here. I 
have called onthem sometimes at very short notice to decide points 
that have been raised, and they have come regularly. Last, 
but not least, 1 want tothank the Association’s staff here for the 
generous way in which they have done the work on top of all 
the work of the Association, sometimes staying up late at night for 
it. They have done the work generously and punctually. Lastly, 
I must thank Mr. Whiting. His name ought really to go down 
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to history with all the great fighters, from Tom Sayers to Jack 
Dempsey. (Laughter). He has knocked out Somerset House. 
When it was found that a claim was being made on our funds for 
income tax Mr. Whiting went off to Somerset House and had the 
matter out, and settled the matter with the aid of our auditors, 
Messrs. Ford, Rhodes, and Ford. Somerset House are now going 
to charge us only income tax on our deposit account at the bank 
(Heas, hear.) 


The Chairman: Before I put the resolution to the meeting 
I should like to bear testimony to Mr. Denison’s work in this con- 
nection. Mr. Denison has been absolutely untiring in his devotion 
to this fund. (Applause). He has been constantly at these offices 
for I do not know how long time past, and all those poor fellows 
who have benefited by his efforts owe him a very deep debt of 
gratitude. (Hear, hear.) 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 


The Chairman : It now falls to me to vacate the chair and it is 
for you to appoint a successor in the Presidency of the Association. 


Mr. H. K. Rutherford: I have exceedingly great pleasure in 
rising to propose the re-election of our President, Mr. Owen. (Hear, 
hear.) The Council of the Association has already passed such a 
resolution, but it requires the confirmation of this meeting to make 
it effective, and I have no doubt from your reception of the proposal 
that you will confirm the Council’s resolution. (Applause). In looking 
through the Annual Report which gives the names of past presid- 
ents, it is rather interesting to note the extraordinary phases through 
which the office has gone during the last thrity-five years. In the 
early days, it was considered desirable that we should always have 
an ex-Governor of Ceylon as President of this Association, supported 
by a vice-president, who really had to carry out the executive and 
active part of the work the Association had to do. This state of 
affairs continued for thirteen years, and then, when Lord Stan- 
more retired, the Association thought that this procedure might 
well come to an end. They considered that it would be better in 
future that the president be one intimately connected with Ceylon 
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commercial or planting affairs, and felt that at any time they could 
refer to an ex-Governor for assistance in any diplomtic work they 
had to do. 


At the time the alteration was made it was understood that 
the presidential term of office should not exceed two years. That 
continued steadily for fifteen years, as you will see by this list of pres- 
idents, but for some reason or other this custom feil into desuetude, 
and it is now more honoured in the breach than in the observance. 
The president of the Association.,asscme of you may not be aware, 
is elected from among members of the Council, and if you will look 
at the list you will see that there are 35 members of the Council 
who have not passed the Chair, but who are eligible for taking 
office. Doubtless the Council could have chosen a very suitable 
substitute for the Presidential Chair on this occasion, but it is an 
extraordinary thing that no one ever shows any willingness to 
accept tbe responsibilities of office ; and, and as a matter of fact, 
the members of our Council are all of such retiring dispositions 
that they endeavour, if possible, to evade taking office. (Laughter.) 
They have, however, a very easy way of doing that, by taking the 
line of least resistance and voting unanimously for the re-election 
of the retiring president, as they have done in this case. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) | 


Mr. Owen has held office for four years consecutively, and I 
think I am safe in saying that during that time every member of 
the Council, as the years went on one by one, has been impressed 
with his absolute fitness for the leadership of this Association. 
(Hear, hear.) He has expressed his willingness to serve us for an- 
other year, and this decision has given great gratification to the 
Council, as in this particular year there is a very large amount 
of important work to do, especially in connection with the British 
Empire Exhibition. Mr. Owen has identified himself so thorough- 
ly with all the preliminaries of that Exhibition and Ceylon’s effort 
in connection with it that I think it would be almost a calamity 
if he was not allowed to carry on the work he has so well started 
and make use of the previous experience he has had. Throughout 
his chairmanship Mr. Owen has shown ability, energy, and devotion 
to Ceylon’s best interests, and I am sure you will with one accord 
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re-elect him President of the Association, and not only that, but 
that you will assure him of your utmost support during the year. 
(Applause. ) 


Mr. J. G. Wardrop: I have very great pleasure in seconding 
the re-election of Mr. Owen to this Chair. I think we have in him 
a most excellent Chairman, and I associate myself with all that has 
fallen from Mr. Rutherford as to the amount of time and energy 
and skill that he has devoted to forwarding the interests of the 
Association. (Hear, hear). 


The proposition was carried, with loud applause. 


The Chairman : Mr. Rutherford, Mr. Wardrop, and gentlemen, 
I thank you extremely for the very kind terms in which you have 
carried my election to the Presidency for another year, and I can 
only say that I shall do my very best to merit the confidence that 
you have placed in me. (Applause.) 


The Chairman then proposed the re-election of the Council 
and the Committees, with the addition of Mr. Thomas Gidden to 
the Council. 


No other names being forthcoming, Mr. J. L. Loudon-Shand 
said: Gentlemen, I have very much pleasure in seconding the 
re-election of the Council, with the addition of Mr. Thomas Gid- 
den, and we may express our gratitude to those members of it, 
Mr. Denison and others, who have worked in Ceylon for many long 
years, for the duties they have carried out on the sub-committees. 
(Hear, hear.) As you know well, in an Association of this sort 
the work is practically done by committees. I should like very 
much to see a little more new blood coming into this Association. 
Year by year nature demands its toll from our older members, 
and we ought to have acrop of men coming on who will take 
an active part in the work of the Association, men who are up to 
date in the affairs of Ceylon at present (Hear, hear.) Our report 
this time refers to the death of a good old friend in Ceylon, Charles 
Spearman Armstrong, affectionately known by everybody in 
Ceylon as Charlie Armstrong. He was one of the pioneers of 
Ceylon tea enterprise and was universally regarded with love and 
respect by everyone who knew him. (Hear, hear.) I hope 
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that with the influx of men whom we shall be having over here from 
Ceylon this year—but they, like the birds of passage, will probably 
not stay very long, dreading the effects of income tax—(laughter)— 
that we may be able to attract from among them some new blood. 
Not that I have any fault to find with the old blood. I have 

pleasure in seconding. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. R. F. S. Hardie,: It gives me great pleasure to propose 
a vote of thanks to Mr. Owen for presiding over this meeting. 
The Association has been exceedingly fortunate in its presidents, 
but in no one who has gone before Mr. Owen have the best quali- 
ties been more consistently shown. (Hear, hear.) 1 propose 
that this vote be carried by acclamation without being seconded. 

The vote was accorded by acclamation, and the meeting then 
closed.

Report on the Ceylon Immigration Camp, Mandapam. 
Sir, 
I have the honour to state that I visited the above Camp from the 6th 
to 9th. instant and have the following to report :— 


During the period of my visit there were 400 estate coolies undergoing 
Quarantine and 71 passengers. 


Serious breaches on the South Indian Railway had recently occurred 
and passenger traffic was at a standstill. 


Diet. I made a thorough inspection of the meals provided for the es- 
tate coolies and found them of excellent quality and ample; there were no 
complaints. 


Hospirats & BuiInpines. Theses were as usual in good order and very 
clean indeed. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. During the year a separate chillie kitchen has been 
constructed and a further extension has been made to the water supply. 


Provision has been made during the ensuing year to extend the Hindu 
Kitchen which will enable more Steam Boilers to be utilised and-the exist- 
ing fuel boilers to be done away with. Two blocks of sweepers lines will 


replace temporary structures and there will be further extension to the fresh 
water system. 


HeEattuH. At the time of my inspection the health of the Camp general 
ly was good and there were no cases of infectious disease. There has been 
a plentiful supply of water for the inmates of the Camp 


FURTHER Remarks. I was very much struck with the condition of the 
Camp, the absence of complaints and the atmosphere of contentment to- 
gether with the discipline of the subordinate officials which I had ample op- 
portunity to observe during a protracted stay at the Camp owing to the breach- 
es on the South Indian Railway, which is a testimony to the administration 
of Lt. Col. Van Langenberg who accompanied me on my tour. !t is a matter 
of regret that this Official who has done so much to bring the Camp up to its 
present excellent standard during the last three years is shortly relinquish- 
ing his post. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. I consider that it would be advisable to gradually 
replace the barbed wire surrounding the quarantine wards with ordinary 
wire netting of some suitaole description, as the barbed wire is apt to be mis- 
understood, and is not intended to prevent inmates from leaving Camp, 
should they desire to do so.

InDIAN EMIGRATION Act. 


Letters from the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association and 
Mr. R. G. Coombe regarding the above were read and it was re- 
solved to transfer them to the General Committee file for the meeting 
in the afternoon. 


The following letter from the Ceylon Labour Commissioner 
was read .:— 


Trichinopoly, 8th May, 1923, 
The Secretary, 
Planters’ Association of Ceylon, 
Kandy, 


Indian Emigration Act. 
Dear Sir, 


I write to inform you that the Madras Government have not yet brought 
the above Act and the Rules into force, but that arrangements are being made 
to post a full time Protector of Emigrants at: Mandapam and to thereafter 
administer the Rules. 
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The form of the recruiting license required by each recruiter under 
the Rules has not yet been prescribed by the Madras Government. and it has 
therefore not been possible to arrange for the issue of these to estates. In 
the meantime, temporary license forms which will protect the holder have 
been issued by me to all kanganies. The general statement of conditions 
of employment in Ceylon required under Rule 17 has been prepared by me 
and submitted to the Madras Government but has been returned with several 
suggestions for amplification. These have, been incorporated and the new 
draft has been submitted to the Controller of Labour. Colombo, for his 
opinion. 


When the form of license has been received from the Government, 
arrangements will be made by the Controller of Labour, Colombo, to issue 
books of licenses to all registered estates requiring them, and full instructions 
as to the filling in and forwarding of the licenses will then be given. 


Rule 7, Section (2) which requires that a kangany must be an Indian 
of the Labouring class and must have been previously employed as a labourer 
under the employer for whose service he desires to obtain emigrants, has been 
put into force by me, as to allow any relaxation of thisrule at present would 
only lead to trouble in the future, if an unlawful recruiter presented his 
labourers before the Protector for examination. 


I have held up the publication of the *‘Monthly Review” for this month 
in the hope that I will be able to give Superintendents definite information 
regarding the bringing into effect of the Rules. but it has not been possible 
so far to do this. 


T have also to inform you that the present recruiting season is opening 
ina most promising manner and some 4,189 more coolies have been despatched 
up to the 7th. instant than were sent for the same period of last year,

A letter dated 
the 24th October from the Rangalla Planters’ Association in- 
timating that Mr. E. C. Woolley was no longer that District’s re- 
presentative on this Committee, and conveying Mr. Woolley’s 
apology, was read. 


C. L. C. Monruty Review. The Chairman strongly re- 
commended all members to study the acting Labour Commissioner’s 
article in Vol. IV. No. 3 of his Monthly Review. Those who had 
read this were of opinion that it was a valuable article. 


In this connection the Secretary was directed to ask the Ceylon 
Labour Commissioner to send out copies of his ‘* Monthly Re- 
view ”’ with some easily distinguishable label as it was in its pre- 
sent wrapper liable to be overlooked. 


A vote of thanks to the chair terminated the meeting.

THE CEYLON GOVERNMENT IMMIGRATION CAMP, MAN- 
DAPAM. AND THE TALAIMANNAR ROUTE. 


STATISTICAL :—During the year 90,289 Estate coolies and 
42.420 Miscellaneous 3rd class Passengers underwent Quarantine, 
making a total of 132,709 as compared with 125,846 during 
1922. 


The increase of emigration to Ceylon Estates is responsible for 
improved figures as the difference in 3rd class Passengers is not 
appreciable. More energetic recruiting on the part of many Ceylon 
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Estates and unsatisfactory climatic conditions in the agricultural! 
districts of south India during the last few months of the year have 
stimulated recruiting. 


DIET :—-Messrs. Spencer & Co., continue to hold the contract 
from the Ceylon Government for the supply of food to the inmates 
of the Quarantine Camp, The quality of food, as revealed 
by inspection, has been maintained at a good standard and a suffi- 
cent quantity is always available. There have been no complaints 
which have been justified upon investigation. Particulars of 
Diet and charges are as follows :— 


DIET. 


(1) Cooked Rice (4 Madras measure or 133 oz. of uncooked 
rice). As much as required by each. 

(2) Cooked Dholl (4 0z.) One helping only. 

(3) Pepper water (about + Madras measure or 1/12 gallon). 
As much as required by each. 

(4) Curry (60z. Vegetable fried or mixed). As much as 
required by each.

Note :—Kanganies and coolies requiring a better class of meal 
are provided with same on defraying the extra cost of annas 2 them- 
selves, a satisfactory arrangement although the 3rd class meal is 
quite satisfactory. .. 
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IMPROVEMENTS :—During the year extensions have been 
made to the Vegetable and Rice cooling rooms of the Hindu Kitchen. 
A new block of 12 units for Sweepers has been erected. Bathing 
troughs on the latest pattern for 10 cooly Wards have been con- 
structed. 


Work SANCTIONED For 1924 :—An additional reservoir for Salt 
Water has been sanctioned and will be the means of further con- 
servation of fresh water—a very important matter in a Camp of 
this magnitude located in a very dry zone. Completion of bathing 
troughs on the latest principle, which is the most satisfactory I 
have seen, for the rest of the Cooly Wards is to be undertaken during 
1924. 


The following works are now under consideration :— 


(1) <A larger type of Incinerator than the one in use at present 
which the Superintendent informs me will enable the Sanitary 


Department to deal fully with destruction of Camp rubbish and 
refuse. 


(2) Improvements to the main sewage outlet. 


(3) Wells in fresh water area to be covered and the area to 
be fenced in. 


(4) Latrine and Water supply at Camp Station. This is 
of importance and I consider should be sanctioned as soon as 
possible. 


(5) Completion of Railway siding at Camp station and dis- 
mantling of the present Trolly line. 


I regret that it will be necessary to dismantle the present 
Trolly line, because there is no road to and from the Camp for the 
convenience of inmates to enable them to get to Mandapam. HU 
the Railway authorities are going to establish Mandapam Camp as 
a booking station and mure trains in consequence stop there, 
the situation will be relieved. 


FresH WaTER SUPPLY :—The supply during the year has been 
very satisfactory and has yielded the average ration of 20.2 gal- 
lons per head.

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DRAINAGE :—The sea water flushing system under pressure 
engendered from the Electrical Power station is working satis- 
factorily. 


Cooty Warps, Hospirats AND OTHER BuriLpiIncs :—These are 
maintained in first class order, are scrupulously clean and pro- 
vided with ample ventilation. 


Heautu :—Medical authorities report this is generally good 
throughout the year, there have been no epidemics. 


With regard to infectious diseases, the subjoined statement 
will show the low percentages of epidemic cases.

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This return illustrates the satisfactory sanitary state of the 
Camp taking into consideration the large numbers passing 
through. 


CEYLON LaBouR ComMIssion :—The branch office of this 
institution under the superv sion of a European Officer has been 
conducted throughout the year with smoothness and efficiency 
with the co-operation of th: Ceylon Government Officials. 


Emigration Act :—Under the Emigration Act rules, the 
Protector and a Medical Officer visit the Camp daily to examine 
and authorise the transport of emigrants to Ceylon. Iam s itisfied 
from observation that this examination is conducted fairly and 
£ maintained at its present standard will embarrass emigration 
in no way, but on the contrary should be ben ficial to the emi- 
grants and to the Colony. 
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The Camp has been licensed as a Place of Accommodation 
under Rule 31 of the Emigration Rules and a Committee of non- 
official visitors has been appointed by the Government of Madras 
under Rule 37. 


Camp Rovutine.—It is interesting to note the progress of the 
Estate cooly from the time he enters the Camp until he embarks 
for Ceylon. As will be shown, during the 6 days of quarantine 
his tim ismore or less occupied with consequent relief to monotony. 


On arrival of the coolies on the first day they are put through 
the usual examination by the Assistant Ceylon Labour Commis- 
sioner, similar to that conducted at Trichinopoly and at Out- 
Agencies, in order to establish their classification, their fitness 
for agricultural labour and their willingness to proceed to Ceylon. 
Enquiry also is made as to whether they have been subjected to 
bad treatment or extortion en route Oncompletion of this ex- 
amination, coolies are allotted to Segregation Wards after having 
undergone a preliminary medical inspection, those eliminated under 
this examination are returned to their homes. 


On the second day, the previous day’s arrivals are examined 
in order to classify them with regard to the Government Recruiting 
allowance to Estates under the heading of ‘‘ Allowance and Non- 
allowance cCoolies.”’ Registrations are undertaken for the 
purpose of the Mandapam Certificate and the Nominal Roll is 
prepared in anticipation of the Protector’s examination on the 
4th day. 


The third day is occupied with the full medical examination 
and vaccination of emigrants. 


The fourth day Protector’s examination takes place in ac- 
cordance with the Emigration Rules. This examination I have 
already referred to. 


On the fifth day claims for cash payments due on the authority 
of A. Forms are prepared by the Assistant Ceylon Labour Commissio- 
ner. 
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Sixth day—Final medical examination takes place and pay- 
ments are made by the assistant Ceylon Labour Commissioner, 
and coolies are finally despatched by train to Dhanuskhodi to 
embark on the Ferry Steamer for Talaimannar, being issued @ 
travelling ration for the journey to the Estate. 


GENERAL :—Discipline of the Camp appears to be well main- 
tained. Its cleanly appearance and the absence of complaints 
coupled with the invariable favourable reports from non-official 
visitors reflects considerable credit upon the Camp Superintendent 
and his staff. 


INDO-CEYLON CONNECTION :—Satisfactory arrangements con- 
tinue to be maintained by the South Indian Railway authorities 
for the transport of Estate coolies and third class passengers from 
Dhanushkodi to Talaimannar. Accomondation on the Ferry 
Steamers is satisfactory and consistent with a short sea journey. 
Accommodation provided by the Ceylon Government Railway is 
sufficient and meets requirements.

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CEYLON LABOUR COMMISSION. 
REPORT FOR 1923. 
STATISTICS. 


During the year 89,859 coolies were forwarded to Ceylon, being 
an increase of 12,223 over last year’s total of 77,636 which compares 
favourably with 5 previous years, when the numbers were 22,079. 
37,848, 100,903, 41,159 and 42,371, Owing to alteration in the 
system of recruiting under the new Ceylon Ordinance all emigrating 
labourers for Ceylon now pass through the Agencies of the Com- 
mission. 


A glance at Appendices “A” and “‘ B”’ will show that the 
most productive Agencies were :—Trichinopoly, Turaiyur, Peram- 
balore, Madura, Arantangi, Musiri and Namakal. The increase in 
emigration through some of these Agencies as compared with pre- 
vious years is most marked and is indicative of re-awakening to 
the attractions of Ceylon Estates under improved conditions, which 
have been extensively advertised during the last few years, coupled 
with unsatisfactory agricultural conditions in theses districts. Re- 
cruiting figures for Mandapam Agency remain about the same as 
for the previous year, but it is difficult to gauge the situation 
accurately as in many cases coolies have been brought direct from 
districts other than Ramnad. 

Only 611 coolies were recruited direct through Mandapam 
Camp out of the main total of 90,470 despatched to Ceylon during 
the years, the remainder emigrated under the auspices of this Com- 
mission. 


| New Coooles. 
Out of a total of 89,859 the new coolies despatched numbered 
43,587 being 48.50 per cent. of the total despatches, and the figures 
can be considered satisfactry. 


A. Forms. 


I received during the year 18,567 A. Forms as against 17,019 
during 1922. This works out at 4.83 coolies for each A. Form 
issued, which compares well with the previous year’s 4.56 coolies 
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per A. Form. In some cases 2 A. Forms werereceived for the same 
recruiter but these cases were not very frequent, and would hardly 
affect the figure given. During the last quarter of the year 4,063 
Recruiting Licenses under the Indian Emigration Rules have been 


received. 


From the comparative statement—Appendix ‘“ G ’’—it will be 
noted that although in the aggregate the number of A. Forms 
received in this office shows a slight increase on the previous year, 
yet the recruiting effort during the last 6 months appears to have 
consistently decreased. This gradual decrease is concurrent with 
the institution of the Emigration Act and the Provision of Re- 


cruiting Licenses. The A. Form as distinct from the Recruiting 


License, is the document that carries authority for the payment 
of pre-advances or rate per head. ‘These payments whilst provid- 
ing some financial inducement to the recruiters themselves, cover 
the payment of village debts and the transport of the recruits to 
the nearest Agency. It is advisable therefore that the A. Form 
carrying with it some small payment should not be altogether 
abandoned. Recruiting has to be conducted through the medium 
of Estate recruiters and as experience has shown unless he has some 
incentive his activities in that direction are liable to diminish. 
Recruiters who come over to this country without this incentive 
to work are liable to remain quiescent in their villages and to return 
to the Estate after a lapse, sometimes of a considerable period, 
having accomplished little or nothing. 


CLASSIFICATION OF LABOUR. 


Recruitment of Audi Dravidas shows a substantial increase on 
previous years. It may be assumed, I think, that political de- 
velopments during the last few years have affected the depressed 
classes in common with others, and they are in consequence more 
inclined to emigrate to escape from a condition which, in spite of 
these developments, has not materially improved. Encouraged 
and assisted by legislative representation, the Audi Dravida will 
endeavour gradually to extricate himself from his depressed condi- 
tion and in asserting his independence seek employment under at- 
tractive conditions which he cannot easily obtain in his own country. 
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RECRUITING AND PrRosprEctTs FoR 1924. 


From the statistics attached it will be seen that the year was 
a favourable one for recruiting. The despatches for each month 
were in excess of the numbers sent for the same month of last year 
with one or two exceptions, and while there was no great rush the 
figures for May to October inclusive were very steady, averaging 
over 10,000 for each of these months. Recruiting was well main- 
tained up to the end of October when it fell off on account of the 
commencement of the monsoon, and of the celebration of the 
Deepavali festival. The South West monsoon this year was much 
below the average, consequently agricultural conditions were help- 
ful for recruiting. 


Although the North East monsoon arrived punctually on its 
due date—15th October—and agricultural labourersatthat time had 
every prospect of becoming, as usual, fully occupied in the Recruit- 
ing Districts, the subsequent failure of the North East monsoon 
entirely altered the situation in many of the Districts in which 
exist valuable connection with Ceylon. 


During the last month of the year when recruiting under 
normal conditions is usually very slack, daily despatches developed 
a heavy increase on those of previous years. The situation is 
likely to have a beneficial effect on recruiting during 1924 if it is 
energetically exploited by Estates that require labour. 


The Districts mainly affected in various degrees are Musiri, 
Turaiyur, Perambalore to the North West towards Atur, Atur, 
Salem, Namakal and portion of Coimbatore. In some parts of 
Madura, rain has been very scarce : On the other hand, Puducottah 
State, Ramnad and Tinnevelly have not yielded such satisfactory 
results as far as emigration is concerned owing to good rain-fall. 


Information is consistently afforded in the monthly publication 
of the Review with regard to agricultural conditions in the recruit- 
ing Districts. In addition, special Circular letters or post cards are 
on occasions posted to Estate Superintendents in order to acquaint 
them with the latest developments. 
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AGENCIES. 


All the Agencies which were in being at the end of last year 
have been maintained with the exception of Atur. The Agency at 
this Town was re-opened as an experimental measure, but it had to 
be closed owing to the recrudescence of plague in Atur, which neces- 
sitated the evacuation of the Town. It was the centre for a fair 
number of Kanganies who, however, could be conveniently served 
by other Agencies, and it was therefore decided not to re-open the 
Agency at Atur. Owing to famine conditions, however, in this 
taluk at the year end, this Agency will probably be re-opened 
early in the new year in order to cope with re-activity in 
recruiting which is anticipated. 


The new Agency at Perambalore has justified its existence, 
a good Ceylon connection exists immediately round the Agency, and 
extends to parts of South Arcot and Salem Districts which are not 
conveniently served by Agencies situated in those Districts. 


INDIAN EMIGRATION ACT. 


The effect of the Indian Emigration Rules on emigration can- 
not yet be estimated as the Rules were not being administered in 
their entirety during the year under review. The Madras Govern- 
ment being anxious no doubt to dislocate emigration at the outset 
as little as possible, thereby creating hardship to the agricultural 
population in Southern India, adopted a very reasonable attitude 
with regard to the institution of the Emigration Rules, which have 
been gradual in their application, especially with regard to Licenses. 
During 1924 however the rules will have to be fully complied with. 


Reports have been received that village Munsiffs have in some 
cases failed to endorse licenses as required by the Emigration Act 
Rules with consequent delay to emigration. It may take time for 
these minor officials to become imbued with their responsiblities 
in this direction. Specific cases have been referred to District 
Magistrates who are affording the requisite assistance. 
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ADVERTISING, 


The usual intensive advertising campaign was carried out 
as aprelude to the busy recruiting season which commenced during 
the end of April and reached its height in June. The whole of the 
recruiting Districts were covered by my Agency staff and adver- 
tisements were distributed practically in every village and hamlet, 
The visits of the subordinate staff were followed, as far as possible, 
by the Assistant Commissioners who, as far as staff permitted, 
travelled almost continuously throughout their Circles during the 
busy part of the year. The statement of information which is 
required by the Indian Emigration Rules to befurnished to everly 
intending recruit will be issued next year and will, I think, be of 
value as it will be issued with the approval of the Governor-General 
in Council and will have this fact imprinted upon it. Prominence 
was given to the fact that the cost of transport together with any 
money advanced in India as an inducement to recruit is irrecover- 
able from the labourer in Ceylon. 


THe New Cryton Lapour ORDINANCES. 


It was noted under this heading in the last year’s report that 
an increasing number of old coolies turned up at my Agencies 
without credentials and expressed their desire to return to the 
places where they had been previously employed. This tendency 
was continued during the year now under review, and indicates 
that conditions in Ceylon must have improved and are far better 
than those at present obtaining in SouthIndia. Ordinance No 1 
passed during 1923 will, I am of opinion, have far reaching effects 
and will do more to stimulate recruiting for Ceylon than any 
previous legislative enactments. 


EUROPEAN AND INDIAN STAFF. 


The Commissioner was on furlough from 1-3-23 to 11-11-23. 
During his absence, Mr. N. H. M. Bowden, Deputy Commissioner, 
acted as Ceylon Labour Commissioner and was subsequently ap- 
pointed as Ceylon Emigration Commissioner as required under the 
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Indian Emigration Act, until the return of the Commissioner. 
During this period, whilst Mr. Bowden was much pre-occupied with 
the inauguration of the rules under the Emigration Act, he con- 
trolled the affairs of the Commission with marked ability. In this 
he was ably assisted by Captain L. E, Innes Baillie, Acting Deputy 
Commissioner and Accountant. 


On 1-3-23 Mr. A. Vere Lindon, a Ceylon Planter, joined the 
staff as Assistant Commissioner and was posted to Madura Circle. 


The Assistant Commissioners, throughout the year, have 
carried out their work, which has entailed a considerable amount 
of travelling in the recruiting districts, in a most satisfactory 
manner. 


InpiANn SraFF :— The staff at Head Office, Trichy Depot and 
Out Agencies have given satisfaction and their standard of work 
has been reflected in the absence of complaint from Estate 
Superintendents. 


INDIAN EMIGRATION ACT AND RULES. 


The points in the Rules which particularly affect Estate 
Superintendents are those requiring that every recruiter must 
hold a license, and that only persons who are of the labouring 
class and have previously been employed by the Estate for which 
they desire to recruit can be licensed. 


Books of licenses are obtainable only from the Controller of 
Indian Immigrant Labour in Colombo, and must be dealt with in 
accordance with the Rules printed on the cover of the book. 


Persons in South India who apply direct to the Emigration 
Commissioner for passages to Ceylon Estates may be accepted by 
him and in cases where Superintendents desire that such persons 
should be sent to their Estates, a request to that etiect may be 
sent to the Ceylon Emigration Commissioner, Trichinopoly, and at 
the same time the persons desiring to emigrate should beinstructed 
by letter to apply at the most convenient Agency of the Ceylon 
Labour Commission. They will then be passed as non-recruited 
assisted emigrants, 
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Cases have been noted where relatives or friends of Estate 
labourers who have themselves been employed in the Estates 
are desirous of sending labourers to the Estates in Ceylon where 
they have connections. Such persons cannot be licensed, but 
the would-be emigrants may be dealt with in the same manner 
described in the preceding paragraph, or an estate employee may 
be licensed and sent over to India to accompany the gang to the 
Estate. This course is preferable in cases where it is considered 
that a reasonable number of emigrants will be obtained. 


The remainder of the provisions of the rules will be carried 
out by the Emigration Commissioner and do not call for any 
definite action on the part of Superintendents. 


CEYLON LABOUR ORDINANCE No. 1. or 1923 anp RULBEs. 


The majority of the provisions of the above Ordinance and 
the Rules made thereunder do not call for any independent action 
on the part of Superintendents except in regard to furnishing the 
quarterly returns. The Immigration Fund established under the 
Ordinance is made up of (1) contribution from the Government (2) 
acreage cess levied on Estates and (3) contribution by other em- 
ployers in proportion to the number of recruits they obtain. 


Superintendents are at present required to submit to the 
Controller a quarterly statement showing the correct acreage of the 
properties and the nature of the product planted. The Controller 
will then assess the Estate and payment must be made to him. 


RECRUITING ALLOWANCES 


An allowance which has been fixed for the present at Rs. 10 
is made by the Controller for each labourer of 12 years of age or 
over who -s able to work. The Emigration Commissioner is res- 
ponsible for the classification of labourers as regards their age 
and ability to work. The payments will be made by the Con- 
troller to employers without any application being made by them, 
based on the Emigration Commissioner’s schedules. 
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FREE PASSAGES, 


The whole of the cost of transport and feeding of labourers 
from the time they are accepted at an Agency of the Ceylon Labour 
Commission until their arrival at the Railway Station nearest 
the Estate is paid for from the Immigration Fund. Should 
however, a Kangany and his labourers be detained at an Agency 
owing to any fault of the Kangany, or any defect in Estate instruc- 
tions, credentials, etc., the cost of such detention must be paid 
by the employer. All cash payments made to Kanganies and 
labourers in India must also be paid by the recruiting Estate. The 
Ceylon.Ordinance prohibits recovery from the labourer of any sum 
expended on his transport and feeding on the journey to Ceylon, 
as well as any amounts which may be paid to him in India in 
consideration of his willingness to emigrate. 


District RECRUITING. 


As was the case last year, the Districts of Trichinolpoly, Tanjore, 
Madura, and Ramnad have been the principal recruiting grounds 
for Ceylon. The Ceylon connection in these districts was a parti- 
cularly good one and the best class of labourers emigrate therefrom. 
In the outlying Districts of the Arcots, Tinnevelly and Salem, 
recruiting has been quite good as compared with previous years, 
but there was a falling off in Puducottah State, owing to improved 
agricultural conditions which obtained therein. Details of the 
coolies registered in various districts are contained in an appende 
schedule. 


—_— 


CIRCLE ADMINSTRATION. 


Owing to the absence of the Commissioner and one Assistant 
‘Commissioner on furlough, the Trichinopoly Circle had to be tem- 
porarily divided, the eastern half coming under the supervision 
of the Assistant Commissioner, Vellore Circle, while the western 
half was added to Salem. The touring of both the Assistant 
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Commissioners was mainly carried out in the Trichinopoly Circle 
where the majority of Kanganies were operating. The Assistant 
Commissioner, Madura Circle, toured through the Madura District. 
and part of Tinnevelly, selecting those parts where most Kanganies. 
resided. 


~ TRICHINOPOLY DEPOT. 


The Trichinopoly Depot remained for ithe greater part of 
the year under the direct charge of the Depot Superintendent, 
supervised by an Assistant Commissioner whenever one was at 
Headquarters. Since the regretted death of the Depot Superinten- 
dent, Mr. F. H. Wintle, in September last, an Assistant Commissioner 
has been in charge of the Depot. 


A Medical Officer was maintained at the Depot and justified his. 
appointment by the rejection of labourers suffering from diseases. 
which would ensure their rejection at Mandapam, and by treating 
passing labourers for their ailments. There was no outbreak of 
disease at the Depot during the year, although one or two cases of 
infectious and contagious diseases occurred. 


Messrs. Spencer & Co., continued to be Contractors for the 
supply of food to the labourers passing through the Depot and have 
consistently supplied good food at a reasonable price. 


The price of a meal in the Trichinopoly Depot is Rs. 0-4-0 when 
the number of meals taken during the month is below 5,000, other- 
wise the rate is Rs. 0-3-0 per meal. It consists of the following :— 
Enough rice, 2 vegetable curries, Dhall sauce, and Pepper water 
served on a plantain leaf. Similarly the ration issued to coolies. 
when travelling is charged at Rs. 0-3-0 and Rs. 0-2-9 respectively 
and consists of 6 oz. bread, 3 oz. brown sugar and 2 plantains.

DEFAULTING DEPARTMENT, 


The Commission has ceased to endeavour to recover debts due 
to Estates by Kanganies and labourers. 


CoLoMBO AGENCY. 


The Colombo agency has been maintained throughout the year 
but it is not made use of to any great extent by the Estates lying 
to the South of Colombo. This is probably partly due to the fact 
that labourers returning to India generally travel by the trains 
from Kelani Valley and Coast Lines which connect with the Indian 
train at Maradana, and consequently their stay in Colombo isso brief 
that it is unnecessary to make use of the Agency. I must point 
out, however, that if people returning to India leave the Districts 
by an earlier train and pass through the Agency, they will be 
protected against the possibility of extortion in Colombo, as it is 
necessary to provide them with only enough money to take them 
from the Estate to Colombo. Tickets from there to India are 
purchased by the Colombo Agent and debited to the Kstate 
account, for all coolies presenting Estate orders to that effect. 
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The Agency has been of great use to coolies coming from 
Mandapam en route to Kelani Valley, as the train for that line is. 
timed to start just after the arrival of the Mail train from Tallai- 
mannar which is often late. The coolies are then taken to my 
Agency where they wait until the next train and in the interval 
receive a meal. 


MANDAPAM CAMP. 


The working of the Mandapam Camp and the Indo-Ceylon 
Railway route is the subject of a separate report. An Assistant 
Commissioner has resided in the Camp during the year and puts 
all labourers through a final examination, makes payment of all 
balance commission and supervises the issue of cumblies on behalf 
of those estates which require them issued to their coolies, and main- 
tains liason withthe Ceylon Government Officials and the Protector 
of Emigrants. 


A considerable number of coolies applying direct at Mandapam 
witthout credentials have also been dealt with and delay obviated 
by telegrams being sent on their behalf to their Estates. 


CLOTHS AND CUMBLIES. 


The volume of business in this branch has not been so great 
this year as it was last, but cloths to the value of Rs. 7.196-12-0 and 
cumblies worth Rs. 12,472-9-11 have been supplied to Estates. 
Most of these were on repeat orders received from Superintendents 
who have previously obtained their requirements through this 
Commission, and satisfaction had generally been given. 


ACCOUNTS. 


As usual Messrs. Ford, Rhodes and Thornton have audited the 
accounts of the Commission and have reported favourably on the 
system instituted and the method of its maintenance. 
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As noted last year, a large number of complaints have been 
received in regard to delay in the return of Pass Books These 
complaints are due to a misunderstanding of the situation, as it 
exists. It is not possible for me to close my Estate accounts for 
any month until about the 10th or 11th of the succeeding month, 
and it is impossible therefore that Superintendents should receive 
their Pass Books completely written up with all transactions for 
the month until about 14 days after the end of the month. Even 
if a Pass Book is sent from Ceylon and written up on the date of 
receipt here and posted the same day, it will take 4 to 6 days from 
the time of posting to reach the estate again. 

The funds lodged on account of Estates totalled Rs. 1,273,066 
for the year. 


SoutH INDIAN RAILWAY. 


A great deal of assistance has been given by the Agent and 
officers of the South Indian Railway in regard to the despatch of 
coolies from the various Agencies to Trichinopoly and thence to 
Mandapam, and my thanks are due to them for their action. 


CLAIMED COOLIES. 


Very few applications have been made by relatives of coolies 
in Ceylon for their repatriation during the year. In 16 cases only 
9 coolies were repatriated through the Commission. 


CORRESPONDENCE WrrH COAST. 


I am glad to say that Superintendents are realising in increasing 
numbers the necessity of encouraging correspondence with coast 
and a good many orders for printed note paper and addressed 
envelopes with Indian stamps have been received. It is parti- 
cularly desirable that these envelopes should be supplied to coolies 
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on the Estates so that they can be filled in with the name of the 
addressee and enclosed in the letter sent to India, thus ensuring 
receipt of the reply. 


RECRUITERS. 


The type of recruiter sent over during the year has been 
satisfactory and there is no doubt that the professional element is 
slowly, but surely, being squeezed out by consistent pressure that 
has been exerted during the recent years to prevent his operations 
through the medium of Estate recruiters. 


The Indian Emigration Act Rules will materially assist in 
this direction. Estate Superintendents will be well advised to 
carefully select recruiters for whom they apply for Licenses to the 
Controller ; and to eliminate those that have either failed to re- 
cruit in the past, or have disregarded the restrictions imposed upon 
them by this Commission in the interest of recruiting. 


The examination of recruits at the hands of the Indian Pro- 
tector stationed at Mandapam is conducted on sound lines and is 
not unreasonable; but he is naturally inclined to strictness with 
regard to the bad type of recruiter. 


Another point which it is well to bear in mind is the selection 
of recruiters that have fostered their own village connections and 


have established useful liason by annual visits. When, however, 


this type of recruiter has exhausted his connection, too frequent 
visits to South India are undesirable and should be regulated to take 
place at longer intervals in order that they may remain productive. 
In cases where Estates have lost touch with the Coast through their 
Kanganies, recruiting through the means of individual coolies has 
attained success. 


Careful instruction to recruiters with regard to License pro- 
cedure as laid down by the Controller, which are pasted on the cover 
of the License Book, on the part of Superintendents will obviate 
delay in recruitment and despatch of emigrants from Southern 
India. This suggestion also app'ies to procedure detailed in the 
Monthly Review from time to time. 
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CONCLUSION. 


The year under report will remain on record as a most eventful 
one, not only in the history of this Commission, but in emigration to 
the Colony. It has witnessed the passing of Ceylon Ordinances 
No. | of 1923, coinciding with the enforcement of the Indian Emi- 
gration Act No. VII of 1922 and the application of the Rules. 
Whilst the Indian enactments so far appear to have had no ill-effect 
on emigration, the basis of Ceylon Legislation being beneficial to 
the Emigrant, there is promise of a constant and increasing flow of 
emigration into the Colony. Continuity of effort on the part of 
those interested to check the inherent tendency of the Kangany to 
exploit his labour to his own advantage will also prevent reaction 
in the recruiting Districts. The news of improved conditions 
during the last few years bas permeated the recruiting Districts 
supported as it has been by systematic advertisement propaganda. 


The Ceylon Labour Commissioner has been authorised by the 
Ceylon Government to carry out the requirements of the Indian 
Emigration Act in his capacity as Ceylon Emigration Commissioner 
and to utilise the machinery of the Ceylon Labour Commission for 
the purpose. Thus the Ceylon Labour Commission, which was 
founded in South India by the wise foresight of the late Mr. James 
Westland and Mr. Edgar Turner as long ago as 1904 has been 
justified by events. 


The Ceylon Labour Commission loses its identity in no way ; 
but its foundations in thiscountry are, on the contrary, strengthened 
to the advantage of Estates that have contributed to its support for 


many years.

That membership thereof be confined to members of the P.A. of 
Ceylon. 


That the annual acreage cess should be due and payable on the Ist 
January in each year. A member whose cess is 3 months overdue 
will forfeit all privileges of membership and assistance from the 
Commission until such cess is paid. 


A member must give written notice to the Secretary P.A. of Ceylon 
not less than one calendar month before the 3lst December in each 
year of his wish to retire ; otherwise he will be liable for payment 
of cess for the ensuing year. 


{f any person makes use of the Commission in any way, such person 
shall be liable for the payment of the acreage cess for the year or 
years in which he has used the Commission, and shall not be entitled 
to the privileges of the Commission until he becomes a member and 
pays his subscription for the then current year. 

The following charges shall be payable for making use of the Commis- 
sion for any of the following purposes, viz :—

Fee for every successful case conducted 5.00 


In addition to these charges a bonus will be paid to the employees con-

RULES FOR THE WORKING OF THE COAST AGENCY. 
CONFIRMED AT ANNUAL-GENERAL MEETING HELD IN FEespruary, 1919, 


1. The Planters’ Association of Ceylon will be represented in India by 
the “Ceylon Labour Commissioner.” 


2. He will be an Officer appointed by the Planters’ Association or by 
their “General”’ or “‘ Coast Agency’? Committee in such manner as may 
be provided by the Articles and Rules of the Association. 


3. In suits by or against the Planters’ Association in India all pleadings 
connected with any suit, appeal, execution or other miscellaneous applica- 
tion or other legal proceeding will be signed and verified on behalf of the 
Corporation by the “‘ Ceylon Labour Commissioner.” 


4. All summonses, notices and other processes to be served on the 
Planters’ Association of Ceylon in India will be served on the “‘ Ceylon Labour 
Commissioner,”’ and will be effective as service on the Corporation 


5. He will have power,— 


(a) To institute, conducv, defend, compromise, settle or abandon 
any legal proceedings in India on behalf of the Association 
and also to compound and allow time for payment or satis- 
faction for any debts due to or from the Association and any 
claims or demands by or against the Association in India ; 


(b) To refer any claims or demands as against the Association in 
India to arbitration, and observe and perform the awards. 


(c) To make and give receipts, releases and other discharges for 
money payable to the Association and for claims and de- 
mands by the Association ;and 


(d) To act on behalf of the Association in all matters relating to 
bankrupts and insolvents. 


6. The Ceylon Labour Commissioner shall have the right to obtain 
leases of property andexecute andregister deedsin connection with such pro- 
perty, and in that ocnnection do all acts and make all appearance before 
Registering Officers for and on behalf of the Association. 
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7. All employers in India of the Planters’ Association of Ceylon will 
be under the control of the Ceylon Labour Commissioner. He will have 
power to employ, suspend, dismiss or otherwise deal with them without 
his action being questioned by the employees as that of only an Agent for 
an absent principal. 


8. In dealing will such employees the Ceylon Labour Commissioner 
shall himself act as principal andobtain agreements, inflict fines and for- 
feit deposits and do all other things which may be necessary for the excercise 
of effiicient control over and the maintenance of discipline among the em- 
ployees, he shall have also power to frame the necessary rules and regula- 
tions for observance by such employees. 


9. No individual member of the Association or the Suprintendent of 
any estate will have any relationship with the employees of the Commiss- 
sioners as master and servant or principal and agent. 


10. No employees could plead that any individual member of the Asso- 
ciation or Superintendent of any estate did not suffer loss by the breach 


of the conditions of his agreements and therefore he would not be liable to 


conform to those conditions. 


1]. The money passing through the hands of the Ceylon Labour Com- 
missioner in India should as between him and his employees be deemed to be 
the property in which the Ceylon Labour Commissioner has an absolute 


interest though as between him and an individual member or estate his posi- 


tion might be that of a quasi banker.

DEPARTMENT OF INDIAN IMMIGRANT LABOUR, 
COMMUNIQUE. 


Regulations under ‘‘ The Labour Ordinance, No. 1 of 1923.’’ 


The attention of estate superintendents and other employers of unskilled 
Indian immigrant labour is invited to the regulations framed under the Ordi- 
nance, No. 1 of 1923, and published in the Government Gazette of July 13, 
1923. The regulations provide for the institution and administration of 
a Common Fund to meet the cost of recruiting and introducing into Ceylon 
unskilled Indian immigrant labourers. Copies of the regulations may be 
obtained from the Controller of Indian Immigrant Labour, Colombo, at 10 
cents per copy; and all superintendents of estates and other employers of 
unskilled Indian immigrant labour are advised to study them carefully. 
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2. The regulations under section 14 of the Ordinance deal with the fees 
payable by employers for the maintenance of the Fund. The main portion 
of the Fund will be raised by an acreage rate on all estates employing Indian 
immigrant labour and planted with 10 acres or more of tea and 30 acres or 
more of rubber, cacao or cardamoms. 


3. Employers on all such estates should note that under the regulations 
they are responsible for sending in quarterly a return showing the acreage 
on their estates planted in tea, rubber, ete. The first return must be sent 
to the Controller of Indian Immigrant Labour, Colombo, on or before 22nd 
August next. Copies of the necessary forms may be obtained on or after Ist 
August next at any Kachcheri, or Post Office in Planting Districts, or may be 
obtained direct from the Controller of Indian Immigrant Labour. The sub- 
sequent returns will be due quarterly on October 31, January 31, April 30, 
and July 31 of each year. Penalties are provided in the regulations for failure 
to send in the return or for sending in a false return. 


4. The acreage rate is payable quarterly and has been fixed, under the 
regulations, by the Governor in Hxecutive Council at Rs. 1.50 a quarter per 
acre of tea and 50 cents a quarter per acre of rubber, cacao, or cardamoms. 
(vide Notification in Gazette of July 27, 1923.) These rates will remain in 
force until further orders. 


5. On receipt of the acreage returns the Controller of Indian Immigrant 
Labour, if he is satisfied as to the correctness of the return, will assess the 
amount due by the employer at the above mentioned rates and will notify 
this amount to the employer. The regulations enable the Controller to hold 
over the assessment of any estate until he has made further inquiry, or to 
assess any estate which has failed to furnish a return. There are also provi- 
sions for claiming exemption on abandoned acreages, and for appeal to the 
Governor in Executive Council against the Controller’s assessment. 


6. The first instalment of the acreage fees will be payable on or before 
September 15, 1923. (vide (Notification in the Gazette of July 27, 1923.) 
No further instalment will be recoverable until January 1, 1924. 


7. The Immigration Fund thus raised will come into operation on October 
1, 1923. (vide Notification in the Gazette of July 27, 1923.) The regulations 
under sections 13 and 23 of the Ordinance provide for its administration. 
The main points for employers to note, are that the Fund will pay subsistence 
and transport expenses, emigration fees, etc., of all assisted unskilled Indian 
immigrants recruited, and of any recruiting agents (i.e. Kanganies) accom- 
panying them, from the time the recruits are accepted by the Emigration 
Commissioner at any of the Labour Commission Agencies in South India, 
until they reach the Railway Station in Ceylon which serves the estate or 
other place of employment on which they are to work. It will be the duty 
of the employer to take charge of them when they arrive at this Railway 
Station. 
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8. It should be noted that the Fund will pay these expenses only for 
recruits accepted by the Emigration Commissioner on and after October 1, 
1923. All recruits accepted before that date and in transit on October 1, 
will be transported, as at present, at the expense of the employer. 


9. Employers paying acreage fees will, in addi tion, receive a recruitment 
allowance for every labourer recruited on their behalf by their recruiters. 
No recruitment allowance however will be paid on the recruiters themselves 
or on dependents who are not fit for work. Former employees wishing to 
return toestates, and others, who apply directly to the Emigration Com- 
missioner for an assisted passage to Ceylon may be given such under the usual 
conditions, provided that the Emigration Commissioner is satisfied— 


(a) that they are former employees returning to an employer who is willing 
to employ them; or 


(b) that inthe case of new recruits he can allot them to an employer who is 
willing to employ them. Recruitment allowances will be payable on such 
recruits. This provision covers the case of estate labourers returning ‘“ on 
their own” after a holiday at the coast. 


10. Recruitment allowances will be payable in a lump sum at the end of 
each half year. The rate initially fixed is Rs. 10 per head. (vide Noti- 
fication in Gazette of July 27, 1923.) This rate may be altered from time to 
time by the Governor in Executive Council. The allowance is intended to 
cover the fees paid by employers to their recruiters, the varying small sums 
given out by recruiters to recruits before emigration and the petty expenses 
incurred in some cases for bringing recruits to the various agencies. 


11. It must be distinctly understood that the Emigration Commissioner 
cannot make any advances out of the Fund to recruiting agents for these 
initial expenses. In other words the establishment of the Fund will in no 
way supersede the present work of the Labour Commissioner in financing 
recruiters at the Coast. The Labour Commissioner will, as at present, under- 
take such transactions for estates which continue to subscribe to the Coast 
Agency. Other employers must make their own arrangements for placing 
their recruiters at the Coast in funds. ; 


12. The labourers brought over by estates paying acreage fees will account 
for all but a small percentage cf the assisted unskilled emigrants from South 
India to Ceylon. No recruiting, however, by any employer can be carried 
on in South India without a license from the Emigration Commissioner and 
no unskilled labourers recruited or provided (except by a relative) with an 
assisted passage, will be allowed to emigrate from South India except under 
the control of the Emigration Commissioner and the Immigration Fund, 
The rules therefore make provision for the recruitment and introduction 
into Ceylon of unskilled labourers by employers who will not be called upon to 
pay acreage fees. These provisions will come into force as soon asthe Fund 
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comes into operation, i.e. on October 1, 1923, and are laid down in Chapter II 
of the Regulations under Section 14 of the Ordinance. As such employers 
will make no periodical fixed contribution to the Fund, the Regulation 
provide that before they receive recruiting licenses infavour of their recruiters 
they shall furnish the Controller with sufficient security, by way of deposit 
or Bank guarantee, to cover the expenses which will be incurred by the Fund 
in bringing their recruits across. For this purpose they should apply to the 
Controllerfor the necessary applicationform (Schedule C) which will be 
supplied free of charge. When the security has been furnished recruiting 
licenses will be issued under the samo conditions as to estate employers. 


13. Recruits obtained under such license will be taken by the recruiters 
to the most convenient Labour Commission Agency in South India. At the 
Agency the recruiter and recruits will be taken over by the Emigration 
Commissioner and forwarded to their destination in Ceylon in the same manner 
as estate labourers. 


14. The expenses incurred by the Fund for their subsistence and trans- 
port, etc., will then be made out and presented to the employer for payment. 
A capitation fee to meet overhead charges and a similar fee as a set off for 
expenses which may in incurred by the Fund in repatriating Indian Immigrant 
labourers will be included in the employer’s bill. These capitation charges 
have been fixed for the present at Rs. 3 and Rs. 2 per head. (vide Notification 
in the Gazette of July 27, 1923.)

Extract from the Report of the Committee of the Planters’ 
Association of Ceylon for the year ending 3lst December, 1923. 

Subscriptions received in 1923 totalled Rs. 27,811.32, while 
donations in Ceylon and in London respectively amounted to 
Rs. 37,640.82 and Rs.1,009.88. The gross expenditure to “‘assistance 
granted” was Rs. 76,957.67, but the repayment of Rs. 10,424.04 by 
various recipients brought the nett. ‘ assistance granted ’”’ to 
Rs. 66,533.63. Working expenses were Rs, 3,158.61 being 3.9% 
of the gross expenditure. 

The Pension list shows that 36 persons in England have re- 
ceived pensions totalling Rs. 45,466.25, and in Ceylon pensions 
totalling Rs, 21,312.00 have been paid to 24 persons. These 
pensions are in every case granted either to planters no longer 
capable of earning their living, or to the dependents of planters 
who are in a like position. (By dependents, the wives and children 
of planters are to be understood.) In addition to these pensions 
2 children were being educated at a cost of Rs. 3,185.01 approxi- 
mately. Temporary assistance of various kinds totalling Ks. 
5,274.41, including a considerable amount expended on medical 
expenses, has been granted. In addition to the above, Rs. 1,720.00 
was granted as loans. 

Your Commitee tender their grateful thanks for the invaluable 
help given by various members of the District Planters’ Associa- 
tions, and to Mr. A. O. Whiting. Secretary of the Ceylon Associa- 
tionin London, in collecting and remitting subscriptions and making 
the necessary payments. 

Under section 13 of the Ordinance incorporating the Fund, 
it is laid down that the books of accounts shall be open at all reason- 
able times to the inspection of members of the Corporation. and 
it may be added that such inspection would be welcome. 
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Rules and Regulations under Section 14 of Incorporating Ordinance. 


1. At a General Meeting of the Corporation twelve members 
shall constitute a guorwm, and the Chairman shall have a casting 
vote in addition to his own original vote. 

2. Minimum Annual Subscriptions (Estates Rs. 25, Super- 
intendents Rs. 25, Assistant Superintendents, Rs. 15) shall be due 
on Ist January of each year. All subscriptions of less than the 


_ minimum shall be treated as donations for the year in which they 


are paid. The Standing Committee shall have the right to refuse 
any subscription. 

3. A donation of Rs. 500, or five subscriptions of not less 
than Rs. 100, qualifies for membership of the Standing Committee 
as a Patron. 

4. Particulars of any application for assistance shall be 
forwarded to the Honorary Secretary, with annexed form filled in, 
which should be vouched for by two friends of the applicant, who 
should also be subscribers to the Fund to whom he or she must be 
personally known, and should further be supported by the Planters 
Association of the District in which the applicant is or was resident. 

5. All Firms and Joint Stock Companies, whose names’ 
appear in the List of Patrons, must nominate one member of 
such Firm or Director of such Joint Stock Company to attend the 
meetings of the Standing Committee and to receive notice of 
such meetings.

THE CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH, 


In moving the adoption of the report and accounts the Chair- 
man said :— 

The first business is the adoption of the report and accounts. 
The latter have been duly audited, and you now all have a 
copy of the report, which with your permission I will take as read. 
Out total income for the year under review was Rs. 85,250 against 
Rs. 112,049 in 1922. The falling off was entirely in donations, 
those from Ceylon having dropped from Rs. 47,583 to Rs. 37,640 
and those from London from Rs.20,757 to Rs. 1,009. The reason 
for this was that in 1922 a special appeal was made both in London 
and in Colombo, which was generously responded to, and we did 
not feel that we could make another special appeal last year. 
Local companies, however, still continue to be very generous in

the way of subcriptions or donations, and I would like to thank 
those Directors and Shareholders who have sent us up to date 
this year about Rs. 23,000. The Secretary of the Ceylon Associa- 
tion writes that the recent donations from London Companies were 
so much smaller in 1923than in 1922 was because no special appeal 
was made last year. Ithink, however, if London Companies were 
asked, most of them would be willing to give us an annual sub- 
cription like so many local companies do. The actual amount of 
subscriptions received last year was Rs. 27,700 and interest 
Rs. 18,700, a total of Rs. 46,400. The assistance granted came to 
Rs. 66,533, or about Rs. 20,000 more than actualy received in 
regular subscription and interest. This Rs. 20,000 therefore had 
to come out of donations, which amounted to Rs. 38,700 leaving 
a balance of about Rs. 18,000 on the year’s working to be added to 
our capital. At our last annual meeting our late Chairman, 
Mr. Garrick, spoke strongly on the point of its being unsound to 
consider donations as subscriptions and as part of our income. I 
agree with him in theory but not in practice ; take a case like last 
year’s which [have just quoted. We would either have to refuse 
this Rs. 20,000 help given over and above actual subscrip 
tions, or use part of the donations, and I am quite sure 
the generous donors would rather we did the latter. 1 main- 
tain if we continue to give the help we are doing and still 
increase our capital by over £1,000 per annum we are not doing 
so badly. Naturally it is in a time like the present that we hope 
to build up our capital ; as the time will assuredly come when dona- 
tions and subscriptions willdecrease andthe callson us increase. 
I would take this opportunity of thanking the District Collectors 
for the great help they were to us during the past year and also 
the very generous donors of private subscriptions. I would also 
like to thank our Hon. Secretary, Mr. John Still, and Mr. A. O. 
Whiting, for the hard work they have put in on behalf of the Fund, 
also the Standing Committee, for so regularly attending meetings. 


I will now move the adoption of the report and accounts.

Mr. Chas. Gibbon said that although they were getting such 
handsome contributions now, they could depend that there would 
be a time when they would not be making so much profit out of tea, 
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when tea would be in the position rubber was in at present. At 
such a time there would be very likely be more calls than there 
were now in these prosperous days. He thought, therefore, it was 
necessary especially in the case of large donations, that they should 
be put to capital. They were living on the high tide of prosperity 
as regards tea, and surely it was the time when they should pre- 
pare for a less prosperous time. He urged upon the Executive 
Committee that they should bear this in mind and transfer certain 
amounts to capital. 


Mr. Carr Hamond said that they were just about to invest 
Rs. 30,000, or perhaps a little more, in Government Securities. 


The report and accounts were then passed. 


Messrs. Ford, Rhodes, Thornton & Co., were re-appointed 
Auditors. 


With a vote of thanks to the Chair the meeting terminated.

An Ordinance to Incorporate the Planters’ Benevolent 
Fund of Ceylon.

Whereas an association consisting of persons Preamble 

engaged in the planting of tea, cocoa, rubber, and 
other agricultural products, and called ‘‘The Planters’ 
Benevolent Fund of Ceylon’’ (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘‘the said association’’), was established in the year 
1894 for the purpose of relieving necessitous persons 
of Kuropean birth who are or have been members of 
the planting community in Ceylon, and of the widows 
and children of any such persons:

Mr. Webb suggested that a scale should be drawn up of salaries 
considered by this Committee to be fair remuneration. This being 
done he would propose that the scale be submitted to the Planters’ 
Association of Ceylon, and that the Ceylon Estates Proprietary 


Or 
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Association be approached with a view to its being laid before 
Companies. He tentatively suggested as a scale for Superinten- 
dents Rs. 15 /- per cultivated acre per annum and 5%, commission 
on profits ; also periodical passages to England for both planters 
and their wives. 


Mr. Allen Coombe suggested that commission on profits should 
not be given to planters, but should be withheld to form a fund 
either for a wife and family or for old age. He said that if the 
commission were to be given annually it would be spent annually, 
and it was far better to form a reserve fund from it. 


Mr. Tait said that he thought the first step was to find out 
what planters are actually paid, and he suggested that District 
Representatives of this Committee might do so. 


The Secretary suggested that in that case it would be best 
for him to issue forms to District Representatives together with 
stamped envelopes addressed to him, so that all figures collected 
might be analysed and arranged in this office. This met with the 
approval of the meeting and it was resolved that forms should 
be drawn up and distributed. 


Districr MEETINGS. 


’ The Chairman said that he was desirous of Districts holding 
meetings of Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents, 
so that the matter of ascertaining planters’ salaries might be ex- 
plained and any proposals considered. He also hoped that Dis- 
tricts would place upon their agendas the consideration of a Provi- 
dent Fund for Planters, and it was resolved that all Districts should 
be invited to hold meetings and to place these two items on their 
agendas.

“That Proprietors be asked to recognise the principle of giving 
Commission on profits as past of the remuneration of Superinten- 
dents.”’ 


The Hon’ble Mr. T. Y. Wright suggested that the resolution 
should be referred back to No. 2 Committee with an expression 
of opinion that the General Committee does not wish to approach 
Proprietors in this matter, and it was resolved that this should 
be done.” 


Mr. Carson Parker enquired as to the procedure adopted 
by the No. 2 Committee when a resolution is submitted by the 
No. 2 Committee to the General Committee. His reason for 
enquiring was due to the fact that no member of the No. 2 Com- 
mittee spokein support of the above resolution when it was brought 
up at the last meeting of the General Committee. — 


NO 2 COMMITTEE i 


Mr. Evans stated that the No. 2 Committee had five repre- 
sentatives on the General Committee, and these members should 
speak in support of any resolution submitted to the General Com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Elliott stated that he was not aware that the resolution 
was going to be brought up at the last General Committee meeting, 
but was under the impression that it was to be brought up at the 
July meeting of the General Committee. 


The Chairman stated that he was under the same impression. 


Mr. Tait referred to Mr. J. B. Coles’ opinion expressed at the 
last meeting of the General Committee that he was not in favour of 
the Planters’ Association of Ceylon mediating between employer and 


employee. 


Mr. Elliott pointed out that it was very difficult for No. 2 
Committee to put forward any resolution, which did not interfere 
between employer and employee. 


The Chairman did not agree with the opinion expressed by 
Mr. Coles, 


The following resolutions forwarded by the Kalutara No. 2 
Committee were read :— 


1. * That in the interests of the Planting Community, the 
scheme for a Provident Fund which has already been mooted at 
Kandy, should be made compulsory for all planting employees in 
the Island.”’ 


2. “That the No. 2 Committee, Kandy, be requested to 
form a Sub-Committee thoroughly to go into the cost of i ving in 
conjunction with statistics regarding Planters’ earnings and that 
if it be found that a case can be made out, that this Sub-Committee 
do invite representatives of the Estate Agents’ Association to 
discuss the problem with a view to improved conditions ” 
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Mr. Hawes enquired why the proposals for a Provident Fund 
emanated from the Planters’ Benevolent Fund. 


The Chairman said that at a meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Planters’ Benevolent Fund, it was pointed out that 
the calls upon the Fund were very heavy, and a Sub-Committee 
was appointed to consider how it was possible to relieve the Planters’ 
Benevolent Fund of some of these calls in the future, and the 
Provident Fund scheme was the result of their deliberation. 


Mr. Hawes said that the matter should not have emanated 
from the Planters’ Benevolent Fund. As the Provident Fund was 
concerned with the financial welfare of planters, it should have 
emanated from the No. 2 Committee. 


Mr. J. Graeme Sinclair, Chairman of the Planters’ Association 
of Ceylon, who was present as a visitor, stated that he was of 
opinion that the Provident Fund Scheme should not have been 
put forward by the Planters’ Benevolent Fund, and that he was 
going to move at the meeting of the Benevolent Fund to be held 
on the morrow, that the provident Fund, being a business pro- 
position, should be taken up by the No. 2 Committee. e 


The Provident Fund proposals were read by the Chairman 
as also were the schedule of replies received from 13 District 
Planters’ Associations, who were all in favour of the scheme. 


At this stage Mr. Sinclair enquired whether the No. 2 Com- 
mittee wished to proceed alone with any outside body on any 
resolution passed by it, if the resolution was turned down by the 
General Committee, or if the Planters’ Association should forward 
any such resolution even if the General Committee did not re- 
commend the resolution. 


Mr, Evans said that it was useless to do so, and the Chairman 
agreed with him, stating that everything should go through the 
General Committee.

Constitution OF No.2. COMMITTEE. 


The Chairman stated that he intended at the forthcoming 
meeting of the General Committee of the Planters’ Association 
to obtain a ruling as to who were represented by No. 2 Committee. 
Did it represent all Superintendents and Assistant Superintendents, 
or only those who were private members or associates of the Planters’ 
Association. ; 


The Secretary read the following paragraph from number 5 of 
the Articles of Association. 


“Any person eligible for membership shall alternatively be 
eligible for election as an asscciate at his option, but no one shall 
be eligible to vote on matters appertaining to the Superintendents 
and Assistant Superintendents’ Committee unless he becomes 
either an associate or a full private member.”’ 


The Secretary informed the meeting that in 1922 there were 
124 private members and 189 associates, and that up to the end 
of August in the current year the figures were 193 private members 
and 270 associates. 


Mr. Elson spoke of three years ago, and the movement to form 
a Planters’ union. If No. 2 Committee failed he held that a pro- 
mise existed that all planters should join a planters’ union. It 
was his opinion that No. 2 Committee had failed. He thought No. 2 
Committee should either do more or cease to exist, and a union be 
started. He thought planters viewed No. 2 Committee with 
suspicion as part of the Planters’ Association which was run from 


NO 2 COMMITTEE 15 


Colombo. He referred to good work done by Commander Goolden, 
but thought that nothing had been done since Commander Goolden 
retired from the Chair. He thought No. 2 Committee should have 
taken up the question of planters being described as extravagant. 


Mr. Evans repudiated Mr. Elson’s suggestions that No. 2 
Committee had done nothing, and enquired why representatives 
from Uva had done nothing to help. 


Mr. Tait supported Mr. Evans and considered that Uva had 
not helped at all. 


Mr. Smeaton said that if Mr. Elson had so many names on his 
list they ought to join as associates or private members and help 
to make No. 2 Committee more useful. 


Mr. Dawson Campbell said the Planters’ Association. of Ceylon 
did not help No. 2 Committee, and had recently turned down a 
resolution forwarded by them. 


The Chairman said that that was his fault as the resolution 
had been unfortunately worded. 


Mr. Campbell expressed the opinion that No. 2 Committee 
was useless and that it had better wind up. 


Mr. Evans thought it would be better if critics of this Committee 
helped instead of merely grousing. 


Mr. Elson said he could bring in every man in Uva if No. 2 
Committee could show that it was doing any good, but that it 
did nothing, though Commander Goolden had done a lot to bring 
Agents and Planters together. 


Mr. Elliot said it was not true that No. 2 Committee did nothing, 
it had done a lot to help planters. 


The Chairman said that he held that No. 2 Committee re- 
presented all planters and not only subscribers. He thought 
all requests made by No. 2 Committee should be forwarded through 
the Planters’ Association, as thereby they would gain valuable 
support. 
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Mr. Elson thought individual members of Committee should 
do more to increase the number of subscribers. 


Mr. Walker thought they should separate from the Planters’ 
Association. 


Mr. Tait and Mr. Murray agreed with him. 


Mr. Elson differed. He thought a further effort could be made 
to make No. 2 Committee useful, but only one more effort. 


The Chairman opposed separation. 


Mr. Sydney Smith said he was most surprised to hear what had 
fallen from some members, and he was surprised at the small 
membership. Dimbula was satisfied with what was being done. 
Critics who had spoken did not seem to be aware what had been 
accomplished. A great deal was done by quiet work to enlighten 
opinion in Colombo and to improve conditions of pay, furlough, 
pasages to England &c. Dimbula did not wish to break away 
from the Planters’ Association. He repeated that No. 2 Committee 
had done a lot of good. Hethought Estate Agents were reasonable 
people, ready to listen when reasonably approached. 


The Chairman enquired whether the meeting wished him to 
bring forward at to-morrows General Committee meeting his 
inquiry as to what No. 2 Committee represented. 


The feeling of the meeting was against this. 


Mr. Elson proposed that all members of Committee should 
call meetings in the Districts and ascertain whether opinion was in 
favour of separating from the Planters’ Association or not. 


Mr. Popham thought it would be a great mistake to break 
away from the Planters’ Association. 


Mr. Smeaton thought it a good thing to get the opinions of 
districts regarding the usefulness of No. 2 Committee. 


FUNDS. 


— 


The following resolution from the Pussellawa Planters 
Association was read :— 
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“That No. 2 Committee being greatly handicapped without 
funds, all members should subscribe One Day’s Pay to a General 
Purposes Fund which will be administered at the discretion of 
the General Committee.” 


Mr. Tait supported it. Nothing could be done without money 
he said. It was not even possible to take legal advice or other 
steps in the preliminaries of forming a Co-operative Society. He 
modified the Pussellawa resolution and proposed. 


“That a sum of Rs. 10 /- per head be collected from Planters 
for a general purposes fund to be used at the discretion of No. 2 
Committee.’ 


Mr. Elliott seconded and added that the fund ought to be 
collected by district representatives and forwarded by them to 
the Secretary. He explained that the Sub-Committee appointed 
for that purpose was going into the question of Co-operative Stores 
not run to make, but to save, money for members by cheapen- 
ing goods while limiting it’s dividends to 5% per annum. If 
profits exceed this they could be devoted to lowering prices or to 
extension of business. Nothing could be started without money, 
and the amount collected from associates did not cover ordinary 
office expenses, printing. stamps &c. 


Mr. Tait’s resolution was put to the meeting and passed, only 
Mr: Evans voting against it. 


PLANTERS SALARIES. 


The Chairman said that younger men were getting fair 
salaries, but that older men who were married and had children 
were inadequately paid. Atthe end of his service a planter ought 
to find himself in the same position as other professional men. 
Personally he was very keen on profit-sharing. He thought in 
the case of an Estate or Company showing large profits, 5°% 
would be a reasonable amount to be paid as bonus to the staff. 
He intended to get further data and then to discuss the ques- 
tion with Estate Agents. 


Mr. Sydney Smith hoped soon to see the Sub-Committee’s 
report with facts and figures. Before asking for help we must 
first find out why we want help. 
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Mr. Evans said the Sub-Committee had not yet finished its 
report. The Chairman asked whether the Sub-Committee’s report 
should go to No. 2 Committee or to a General Meeting. 


Mr. Sydney Smith suggested sending it out to district repre- 
sentatives. The Chairman undertook to obtain figures of cost 
of living from districts. 


A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting.

The Rules and Regulations of the proposed Ceylon Planters’ 
Provident Society were laid before the meeting and their principles 
accepted. 


It was resolved that they should be placed before the General 
Committee of the Planters’ Association at the meeting to be held 
on the next day. 


The report drawn up by the Sub-Committee appointed to 
consider the cost of living, salaries etc., was brought before the 
meeting and gone through item by item. After amendment it was 
resolved to refer it to all District Representatives in the form given 
attached and to bring it forward at the next meeting. 


Mr. E. B. Robinson said that it was quite possible that No. 2 
Committee was working on entirely wrong lines and that it was 
better to allow employees to approach their employers direct. 
He thought it also possible for shareholders to propose at meetings 
that bonuses should be given to Superintendents, and generally 
to work in this manner to improve their conditions. 


Mr. Elliott approved this latter idea but was of opinion that 
it should be done in addition to this report and not in place of it. 

Mr. Walker thought the report was perhaps too personal 
and should be confined to general principles. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Correspondence with the Agents of a Shipping Company 
on the question of reduced rates for planters, their wives and their 
children was read, and it is hoped that the correspondence will be 
complete before the next meeting. 
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CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETY. 


The Chairman informed the meeting that the Representative of 
Messrs. Henderson and Co., had attended a meeting of the Sub- 
Committee appointed to consider the formation of a Co-operative 
Society, and had stated that his firm was willing to take the Ceylon 
Agency of the Co-operative Society, if established. This firm had 
in the meanwhile written to Australia to obtain figures re the cost 
of food stuffs etc., and it would be possible to present some state- 
ment when they had received their reply.

This sub-Committee is of opinion that the scale of pay shown 
above, is, in the case of unmarried planters adequate, and is fair 
and reasonable in proportion to the requirements of planters, 
whether married or single, up to a period when they have completed 
twenty years service as planters. From that time onwards this 
Sub-Committee is of opinion that hardship exists for married 
men, especially those with children, and considers that a salary 
of Rs. 1250/- a month offers to a married planter with two children 
some prospect of being able to meet the requirements of his position 
and to educate his children. 
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In support of this opinion the Sub-Com-

a large number of budgets submitted for consideration :—

At the inclusive figures of Rs. 4,800 per annum, there is little 
difference in expenditure whether the children are educated on the 
estates by a Governess with her salary and food and the cost of the 
children’s maintenance under items |, 4, 5,.

extra servant.

Expenses at Haddon Hill are about the same figures taken 
all round. It is most undesirable that children should be educated 
entirely in Ceylon.

EXTRAS. 


This is a considerable figure, but is essential to keep a house- 
hold from brain fag and staleness, and consequent depreciation 
in efficiency. No consideration is given to furlough or to any 
provision for retirement, or insurance ; all of which would entail 
the addition of 10°% to the above total. 


The Assistant Director of Statistics has kindly supplied the 
following statement of the percentage of increase in the cost of 
living in Ceylon compared with the figure for April, 1914

In his letter the Director of Statistics says “‘ No allowance 
has been made for the rent in these figures or for the cost of passages 
home, and they can only be accepted asa very rough criterion of the 
increase in the cost of living for a European spending Rs. 10,000/- 
a year or more.” 


Prorirt SHARING. This Sub-committee is of opinion that 
profit sharing is a principal which benefits both proprietors and 
their employees. 


Conditions vary so widely on different estates that it is 
impossible to propose precise and definite terms, but it is hoped that 
proprietors will give this matter their consideration. 


ProvipEent Funp. Rules have been drawn up and are in 
the hands of the legal Advisors to the Planters’ Association. With 
hardly any exceptions Planters in their District Planters’ Asso- 
ciation meetings have accepted the governing principles these rules 
seek to put into practice, and it is hoped to submit the proposals 
to the Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association in thenear future. 


PASSAGES AND FurtoueH Pay. The Ceylon Estates Pro- 
prietary Association, at a meeting held on December 16th. 1921, 
passed the following resolution :— 


“ That all satisfactory service whether permanent or tempo- 
rary should count for passage and furlough pay.”’ 


If proprietors in general act upon this principle this Sub- 
Committee considers nothing further in this direction is required. 
It would however ask proprietors, when fixing the rate of furlough 
pay, to take into consideration the fact that an appreciable pro- 
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portion of a planters’ total emoluments, probably as muchas one 
fifth, is paid not in cash but in the form of allowances ; a rent-free 
house, garden, firewood &c., All of this payment in kind is lost 
when a planter goes on furlough, that is to say, is lost when his 
expenses are at their highest for the reason that in most instances 
he has to obtain furnished rooms or rent a furnished house for a 
short term. It is clear that this is a more expensive way of living 
thanis followed by those whose permanent res‘dence is in England. 


This Committee would ask all proprietors to take into considera- 
tion that a planter’s salary carries no pension, and that therefore 
it is necessary for a man without private means to save something 
to provide for old age. 

This Committee recognises that it is impossible for an Estate 
that is not paying well to give a high salary, but is of the opinion 
that there should not be a flat rate of salaries and that concerns 
which are making good profits should give better salaries than the 
less prosperous ones. The idea being that an estate should give 
a Superintendent a salary that with economy will enable him to 
provide for a wife and family in the condition he is supposed to 
occupy, and in good years give some form of profit sharing that will 
make it possible for him to invest so as to provide for the future. 


This Committee realise that there is a War to pay for and 
that no one can expect to live with the same amount of luxury 
that existed previous to 1914.

The Chairman scrutinised the minutes of the meeting held on 
the 8th November, 1923, and with permission of members present 
signed them.

The Chairman made reference to what was, in his opinion, the 
incongruous position of the No. 2 Committee as now constituted.

No one seemed to know the respective 
sphere of duties and rights of the P. A. Committee and the No. 2 
Committee. Owing, no doubt, to this, support from Superinten- 
dents and Assistant Superintendents was not sufficient to make 
the Committee as representative as it was intended to be. 


The Chairman stated that he had formed a scheme to alter 
the present rules, which he briefly mentioned. 


It was decided to ask the Chairman to circulate his views in 4 
letter to the District Representatives, so that the matter could 
be discussed.

ANNUAL SUBSCRIPTION. 


Read replies from various District No. 2 Committees giving 
their views on the subject. The majority were in favour of the 


subscription being raised,—providing no portion was allocated to 
any Co-operative Fund.

attempt, and under the circumstances it seemed of no use going 
on with it. 
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PLANTERS’ SALARIES, 


The Chairman made reference to a paragraph in Mr. Still’s 
circular letter to District Representatives of No. 2 Committee 
regarding secrecy, which had been misunderstood. It was not 
intended that the matter should not be discussed by the various 
Committees but that nothing should be circulated in the press. 


The Chairman proposed thatthe joint report and reeommend- 
ation drawn up by himself as Chairman and Messrs. C. B. 
Loudoun Shand, C. A. Evans and E. M. Windus be adopted. 


This was approved, but at the same time it was not thought 
desirable to approach the General Committee of the Planters’ 
Association until the meeting in March.

ELECTION OF A CHATRMAN. 


The Chairman said that as the meeting was probably aware, 
at the last Committee meeting the Committee were informed of 
the illness of Mr. Cooper and they had to elect a Chairman in his 
place. According to the rules of the Association the election of 
the Chairman by the Committee would hold good. However, 
the Committee did not wish to take this step and he was asked to 
take the chair Pro tem. It was now the duty of the meeting to 
elect a Chairman. 


Mr. Evans: There is a resolution from the Kelani Valley 
P.A. that Mr. Webb be elected our Chairman. (Applause). 


Mr. C. E. Hawes: Iam deputed by my Association to raise 
the question of a proprietary planter being appointed to the chair. 
I don’t want you to think, Sir, that this is in any way directed 
against you because if I receive a favourable reply, I am to 
support your election. 


Mr. Webb: I am unable to say anything. It merely says that 
the Committee shall elect their Chairman. 


Mr. Evans said that there existed a rule when the No. 2 Com- 
mittee was originally formed, that no proprietor shall be Chairman 


of the Committee. Under the present constitution there was no 
such rule. 


Mr. Smeaton: I understand that Mr. Webb is a Superin- 
tendent of an estate, Sir. (Hear, hear). 


Mr. Evans proposed that Mr. Webb be elected Chairman of 
the No. 2 Committee. 


Mr. E. C. Elliott seconded. 


The motion was carried with much acclamation. 
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Mr. Wess: I am much obliged for the honour you have 
done me. Isuppose I am one of the oldest planters here. Though 
I am a proprietary planter and not dependent upon any firm or 
company for my salary, I may say that my son is a planter and 
the sons of many of my old friends are planters, and I have the 
interests of the younger men thoroughly at heart. I will do my 
best for the No. 2 Committee.(Hear, hear and applause). 


Mr. Evans said that there was a resolution from the 
Kelani Valley P. A. sending a vote of regret with Mr. Cooper on 
his being forced, through illness, to relinquish the Chairmanship 
of the No. 2 Committee. 


Mr. Wepep’s SPEECH. 


The CHAIRMAN said :—Gentlemen, the chief question we 
have before us to day is that of planters’ salaries, and in considering 
this it is important to realise the relation between capital and labour 
—employers and employee. The mistake is frequently made of 
looking upon the interests of employer and employed as opposed 
to each other, whereas, as a matter of fact they are identical. To 
take our own case, it is to the advantage of proprietors to give 
superintendents salaries that will make it their interest to remain 
on the estate. What a proprietor requires is a good man—one who 
is capable of working the estate to the best advantage, and in 
order to obtain this he must be prepared to offer a salary that is 
pasufficient inducement to a competent man. The question the 
proprietor has to ask himself is what class of man do I require, 
and in the case of an estate Superintendent in Ceylon, undoubtedly 
the best man is a man from the same class that professional men 
are drawn from. Therefore he must offer the same inducement 
that. would make a man go in for a profession. That is to say, 
the salary must be such that after a similar number of years’ 
service, a planter would find himself in the same position as a 
professional man. So, in considering the subject of planters’ salaries 
those are, I think, the lines we can go on. One thing in reference 
+o wages that is not always recognised is that wages are not regulated 
by the cost of living but by what an industry produces. It would 
be useless to suggest a wage that meant no profit to the proprietor, 
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because it simply could not be given. The man who finds the 
capital for starting a business naturally has first claim on the profits, 
as, without him, the business could not be started at all, and also 
he has to bear all losses, but it is quite reasonable in the case of a 
business giving large interest on the capital invested that the 
workers should obtain some recognition either, in bonuses, commis- 
sion on profits, or a share in the concern. Though the workers 
are entirely dependent on the capitalist yet the capitalist is also 
dependent on the workers, as without their work his capital cannot 
bei necreased. So it is in the interests of both to work together 
and any idea of antagonism between them is to be strongly depre- 
cated. It is not in the interest of the proprietors to have their 
Superintendents discontented, and in continual anxiety as to how 
to meet the cost of living and, if we can devise any scheme or 
principle that will put salaries on a sounder basis, we shail be 
benefitting employers as much as Superintendents. In addition 
to salaries, we have to consider what may be called the reverse 
side of the question, namely, a provident fund or insurance scheme. 
In other words, how to save, and make the best with what we have. 
As you all know a Sub-Committee was appointed to consider the 
subject and a scheme has been submitted to you. That a planter’s 
wife and children should, owing to his death, be thrown upon the 
Benevolent Fund for assistance is extremely undesirable, and, as 
all who have anything to do with the Benevolent Fund know, there 
have been some cases where the trouble was undoubtedly due to 
extravagance. The claims on the Benevolent Fund have, of late 
years, been gradually increasing, so it is very necessary to try to find 
a remedy. As regards the question of saving money, I should 
like to make a suggestion: Ban drinks all round and cocktails. 
Some may consider it a delicate subject, but I don’t really see 
why. [am not throwing any stones, and it is simply a matter of 
expediency. Iam referring to a possible way of cutting down our 
drink bill. The position is this: All alcohol is now over 100 per 
cent. dearer than it used to be and there is not the smallest chance 
of its ever being cheaper. So, if we find our salaries don’t give 
much margin, and we want to get back to something near pre- 
war cost of living, the only thing to do is to cut down our drink 
bill practically by half. Then the question arises: how can this 
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be done without causing too much inconvenience? I have 
two suggestions to make. One, that we do away with, or rather, 
curtail, what may be called “‘ drinks all round.’’ You know what 
I mean. Ina club or at a meeting you join a group of men and 
are asked to have a drink. In return you offer one yourself to all 
present, and each considers himself, if he has accepted a drink, 
bound to offer one in return, the result being, a man has probably 
about 5 drinks whereas he only wants one, and would sooner be 
without the others—but does not like to refuse. This custom 
makes clubs and meets much more expensive than they need be. 
I have heard, as most of you have doubtless done too, a man say 
that he is unable to go to camp or to his tennis club as often as 
he otherwise would on account of the expense of the drinks. Well, 
gentlemen, that is quite wrong and shows that the custom is a 
mistake. As you are aware, in England during the war, it was 
considered such a serious matter that there was actually a law 
made about it. We don’t want anything of that sort. Men of 
our class are capable of doing what is advisable without that. 
It is simply a matter of a little self-control and breaking through 
a custom. In this matter it is, of course, the older men and those 
who can afford it that have got to set the example, as one can’t 
expect the younger men to break through a custom that has been 
adopted for so many years. My other suggestion is to do away 
with cocktails entirely. It is really a comparatively modern idea 
and we used not to have them. They are of no more use as drink 
than hors d’oeuvres is as food and can’t be called anything but 
luxuries. This subject is not quite so far removed from planters’ 
salaries, as might at first sight appear. It is human nature to 
help those who help themselves, and if it is seen that we mean to 
do the best with what we have, those who have the control are more 
likely to be willing to help. On the other hand, if it is seen that 
drinks are freely indulged in, people may say that if planters 
can afford much in the way of drinks at present prices, there is 
not much the matter with salaries. Please don’t think Iam throw- 
ing any stones. I simply make these suggestions so as to show 
& way in which economy may be exercised. (Applause). 
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DISPOSAL OF COLLECTED Money. 


THE CHAIRMAN :—The first question, gentlemen, that we have 
before us is the disposal of money that was collected for a law 
case of a planter who was to lose his billet unjustly, so much. so 
that he was going to apply for legal help in the matter, and we 
therefore decided to help him. Iam glad to say that he has been 
reinstated in his billet and the need for this money is all done away 
with, and there is nothing more to be said on the subject. So what 
we have to do is to consider what we have to do with the collected 
money. At the Committee meeting we just held we decided that 
it should be returned to the donors, the idea being that the money 
having been raised for a special purpose, it should be returned 
as there was no need for it now. 


At this stage a remark from a member gave rise to consider- 
able discussion as to whether general meetings of the No. 2 Com- 
mittee should be open to the Press, 


Mr. PopHam :—Will all this appear in the Press. 
Tue CaatrMan :—Yes, but the names will not be published. 


Mr. Carson ParkeR:—Is this meeting to be open to the 
Press, sir ? 


THe CHAIRMAN :—Yes, it was decided in Committee that the 
Press would be allowed to report proceedings. 


Mr. Carson PARKER :—But does that stand here ? 
THE CHAIRMAN :—We had better now put it to the meeting. 


Mr. Carson PARKER :—I suggest, Sir, that this meeting 
be conducted on the same lines as the P. A. General Committee 
meeting : that is that the Secretary sends notes of it to the Press 
afterwards, but not a full report of the proceedings. 


Mr. A. T. SypNey Smrrx thought as the last speaker. H 
suggested that a summary be given to the Press and full proceed- 
ings circulated among district representatives. He considered 
that more useful work would be done if the meetings are not open 
to the press. 
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Mr. J. D. Hoare said that publicity through the Press was 
most desirable. At the same time, if there was any point that 
occurred it the meeting that it was not desirable to make public, 
it might be discussed in Committee. 


Mr. A. F. B. Smeaton :—I think, Sir, that Mr. Carson Parker 
has proposd a resolution. I should like to second that. I think 
that the resolution was that the matter should be dealt with in 
exactly the same way as the P. A. General Committee meetings. 


Mr. Hoare proposed as an amendment that the meetings be 
open to the Press and should any point transpire that the meeting 
considered should not be reported, it would be discussed in 
Committee. 


Mr. Dawson CAMPBELL seconded. 


Mr. SYDNEY SMITH said he would like to point out the danger 
there was in that procedure. Members would get up and say 
things that were undesirable. They would remember the mis- 
understanding that bad been created when the movement started. 
It was very desirable that proceedings of their meetings should be 
edited before being sent to the Press. The fullest information, 
however, should be available to the members. The speaker was 
understood to say that they were opposed to two factions. At 
times publicity was desirable, but at the same time they should 
move judiciously, slowly and temperately. (Hear, hear). “‘ We 
don’t want intemperate things said. I suggest that a summary 
be sent to the Press edited by the Chairman and the Secretary 
and a full account to the Bolshevists who are always saying that 
we are doing nothing. (Laughter). 


THE CHAIRMAN pointed out the cost of such a procedure 
whereby each member was to be provided with a complete report 
of the proceedings. 


Mr. SypNEY SMITH replied that if it was a question of funds 
he had no doubt that the necessary money would be immediately 
forthcoming. He had some experience of printing, and the cost 
of issuing a report to each member would not amount to more 
than Rs. 100 as they held only one meeting a year. “ But’ the 
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speaker continued ‘‘as I have already pointed out, there 
two opposing factions. You are going to supply those who want 
to hear all the nasty things said with a complete account and 
a summary edited by you to the Press.” 


Mr. C. B. Cuay seconded. 


Mr. J. CRAEME SINCLAIR, speaking as a visitor, said that he 
thought they would be making a very great mistake by keeping 
the Press out. A member had feared that nasty things would be 
said. Why should there be nasty things said ? He was at Home 
when the No. 2 Committee had been formed and the opinion 
there then was that it was just a Bolshevik body. ‘“‘ We are 
all gentlemen here, though we don’t always agree. Capital 
and labour cannot always think the same. I think you will 
be making a great mistake in shutting out the Press. It will 
give people the opportunity of saying that you are sending a 
garbled report to the Press while a true report. is circulated 
among members. I am giving you a word of advice. I am 
greatly in sympathy with this Committee, and as Chairman of 
the P. A. I tell you not to close this meeting to the Press. There 
is no reason why any matter you don’t want published should not 
be discussed in Committee. 


The amendment was put to the meeting and carried by a 
majority of 17 to 4. 


The Chairman then invited the Press to remain at the meeting. 


The question of the collected money which was overlooked 
during the above discussion was then disposed of by the meeting 
passing a resolution that the amount be returned to the donors. 


PLANTERS’ SALARIES. 


Mr. Evans said that the following resolution had been re- 
ceived from the No. 2 Section of the Kalutara P.A. :— 


‘That the No. 2 Committee, Kandy, be requested to form a 
Sub-Committee thoroughly to go into the cost of living in eon- 
junction with statistics regarding planters’ earnings, and that 
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if it be found that a case can be made out, this Sub-Committee 
do invite representatives of the Estate Agents’ Association to dis- 
cuss the problem with a view to improved conditions.” 


Mr. R. DE V. Goprray : But have not these statistics been 
already obtained ? 


Mr. Evans replied that the Committee was in possession 
of statistics regarding planters’ earnings prepared by Mr. John Still. 


The figures were tabled. 


The CHAtRMAN :—Before taking up this subject, I should 
like to propose a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Still. I should have 
explained at first that Mr. Still being ill is unable to be present 
and has expressed his regret. He continued that the thanks 
of the Committee were due to Mr. Still for the statistics he had 
been at pains to prepare. They were very interesting and entailed 
an enormous amount of work and a certain amount of skill. 


The vote was carried unanimously. 


~ Mr. C. E. Hawes :—If we are going to discuss these figures, 
should we not go into Committee. I see they are marked 
‘‘private and confidential.” 


It was agreed that the figures should not be reproduced in 
the Press. 


THe KALUTARA RESOLUTIONS. 


Mr. J. D. Hoars, referring to the resolution sent up by the 
No. 2 Section of the Kalutara P. A., said that at the last meeting 
of that body certain resolutions were put forward to be discussed 
at Kandy. Mr. Denham Till had worked out certain figures 
and elaborated a scheme which had already been published in the 
Press. The gist of his suggestions was that the salaries of planters 
should be on a “‘ price basis,” that is to say, that the salary should 
fluctuate with the selling price of the product. With regard to 
the acreage not in bearing, this was provided for by another scheme. 
The scheme raised a rather fundamental question. It differentiated 
between married and unmarried planters. He did not think it

necessary to say very much about the scheme considering it had 
already been published. The other resolution from the Kalutara 
P. A. was one proposed by himself. After giving the subject 
considerable thought and studying other schemes he came to the 
conclusion that it were best to defer all schemes for the time being. 
A list showing planters’ salaries was tabled at the meeting. It 
informed them of the amount planters were earning in the island, 
and they considered these salaries insufficent. But at the present 
moment it was largely a matter of opinion whether they were really 
insufficient as they had no statistics per contra. If they thought 
that these statistics made out a case for increase of salary they 
might be told on the other hand that they did not. The resolution 
before the meeting was that a sub-Committee be formed to go 
into the cost of living in conjunction with the statistics regarding 
planters’ earnings. If, therefore, they could compare planters’ 
earnings with what it cost them to live they could say definitely 
whether they had a case or not. If they had a case it was suggested 
that the planters should invite their employers and consider the 
whole question round the table. It would then be time to think 
out afavourable scheme. It wasno use for the No. 2 Committee 
putting forward these statistics if it be found afterwards per contra 
that the statistics for the cost of living proved the opposite. It 
was most desirable that the Committee should not go farther in 
the matter before making certain of their ground. It was very 
questionable whether their aim could be accomplished within a 
short time. It would not be possible to achieve their end under 
a period of years. One could quite conceive of the difficulty 
of discussing this question at a general meeting and he suggested 
that a small sub-Committee be formed that would go throughly 
into the question and report to the planters generally. 


Mr. R. De VY. Gopnrray seconded. 
The CHAIRMAN :—There are now two schemes before the 


meeting. 


Mr. C. A. Evans then read the following resolutions from the 
No. 2 Section of the Kelani Valley P.A.— 
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1. That this Committee is not in agreement with Mr. Denham 
Till’s resolution expressed at the Kalutara Superintendents’ and 
Assistant Superintendents’ Committee on July 4th, 1923.” 


2. ‘That this Committee is of the opinion that the only basis 
on which the incidence of salaries can be settled is to find out 
what should be a minimum wage for a Superintendent irrespective 
of acreage taking into consideration the present cost of 
living.” 


Mr. C. L. Trvy said that the K. V. resolution was more or 
less borne out by Mr Hoare’s because if the sub-Committee was 
appointed they would find out what the minimum wage must 
be to cover the cost of living Therefore with the permission 
of the meeting he would withdraw the scheme in favour of Mr. 
Hoare’s. 


Mr. ALLEN CooMBE suggested that in forming the sub-com- 
mittee there should be representatives in each District to collect 
the necessary statistics and forward them to the Central Committee. 
This was necessitated by the fact that the conditions varied con- 
siderably in the various Districts. 


Mr. A. T. Sypney SMITH said that with regard to Mr. Hoare’s 
resolution, he was absolutely in agreement with the first part of it, 
but at the same time thought that the second portion of the resolu- 
tion might lead them into difficulties. He thought that it would 
be very much better that the Committee should report their findings 
to a general meeting of the No. 2 Committee, as there were very 
different ideas on the subject, and it was best to make sure that. 
the whole body was behind it. . 


Mr. WEBB’s SCHEME. 


The CHAIRMAN :—I myself drew up another scheme which was 
as follows :— 


1. That as Superintendents of estates are drawn from the 
professional class, salaries should be on the same basis as those 
of Government servants, that is to say, that a planter should be 
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enabled to livein about the same style with regular leave allowance, 
and at the end of his service have a reasonable chance of being 
in the same position as a man retiring on a pension. 


2. That the principle of profit sharing should be recognised, 
that is to say, that when a company or estate 1s paying good divi- 
dends, and dividends go beyond a certain fixed amount, that some 
remuneration, either bonus, commission on profit, or shares in the 
concern on some definite basis should be given to Superintendents. 
That inthe case of a company such remuneration should be on the 
profits of the whole concern and not on individual estates. 


3. That for the future subscription to a provident fund or 
insurance scheme should be one of the conditions of service.”’ 


The Kalutara resolution was then carried unanimously in 
the following form :—‘* That the No. 2 Committee, Kandy, be 
requested to form a sub-Committee thoroughly to go into the 
cost of living in conjunction with statistics regarding planters’ 
earnings, and that if it be found that a case can be made out, 
this Sub-Committee do report their findings to the No. 2 Committee.’’ 


The following were elected to form the sub-Committee :—Messrs 
C. B. Loudoun Shand, E. M. Windus, C. A. Evans, the Chairman, 
and the Secretary. 


The following resolution received from the No. 2 Section 
of the Kalutara P. A. was then taken up :— 


‘ That in the interests of the planting community the scheme 
for a Provident Fund, which has already been mooted at Kandy, 
should be made compulsory for all planting employees in the 
Island.” 


Mr. A. F. B. Smeaton asked whether, if any one of the schemes 
went through, it would be a private scheme or whether it would 
be legalised. He raised the question because in the case of the 
scheme suggested by Mr. Coombe the amount of money that had 
to be put down as security was perfectly huge. This was one of 
the reasons really why Mr. R. G. Coombe’s scheme did not come 
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through. If it was to be a private scheme as some firms had now 
it would not be necessary that money be put down. If on the 
other hand it was to be made legal the amount required as securities 
was considerable. 


Mr. ALLEN CoomBE said that if they wished to have a scheme 
on the lines of the insurance companies it was necessary that they 
should have an exceedingly large capital to ensure probable losses 
being paid. If their scheme was to be legalised it was necessary 
to put up enough money to ensure payment of sums exactly in 
the same way as an insurance company. He knew, as a matter of 
fact, that in the case of Mr. R. G. Coombe’s scheme the amount 
of money required to be put up was very large indeed. 


Mr. Carson PARKER :—The resolution is quite in order, is 
it not, sir? You told us a little while ago that the C.E.P.A. or 
the P.A. had asked each district whether they would support 
this Provident Fund. You have had their replies which you are 
going to do something with. All you can do today is to ask that 
all planting districts in the island should be compelled to join the 
fund. This resolution is merely a rider from one Association. 
That is how it appears to me. 


Mr. J. D. Hoare said that everybody should be made to fall 
into line though this might seem a controversial point. With 
regard to the pension scheme outlined by Messrs. Coles, Coombe, and 
Goolden, he thought that it was pointed out that it was an insurance 
scheme. He did not think that it was taken into consideration 
there that the planter contributed a certain amount—5 or 10 
per cent. of his monthly salary, and the proprietor contributed a 
similar amount. He did not think that the resolution was one 
that required speaking to very much. It was not a matter of 
personal opinion and it was obvious that all must join the provident 
fund. 


Mr. C. A. Evans : How is it to be made compulsory ? 


Mr. Hoare: By legislation, I take it. 
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Mr. GRAEME SINCLAIR said that they could not make the 
scheme compulsory by legislation. He had spoken to certain 
members of the Legislative Council, who were of the opinion that 
the Council would not pass such a measure. 


THE CHAIRMAN did not see how it could be made compulsory 
at all. No company would make it a condition of employment that 
the planter should belong to the provident fund. 


Mr. Hoare, speaking again, said that everyone must make 
some provision for old age, and this was what they were endeavour- 
ing to do in trying to make membership of the fund compulsory 
on every planter. The question was whether any planter could 
afford not to join the scheme. No planter could afford not to 
save. Those who wished to save came into the scheme voluntar- 
ily, while those who would not save would be brought into the 
scheme and made to save. 


Mr. E. C. Extiorr :—There is hardly any need to make it 
compulsory, surely, because if your employers are going to put up 
a rupee for every rupee people will naturally join it !”’ 


Mr. C. E. Hawes : How can we decide this question. We are 
not expressing our personal opinions on the subject. We are 
representing our Associations. 

Mr. C. A. Evans :—This is a General Meeting. You are 
representing yourself. 


Mr. Evans here read a summary of the replies received from 
the various district Associations, nearly all of the members of which 
supported the scheme. 


THE CHAIRMAN: As far as I can see the majority of people 
are willing, so that I don’t see any reason for passing this resolution 
that it be made compulsory. I put the resolution to the meeting 


The whole meeting with the exception of Mr. Hoare, voted 
against the resolution. 


PROVIDENT FuND PROPOSALS. 


The CHAIRMAN read out the proposals for the Provident Fund :- 
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PROPOSALS. 


1. That from the salary of each planter agreeing to these 
proposals 5 per cent. be deducted monthly and paid into a Fund as 
described below. 


2. That an amount equal to that subscribed by the planter 
be subscribed by the proprietor and paid into the same Fund. 


3. That from the money thus obtained an Investment Fund 
be formed and controlled by four trustees, of whom two shall be 
appointed by the Planters’ Association of Ceylon, and two by the 
Ceylon Estates Proprietary Association. 


4. That the Secretary of the Planters’ Association be Secretary 
and Treasurer of this Fund. 


5. That a separate account be kept in the name of each 
subscriber showing his subscription and his employer’s subscription 
to his credit, plus his share of the interest to be allotted annually 
by the trustees. 


6. That a planter subscribing to this Fund shall be entitled 
to draw out the whole amount accrued tohis credit at the age of 
fifty-five, that in the event of his earlier death the amount at his 
credit shall be paid to the executors of his will, that in the event 
of the subscriber retiring from planting before the age of fifty-five, 
he be entitled to draw out the sum at his credit one year after 
retirement. 


N.B.—This provision of one year to follow retirement is made 
in order that the improvident shall not be able to withdraw the 
amount at their credit unless genuinely retiring. 


Continuing, the Chairman said that the agents were all in 
favour of a scheme of this sort, but they wished to know if all the 
planters were in favour of it. “* Does anyone wish to make any 
proposal about this scheme ?¢” 


There being no response, the proposals were put to the meeting 
and carried unanimously. 


The CHAIRMAN remarked : “ of course this could only be done, 
provided enough people join it.” 
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Mr. CARSON PARKER : Who sent these proposals to the C.E.P.A.? 
You have just made the statement that the agents favour the 
scheme. Can the agents speak for every company ? 


The CHarrMAN :—They only said that they were in favour of 
the scheme. 


Mr. Carson PARKER: Whom does it come from 2 


Mr Evans replied that the sub-Committee of the P.B.F. 
addressed a letter on the subject to the estate agency firms in 
Colombo, 

The following is the letter :-— 

Kandy 23rd April 1923, 
Dear Sirs, 

A meeting of the Sub-Committee of the Planters’ Benevolent Fund 
of Ceylon which has been appointed to consider whether any provident fund 
or similar scheme can be evolved was held in Kandy on Thursday, the 29th 
ultimo. No definite scheme has yet been adopted, but I am directed to enquire 
from all estate agents whether they will be prepared to support in Principle 
and propose te those proprietors whom they represent the adoption of the 
provisions detailed below. If replies justify proceeding on these lines, the 


next step will be to ascertain whether a majority of planters will be 
willing to subscribe to the proposals.

Here follow the proposals published above. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the replies ofthe agents were communi- 
cated to the last meeting of the General Committee of the P. A. 
when it was understood that the proprietors. would favourably 
consider a scheme of this sort. 


PLANTERS’ CO-OPERATIVE STORES. 


The agenda called for discussion on the subject of Planters’ 
Co-operative Stores. 


Mr. E. C. Eviiorr asked under what Ordinance they would 
have to register the proposed stores. 
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In reply, Mr. C. A. Evans read aletter from Messrs. Liesching 
& Lee. 


Mr. E. C. Exxiorr said :—TI think it is quite evident, anyhow, 
that if we desire to form this Co-opérative Society, we shall be 
able to do so. In these circumstances the sooner we get a move 
onthe better. There is a great deal of support for the idea. 
Originally, 1 think, we got 650 subscribers, but the Company 
did not come to anything because people could not put up all 
the money required. I then suggested that we should go slow 
and collect funds—Rs. 10 and Rs. 20 from each member, and in 
the meantime take steps to get the Ordinance amended. I was 
over-ruled and the thing dropped. I should like now to see it 
started again—something on the same lines as the One Day’s 
Pay Fund. We are now paying fancy prices for our things, 
and I am perfectly sure that if we want to start this Society we 
can do so. A small sub-Committee might be appointed to thrash 
out details, but the first thing we have got to do is to Collect Rs. 
10,000. 


The CHAIRMAN : Rs. 10,000 would not be sufficient. 
Mr. Evtiotr: Only to register. The faster we can get it 
the better. At any rate let us start collecting the money. 


THE CHAIRMAN : Goon collecting the money !_ It will bea good 
many years before we start the business. What more is required ? 


Mr. Exxtiotr: ‘The original idea was two lakhs. 
THE CHAIRMAN : What procedure do you propose ? 


Mr.. Exuiorr: I simply want to suggest that we start here 
again from where we left two years ago. We got 650 subscri- 
bers—the whole thing is drafted out and on our files. Let us 
collect the money and in the meantime get the Ordinance altered. 


Mr. R. E. H. Dickinson : I think the opinion of the meeting 
should be taken whether the stores should be started again. 


The suggestion was adopted and there was a show of hands. 
seventeen voting in favour of starting the stores, and four voting 
against. 
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The CHAIRMAN : Is there a Committee ? 


Mr. Extiott: It was dropped because we could not get on 
with the idea. Col. Wright said that he would draft a Bill to get the 
Ordinance amended. For one thing, the Attorney-General lost 
the papers for two months and we have been hung up. 


The CHatRMAN : Would they alter the Ordinance before the 
Rs. 10,000 was collected ? I think we must start collecting as 
much as we can. 


Mr. Exvuiorr: I am quite with you, Sir. 

Mr. CARSON PARKER: What do you want done 4 

Mr. Exxrorr: If this meeting is in favour of it, let us form 
a sub-Committee again. 

Messrs. E. C. Elliott, Alexander Tait and the Chairman were 
elected to the sub-Committee. 


With a vote of thanks to the Chair the Meeting terminated.

P. A. No. 2 Committee Report 


During the year 6 meetings were held, the average attendance 
being 17. 


There still seems a great deal of doubt among planters as to 
whom the Committee really represents and the result has been 
that the Committee has not been supported or made use of in 
the way it might have been. 


During the year an attempt has been made to bring forward 


matters that concern the planter individually. 
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A scheme for a Provident Fund, which was first taken up by 
a Sub-Committee of the Benevolent Fund was transferred to a 
Sub-Committee of the No. 2 Committee. This Committee has 
drawn up rules for a Provident Fund, which have been brought 
before the Planters’ Association and passed in principle, but there 
are still alterations tobe made. A Sub-Committee was also appoint- 
ed to draw up a report on Salaries and cost of living with a view 
of giving proprietors an idea of the conditions under which a planter 
lives, so as to enable them to form an opinion of the amount of 
salary, allowances for Furlough and Passages, etc., that would 
enable a Superintendent of an estate to carry on his work under 
present conditions. 


CO-OPERATIVE STORE. This matter was again brought up and 
a Sub-Committee appointed to consider it—but the Committee 
has come to the opinion that, owing to want of support caused 
most probably by the failure of the previous attempt, it is 
useless to go with it and that the scheme should be abandoned. 


OnE Day Pay Funp. A statement of accounts is appended. 
Seven Planters were assisted during the year. 


The amount of unemployment among planters is now very 
small.
